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Chapter 1: Magic Carpets, Canopies and Tents 


Throughout the centuries, legends have been told of flying carpets, able to whisk a person off to 
distant lands on command, by flying through the air. As with most myths, most people have taken this 
at face value as a fantastical legend with no basis in reality, from the occult however, we can learn of 
the true spiritual practice which inspired these legends. Gathered below are an anthology of the most 
important texts that I could find regarding flying carpets and similar technologies which are used to aid 
the magician in their astral travels/remote viewing. What we can see from them is that the flying carpet 
has a variety of practical ritual functions which aid the magician in their explorations of the astral 
realms, especially when combined with entheogens, such as plants containing scopolamine. I write the 
following so that I might shed light on a famous myth, and because I think this was a very important 
and functional aspect of occult ritual. While I will show Shamanistic techniques in the occult, those 
wishing to utilize these practices will find safer entheogens often have greater effect. 

Scopolamine is a highly poisonous chemical found in a variety of plants such as Mandrake, 
Henbane and Datura, which have traditionally been used in the occult for various purposes. In 
Witchcraft, Henbane and other plants are used in “flying ointments” which are rubbed on the body in 
order to induce astral projection in the Witch, so that they can leave their body. I must stress that 
scopolamine and other chemicals in these plants are very dangerous and it is very easy to fatally 
overdose, but even when administered correctly, it can induce long term psychosis and open a person 
up to the spirit world far more permanently than they may wish. The hallucinations created by 
scopolamine are not the same as psychedelics like magick mushrooms, no, these visions can be so 
realistic that many a person who has taken it, falsely believed they were not even hallucinating, and 
some then decided to up the dosage creating tragic results. While it is still dangerous, opium is known 
to reduce the poisonous effects of scopolamine and we do see it in some recipes for flying ointments. 
Also, Snowdrops - Galanthus nivalis L. contains the chemical galantamine, it has been identified as the 
Holy Moly herb of Hermes in Homers Odyssey, as it is said to block the effects of scopolamine. 

In the following instructions taken from traditional Solomonic grimoire sources, we will see 
that the magick carpet is pulled over the prostrating body of the magician to enclose them inside, the 
magician does this while going over a censor thus inhaling incense. While scopolamine incense is not 
explicitly referred to in these texts, from other key sources of Solomonic magick such as Liber Juratus 
and Cornelius Agrippa's Books of Occult philosophy, we are given detailed instructions on 
suffumigation and incense which does explicitly list Henbane and other scopolamine bearing plants, as 
well as others of a poisonous nature like water hemlock, indicating that ceremonial magick did indeed 
include a highly advanced knowledge of plants and entheogens for Shamanistic purposes. So, by 
pulling the carpet over the magician the smoke would be trapped inside the carpet and the body would 
itself be suffumigated. This allows the magician to breath in the smoke in a much more concentrated 
amount compared to an open air temple setting, and by this method altered states of consciousness are 
achieved. In the modern culture of marijuana users, smoking in a small enclosed area is called a “hot 
box” and it is thought to increase the dosage of the users. The earliest reference to such technology that 
I could find is found in Herodotus when he is writing of the Scythians, who constructed small tents 
over fires of burning hemp/cannabis and were known to how! with pleasure as they inhaled the smoke. 

As we will see, there is a variety of tools which have been used for similar purposes and magic 
carpets and small tents also functioned as sensory deprivation tanks in order to block out stimulus from 
the outside world. “Sensory deprivation tanks” produce images without any drugs, as when deprived of 
stimulus, the mind creates it's own visions. Thus the magician can go within for purposes of divination, 
or engage in remote viewing to a place of their choosing. We will also see that evocation was a very 
common use of the magic carpet or tent, and I can attest that when skrying, it is crucial to have the 
proper amount of light. Neither too much light, nor too little if the visions are to come through clearly, 
so in this way, the tent would have been used to block out light pollution for the skryer. 


Herodotus Histories Book IV Chapter 73 
“Such, then, is the mode in which the kings are buried: as for the people, when any one dies, his nearest 


of kin lay him upon a chariot and take him round to all his friends in succession: each receives them in 
turn and entertains them with a banquet, whereat the dead man is served with a portion of all that is set 
before the others; this is done for forty days, at the end of which time the burial takes place. After the 
burial, those engaged in it have to purify themselves, which they do in the following way. First they 
well soap and wash their heads; then, in order to cleanse their bodies, they act as follows: they make a 
booth by fixing in the ground three sticks inclined towards one another, and stretching around them 
woollen felts, which they arrange so as to fit as close as possible: inside the booth a dish is placed upon 
the ground, into which they put a number of red-hot stones, and then add some hemp-seed.” 

A little further... 

“The Scythians, as I said, take some of this hemp-seed, and, creeping under the felt coverings, throw it 
upon the red-hot stones; immediately it smokes, and gives out such a vapour as no Grecian vapour-bath 
can exceed; the Scyths, delighted, shout for joy, and this vapour serves them instead of a water-bath; 
for they never by any chance wash their bodies with water. Their women make a mixture of cypress, 
cedar, and frankincense wood, which they pound into a paste upon a rough piece of stone, adding a 
little water to it. With this substance, which is of a thick consistency, they plaster their faces all over, 
and indeed their whole bodies. A sweet odour is thereby imparted to them, and when they take off the 
plaster on the day following, their skin is clean and glossy.” 


So from this we can see a number of interesting things, that hemp was used in funeral rites, that 
they inhaled the smoke in little tents and even that the Greeks had their own inferior forms of “vapour- 
bath.” (an Alchemical vapour-bath from the Atalanta Fugiens being depicted above) Now hemp seeds 
are not psychoactive, however the seeds are found in the cannabis buds, which are the most potent part 
of the plant and so there was likely some misunderstanding here on Herodotus's part, but then back 
then, cannabis was definitely less potent and less understood than it is today, and yet there is reason to 
think hashish and Alchemical extracts were used to increase the effects. In the epilogue of the book, 
“The Chronicles of Anarchy” the necromantic origins of Solomonic magick are explained as a form of 
ancestor worship practised by Jews and Christians and this is also clearly seen in the practice of 
Hygromanteia, which is itself the title of a Solomonic grimoire “A Magical Treatise of Solomon or 
Hygromanteia.” This text greatly influenced later Solomonic grimoires like the Keys of Solomon and 
so as I shed light on it, I will shed light on all the Solomonic tradition. Hygromanteia is the practice of 
capturing spirits in magick bowls or bottles, such as a djinn or the famous “genie” in the Arabic 
tradition and in various similar forms this practice is even older than “Judaism” itself and can be found 
in Canaan, Babylon and Iran as a means of protection against evil spirits. As skrying often involves 
seeing visions of spirits or demons, or gods in bowls of water, naturally these practices mixed. 

While some translations of Herodotus say the person is carried in a wagon rather than a chariot, 
it is a clue that this Scythian tradition is similar to, or even influenced the Jewish Merkabah tradition of 
“chariot riders” (AKA throne mysticism) who would travel through the astral realm on chariots. You 
may find such an argument hard to imagine, but read on as I present the evidence, and you will see tit is 
hard to argue against. This is alluded to in the Gnostic text “Pistis Sophia,” but there are also legends of 
Nimrod doing the same, (whom ancient Christians like Clement considered to be Scythian) and in the 
Persian Zoroastrin book of Kings the “Shahnameh,” it describes the king Kay Kavus flying through the 
air in his Palanquin/throne, a device which could easily be fitted to function as a ritual hot box tent in 
order to allow the king to astral project. (See KINGLY FLIGHT: NIMRUD, KAY KAVUS, 
ALEXANDER, OR WHY THE ANGEL HAS THE FISH by Firuza Melville) That the Scythians were 
said to howl with joy is itself intriguing as the word "goetia" (A part of Solomonic magick) happens to 
mean "howling," though I suspect this has more to do with the wind howling, or the lamentations for 
the dead, IE goetia is undoubtedly necromancy. (This is complicated to explain here, but see the text 


“Isagoge” on the nature of spirits, a dialogue of Castor and Pollux found in Donald Tyson's “Fourth 
Book of Occult Philosophy” for an overview of traditional theories about spirits.) The origins of 
Kabbalah and Merkabah and their relationship to Gnosticism and Pagan traditions is beyond the scope 
of this book, though it has largely been explained by scholars like Gershom Scholem. There is also the 
aforementioned epilogue of The Chronicles of Anarchy which also includes practical rituals for astral 
projecting to specific astral realms and these can easily be applied to the magic carpet, so for now let us 
simply read the primary texts on magick carpets and the magick that goes with them. 

This first set of texts, “The Greek Magical Papyri” (PGM) was clearly highly influential in 
the later grimoire traditions, as in the books of Raziel and Solomonic magick. According to Dr Stephen 
Skinner in his book, “Techniques of Graeco-Egyptian Magic,” this includes the Hygromanteia text, so 
that the knowledge within the Greek Magical Papyri ultimately went on to influence the Keys of 
Solomon or “Goetia” Solomonic grimoires. You will notice many motifs from later ceremonial magick 
including planetary hours and ruling deities, so while some of the PGM texts are incomplete, you 
should be able to reconstruct most of this by the end of this book, though you will find even more 
adjuncts in the complete primary texts. Various names are written on the tent, referring to astrology and 
various entities for periods of time, while I could find no list of 52 demons for the weeks, there is a list 
of 52 demons in the Testament of Solomon recension C. As the PGM text is incomplete, I have given 
texts from the grimoires which do have names of demons that are appropriate for writing on the tent, 
though the magicians of the PGM would likely find this blasphemous, you call upon Goetic demons at 
your own risk. Here in the PGM, the magick tent is used in an initiation and to gain a familiar spirit, 
after this follows various uses for the spirit along with natural magick, rituals done inside the tent. 
Some examples of this are to send dreams, something which also comes up in Solomonic magick, there 
is also a spell used to open gates which brings to mind Merkabah and Gnostic ideas in which various 
gates are opened using the correct password. After this we will read other variations of the same text, as 
this adds many relevant details. For example, mantras known as Voces Magicae are directed to the 6 
directions in a kind of Hermetic “cube of space” ritual which in the Kabbalistic tradition of the Sepher 
Yetzirah, is very much linked to the Merkabah. We will also see that breathing exorcises are given at 
PGM XIII 640 and 940 and other places which go along with recitation of the Voces Magicae, these 
mantras said accordingly would effect the mindset of a magician in a hot box tent breathing incense. 


PGM XIII. 1—343 
*Gop/Gops.' A sacred book called “Unique”* or “Eighth Book of Moses,” 
concerning the holy Name. Its content goes as follows: Remain / pure 41 days, hav- 
ing calculated in advance so that your completion of them will coincide with the 
dark of the moon which occurs in Arics.* Have a house on ground level, in which 
no one has diced during the past year. The door should face west. Now set up in the 
middle of the house an earthen altar and have ready cypress wood, ten pinecones 
10 full of seed,* two white roosters / uninjured and without blemish, and two lamps 
each holding an eighth of a pint, filled with good oil. And don’t pour in any more, 
for when the god comes in they will burn more fiercely. Have the table prepared 
with these following kinds of incense, which are cognate to the god (from this / 
15 book Hermes plagiarized when he named the 7 kinds of incense* [in] his sacred 
book called Wing).° 
The proper incense of Kronos is styrax, for it is heavy and fragrant; of Zcus, mal- 
abathron;’ of Ares, kostos; of Helios, frankincense; of Aphrodite, Indian nard; of 
20 Hermes, cassia; / of Selene, myrrh. These are the secret incenses (the direction in 
the Key of Moses,* “Prepare sun vetch on every occasion,” refers with these [words]

to the Egyptian bean). Moreover, Manetho gave these directions in his own book. 

Then take the 7 flowers of the 7 stars (which are marjoram, white lily, lotus, ere- 
phyllinon,” / narcissus, gillyflower, rose); take these flowers twenty-one days before 25 
the initiation, and grind them fine in a white mortar’® and dry them in the shade 
and have them ready for thar day. 

First, however, present yourself, on / whatever auspicious new moon occurs," to 30 
the gods of the hours of the day, whose names you have in the Key. You will be 
made their initiate '? as follows: Make 3 figures from fine flour, one bull-faced, one 
goat-faced, one ram-faced, each of them standing on the celestial pole and holding 
an Egyptian flail.'* And when you have / censed them, eat them, saying the spell for 35 
the gods of the hours (which is in the Key) and the compulsive formula for them 
and the names of the gods set over the weeks. Then you will have been made their 
initiate. 

Next, for the all-important mecting, have a square of natron * on which you will 
write the great name with the seven vowels. Instead / of the popping noise and the 40 
hissing [sound in the name] draw on the first part of the natron a falcon-faced croco- 
dile * and the nine-formed god standing on him, for this falcon-faced crocodile at 
the 4 turning points [of the year] greets the god with the popping noise. For, com- 
ing up to breathe from the deep, he goes “Pop, pop, pop,” / and he of the 9 forms 45 
replies to him antiphonally. Therefore, instead of the popping noise, draw the 
falcon-faced crocodile, for the popping noise is the first element of the name. The 
second is a hissing. Instead of the hissing [draw] a snake biting its / tail. Sothe two 50 
elements, popping and hissing, are represented by a falcon-faced crocodile and the 
nine-formed god standing on it, and around these a snake and the seven vowels. 

Now [the great name] is [composed of] 9 names, before which you say [those of] 
the gods of the hours, with [the prayer on] the stele, and [those of ] the gods of the 
days and of those / set over the weeks, and the compulsive formula for these; for 55 
without these the god will not listen but will refuse to receive you as uninitiated, 
unless you emphatically say in advance the [names of] the lord of the day and of the 
hour, which information you will find at the end [of this tractate]; for without 


*erephyllinon is an unknown plant 

“Egyptian Bean” likely refers to the psychoactive Egyptian lotus Nelumbo nucifera, though Henbane 
has also been called "dioskyamos," or god's bean, Hog's bean, or Jupiter's Bean and a form of Henbane 
is found in Egypt. “Bean” is the name given to small balls of incense.

Now the [text of the] sacred stele to be written in the natron is: 

“T'* call on you, who are greater than all, the creator of all, you, the self-begotten, 
who see all and are not seen. For you gave Helios the glory and all the / power, 
Selene [the privilege] to wax and wane and have fixed courses, yet you took nothing 
from the earlier-born darkness, but apportioned things so that they should be 
equal. For when you appeared, both order’ arose and light appeared.’* All things 
are subject to you, whose truce form none of the gods can / see; who change into all 
forms. You are invisible, Aion of Aion. 

“T call on you, lord, to appear to me in a good form, for under your order I serve 
your angel, BIATHIARBAR BERBIR SCHILATOUR BOUPHROUMTROM, and your fear, 
DANOUPH CHRATOR BELBALI BALBITH 1A0. / Through you arose the celestial pole 
and the earth. 

“T call on you, lord, as do the gods who appeared under your [order?] that they 
may have power; ECHEBYKROM of Helios, whose is the glory,’” AAA EEE GOO III 
AAA O60 SABAOTH ARBATHIAO / ZAGOURE, the god ARATHY ADONAIE. 

“T call on you, lord, in ‘birdglyphic *®: ARAI; in hieroglyphic: LAILAM; in He- 
braic:?" ANOCH BIATHIARBATH BERBIR ECHILATOUR BOUPHROUMTROM; in 
Egyptian: ALDABAEIM; in ‘baboonic’: ABRASAX; / in ‘falconic: 7? CHI CHI CHI CHI 
CHI CHI CHI TIPH TIPH TIPH; in hieratic: MENEPHOIPHOTH CHA CHA CHA CHA 
CHA CHA CHA.” Then clap 3 times, go “pop, pop, pop” for a long time; hiss at 
some length. 

“Come [to me}, lord, faultless and unflawed, who pollute / no place, for I have 
been initiated into your name.” - 

Have a tablet in which you will write what he says to you and a two-edged knife, 
all of iron, so that, clean from all [impuritics]},?* you may kill the sacrifices, and a 
libation (a jug of wine and a flask full of honey /) that you may pour. Have all these 
ready nearby you. And you be in clean linens, crowned with an olive wreath. Pre- 
pare the canopy™* thus: Taking a clean sheet, write on the border [the names of ] the 


365 gods,” and make it a tent / under which you go to be initiated. Also have a 
cinnamon at your neck, for the deity is pleased by it and gave it power. And have 
also the Apollo who will help you, carved from a root of laurel, with tripod stand- 
ing beside him and / Pythian serpent. Carve around the Apollo the great name, in 
Egyptian form; on his chest: BAINCHOOOCHOOOCHNIAB, written [the samc] 
forwards and backwards; and on the back of the figure this name: ILILLOU IL- 
ILLOU / ILILLOU; and around the Pythian serpent and the tripod; rmrHOR MAR- 
MARAUGE PHOCHO PHOBOCH. Have this too around your neck when you perform 
the initiation; it is helpful in everything, along with the cinnamon. 

Accordingly, as I said before, when yon have purified yourself in advance {through 
the last] / seven days while the moon is waning, at the dark of the moon” begin 
sleeping on the ground on a pallet of rushes. Rising at dawn, greet Helios through 
seven days, each day saying first the [names of the] gods of the hours, then those set 
over the weeks. Also [each day], / learning who is the ruler of that day, keep after 
him, saying, “Lord, on such-and-such a day I am calling the god to the sacred sacri- 
fices”°—doing so until the eighth day.

Then, when you come to this day, in the middle of the night at about eleven 
o'clock / when there is quiet, light the altar fire and have at hand the two roosters 125 
and the two lamps, lighted (the lamps should hold an eighth of a pint each, and you 
must not put more oil into them). Begin to recite the stele and the mystery of the 
god, which is [called?] “Scarab.” Have standing by a mixing bow] containing milk 
of a black cow / and wine not mixed with seawater, for this is beginning and end.” 130 
Then, having written [the text of } the stele on the two faces of the natron plaque, 
lick off the one side and, pouring [wine?] on the other, wash it off into the mixing 
bowl. The natron should be written on [with ink made] both from the incense ma- 
terials and from the flowers. 

Then, before you drink off the milk and wine, say over it / this petition; and = 135 
having said it, lie down on the mat, holding both the tablet and the stylus, and 
say—Hermetic (?) [spell|:” 

“I call on you who surround all things, I call in every language and in every dia- 
lect, as he first / hymned you who was by you appointed and entrusted with all 140 
authorities, Helios ACHEBYKROM ™ (which signifies the flame and radiance of the 
disk) *" whose is the glory, AAA EEE 660, because he was glorified by you—[you] *

who set [in their places the winds]* and then, likewise, the stars of glittering 
forms, and who, in divine light / create the cosmos, 111 AAA 666, in which you 
have sct in order all things. SABAOTH ARBATHIAO ZAGOURE (these are the angels 
who first appeared) * ARATH ADONAIE BASEMM JIAO. The first angel cries in “bird- 
glyphic ARAI—which is [“Woe to my enemy”—and you have set him] in charge of 
the punishments. Helios hymns you in hicroglyphic, LArLaM, and in Hebrew by his 
own* name, ANOK* BIATHIARBAR BERBIR SCHILATOUR BOUPHROUMTROM 
/ (36 letters);*” he says, ‘I precede you, lord, I who rise on the boat of the sun, the 
disk (?),** thanks to you.’ Your magical* name in Egyptian is ALDABIAEIM” (9 
letters, sce below). Now he who appears on the boat rising together with you is a 
clever / baboon; he greets you in his own language, saying “You are the number of 
(the days of ] the year, ABRASAX.’* The falcon on the other end [of the boat] greets 
you in his own language and crics out to receive food: CHI CHI CHI CHI CHI CHI 
CHI TIP TIP TIP TIP TIP TIP TIP. He of the nine forms grects you in / hieratic, say- 
ing: MENEPHOIPHOTH. (He means, ‘I go before you, lord’). . . .”*' 

So saying, he clapped 3 times, and the god* laughed 7 times*: “CHA CHA CHA 
CHA CHA CHA CHA.” When the god laughed, 7 gods were born™ (who encompass 
the cosmos—see above—for these are those who appeared before [the world was 
formed}). 


When he laughed first, / Phos-Auge (Light-Radiance) * appeared and irradiated 
everything and became god over the cosmos and fire, BESSYN BERITHEN BERIO. 

Then he laughed a second time. All was warer. Earth, hearing the sound, cried 
out and heaved, and the water came to be divided into three parts. A god appeared; 
he was given charge of the abyss [of primal waters], for without / bim moisture 
neither increases nor diminishes. And his name is ESCHAKLEO (for** you are GEAL, 
you arc ON BETHELLE). 

When he wanted to laugh the third time, Nous or Phrenes*’ [Mind or Wits] 
appeared holding a heart,** because of the sharpness of the god. He was called 
Hermes; he was called SEMESILAM. / 

The god laughed the fourth time, and Genna [Generative Power] appeared, con- 
trolling Spora | Procreation]. [This pair] was called BADETOPHOTH ZOTHAXATHOZ. 

He laughed the fifth time and was gloomy as he laughed, and Moira [Fate] ap- 
peared, holding scales indicating that justice was in her province. But Hermes*’ 
contested / with her saying, “Justice is my province” (see above). While rhey were 
fighting the god said, “What seems to be just will depend on both, but all things in 
the world will be subject to you, [Moira].” And she was the first to receive the 
scepter of the world—[Moira] of whom the name written first forward, then back- 
wards, is“preat and holy and glorious, and it is this: THORIOBRITITAMMAOR- 
RANGADO I GDANGARROAMMATITIRBOIROTH ™ / (49 letters). 

He laughed the sixth time and was much gladdened, and Kairos [Time] appeared 
holding a scepter, indicating kingship, and he gave over the scepter to the first- 
created god, [Phos, who] receiving it, said, “You, wrapping yourself in the glory of 


190 Phos [Light] / will be with me. . . .*' ANOCH BIATHIARBAR BERBIR SILATOUR 

BOUPHROUMTROM” (36 letters). 
When the god laughed a seventh time Psyche [Soul] came into being, and he 

wept while laughing. On secing Psyche, he hissed, and the earth heaved and gave 
birth to the Pythian serpent who foreknew all things, so the god called him 11- 

195 ILLOU/ ILILLOU ILILLOU ILILLOU ITHOR MARMARAUGE PHOCHO PHOBOCH. 
Seeing the serpent, the god was frightened and said, “Pop, pop, pop.” When the 
god said, “Pop, pop, pop,” an armed man appeared who is called DANOUP 
CHRATOR BERBALI BARBITH. Secing him the god was again terrified, as seeing 

200 someone stronger [than himself, fearing] / lest the carth had thrown up a god. 
Looking down at the earth he said, “tad.” From the echo a god was born who is 
lord of all. The preceding man contended with him, saying, “I am stronger than this 
fellow.” The [first] god said to the strong man, “You come from the popping noise, 
and this [god] comes from an echo. Both of you will have charge of every need.” 

205 ~— [ The pair] was then called DANOUP / CHRATOR BERBALI BALBITH [AO.” 

“Lord, I imitate [you by saying] the 7 vowels;* enter and hear me, A EE BEF 1111 

00000 YrYYYY GOGOOGOG ABROGCH BRAOCH CHRAMMAOTH PROARBATHO [AO 
OYAEEIOYO.” 

210 / When the god comes in, look down and write the things he says and the Name 
which he gives you for himself. And do not go out from under your canopy until he 
tells you accurately, too, the things that concern you. 


The technique of determining which god is ruler of the celestial pole {at a given 

time] goes as follows: Find out, child, to which god the day is subject in the Greek 

215 reckoning [connting from the top down], and then coming to / The Seven-Zoned** 
count [the same number] from the bottom up, and you will find the answer. For if 

the day be subject to Helios in the Greek reckoning, Selene rules the pole, and thus 


the rest, as follows:

225 / Of these things, child, I have declared to you the easy and godly solution which 


not even kings were able to grasp. 


You are to write on the natron with the ink from the flowers of the 7 [stars] and 
kinds of incense. Similarly, you are to make “the bean,”** which I described alle- 


gorically in my Key, from the flowers and the kinds of incense. 


The initiation called The Monad has been fully declared to you, child. / Now I 
subjoin for you, child, also the practical uses of this sacred book, the things which 
all the experts accomplished with this sacred and blessed book. As I made you 
swear, child, in the temple of Jerusalem,* when you have been filled with the divine 
wisdom, dispose of the book so that it will not be found. 

The first, then, [of these uses] is the marvelous / {spell for] invisibility: Taking 
the egg of a falcon, gild half of it and smear the other half with cinnabar. Wearing 
this you will be invisible when you say the Name.* 

To fetch a lover: Say the Name 3 times to the sun. It fetches woman to man and 
man to woman in a way that will amaze you. 

If you want someone to be unattractive / —either a woman to a man or a man to 
a woman: Take a dog’s excrement and put it in the post-hole of their door, saying 
the Name 3 times and saying “I sever NN from NN.” 

If you say the Name to a demoniac while putting sulfur and asphalt to his nose, 
the daimon wil: speak at once and will go away.* 

If you say it over a man who has erysipelas,” / having rubbed him with crocodile 
dung, he will be rid [of it] at once. 

If you say the Name over a sprain or fracture 3 times, having rubbed it down 
with earth and vinegar, you will make it go away. 

If you say it over any bird, into its ear, it will die. 
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If you see an asp and want to fix it in its place, say / “Stay!” while turning your- 
self around. When the names are said it will stay. 

To restrain anger: Enter the presence of a king or magnate, and while you have 
your hands inside your garment say the name of the sun disk*' while tying a knot in 
your pallium or shawl.* You will marvel at the results. 

If [you want] to break spells:** Having written the Name on a page of hieratic 
Papyrus, wear it. 

To make Helios appear:“ Say toward the east, “I am he / on the two cherubim, 
berween the two natures, heaven and earth, sun and moon, light and darkness, 
night and day, rivers and sea. Appear to me, O archangel of those subject to the 
cosmos, ruler Helios, sct in authority by the One and Only Himself. The Eternal 
and Only orders you.” Say the Name. And if he appears glowering / say “Give® me 
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a day; give an hour; give a month; give a year, lord of life.” Say the Name. 

If you want to kill a snake: Say, “Stay, for you arc Aphyphis.” And taking a green 
palm branch and holding its heart,” split it [longways] into two, saying the Name 
over it 7 times. At once the snake will be split / or will break open. 

Prescience: This comes in the rite described above, that with the natron. And 
[yeu know] that the god will talk with you as with a fellow god, for I have often 
performed the rite when you were present. 

Invisibility: Also thus: “Come to me, Darkness which appeared in the begin- 
ning, and hide me, NN, by the order of him who is self-begorten in heaven.” Say 
the Name. 

/ Another way: “I call on you alonc, the only one in the cosmos who gives orders 
to gods and men, who changes himself into holy forms and brings existence out of 
the nonexistent and nonexistence from existent things, holy Thayth,® the true sight 
of whose face none of the gods can endure to see; make me seem to be, to the cyes 
of all creatures—a wolf, dog, lion, / fire, tree, yulturc, wall, water, or whatever you 
want—for you are able.” Say the Name. 

Resurrection of a dead body: “\ conjure you, spirit coming in air, enter, inspire, 
empower, resurrect by the power / of the crernal god, this body; and let it walk 
about in this place, for I am he who acts with the power of Thayth, the holy god.” 
Say the Name. 

If you want to cross [the Nile] on a crocodile: Sit down and say, “Hear me, you 
who live your life in the water. I am one who is at leisure in heaven and goes about 
in water and in fire and in air / and earth. Return the favor done you on the day 
when I created you and you made your request to me. You will take me [to] the 
other side, for I am so-and-so.” Say the Name. 

For release from bonds: |{Say, “Hear me, O Christ, in torments; help, in neces- 
sities, / O merciful in violent hours, able to do much in the world, who created 
compulsion and punishment and torture.” Say it 12 times by day, hissing thrice 
eight times.]] Say the whole name of Helios beginning from ACHEBYKROM.” 

“Let every bond be loosed, every force fail, let all iron be broken, every rope or 
every strap, let every / knot, every chain be opened, and Ict no one compel me, for I 
am”—say the Name. 

To quench fire: “Hear, fire, a work of the works of god’s invention, glory of the 
honored luminary, be quenched, become snow, for the speaker himself is Aion who 
puts on fire as if it were / asbestos. Let every flame be scattered from me, every 
physical power, by command of Him who exists forever. You shall not touch me, 
fire; you shall not harm my flesh, for I am”—say the Name. 


For fire to continue: “I conjure you, fire, daimon of holy love, the invisible and 
manifold, / the one and everywhere, to remain in this lamp at this ume, shining and 
not dying out, by the command of NN.” Say the Name. 

To send dreams: Make a hippopotamus” of red wax, / hollow, and put into the 
belly of this hippopotamus both gold and silver and the so-called ballatha” of the 
Jews and array him in white linen and put him in a pure window and, taking a sheet 
of hieratic papyrus write on it with myrrh ink and baboon’s blood / wharever you 
wish to send. Then, having rolled it into a wick and using it to light a new, pure 
lamp, put on the lamp the foot of the hippopotamus and say the Name, and he 
sends [the specified dream]. 

A philter to be drunk: Take the lion-wasps (?) in a spider’s web / and, when you 
have ground them [to a powder, sprinkle the powder] on a drink and give it [to the 
appropriate person] to drink.” a 

If you want your wife” not to be had by another man: Taking carth and mixing 
with it ink and myrrh, mold a crocodile, and put it into a lead coffin and write on 
this the great Name and that of your wife and, “Let NN not cohabit with any other 
man except me, NN.” The name / to be written on the feet of the image is: BIBIOU 
OUER APSABARA KASONNAKA NESEBACH SPHE SPHE CHPHOURIS. 

To open doors by use of the Name: “Open, open, 4 quarters of the cosmos, for the 
lord of the inhabited world comes forth. Archangels, decans, angels rejoice. For 
Aion of Aion himself, the only and / transcendant, invisible, goes through this 
place. Open, door! Hear, bar! Fall into two parts, lock! By the name AIA AINRY- 
CHATH, cast up, Earth, for the lord, all things you contain, for he is the storm- 
sender and controller of the abyss, master of fire. Open, for ACHEBYKROM com- 
mands you!” |Say ACHEBYKROM] 8 times; [it is] the name of Helios. 

Another way. The spell for Helios: “I am he on the two cherubim, at the middle 
of the cosmos, between heaven and earth, light and darkness, night and day, rivers 
and sea. Appear to me, archangel of god, set in authority by the One and Only 
Himself.” With this spell perform the acts of thanksgiving to Helios, rites to fetch 
lovers, send dreams, / ask for dreams, make Helios appear, attain goals, win victo- 
ries, and in short, everything. 

You have now received, child, the sacred and blessed book, Unique, which no one 
[hitherto] was able to translate” or put into practice. Keep well, child.” 
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PGM XIII. 343—646 

*The sacred, hidden book of Moses called “eighth” or “holy.” / This is the ritual 
using the name that encompasses all things. It also has directions for a meeting with 
the god in which you will succeed if you leave out nothing [of what is prescribed]. 

Keep yourself pure 41 days, having calculated the day and the hour in which the 
last appearance of / the old moon will occur in Aries. And when the moon cnters 
Aries sleep on the floor during the previous night, and when you have sacrificed 
burn also the seven approved kinds of incense” in which the god delights, for the 
seven censings of the seven stars. The incenses are these: malabathron, styrax, nard, 
kostos, cassia, frankincense, myrrh. [Take these] and the seven flowers of the seven 
/ stars, which are rose, lotus, narcissus, white lily, erephyllinon, gillyflower, mar- 
joram. Having ground them all to a powder, with wine not mixed with seawater, 
bum all as incense. And [also] wear cinnamon, for the god has given it magical 
power. Burn the incenses after the twenty-first day, so as to complete [the prepara- 
tion?]. As / food take milk of a black cow and wine without scawater and Greek 
natron ([the author] indicates that is beginning and end). 

When the day is at hand, put aside for the sacrifice cypress wood or balsam 
wood—so that even / without the incenses the sacrifice may give a pleasant odor— 
and five pinecones full of seed. And light two lamps, each holding about half a pint 
of oil, on this and that side of the altar. The altar, moreover, is to be made of earth. 
When you have prepared and filled the lamps, do not later pour any more oil into 
them. Sacrifice an unblemished ” white rooster, / and leave another alive, and simi- 
larly [sacrifice one] pigeon [and !eave another] so that the god, when he comes in, 
may take the spirit from whichever he prefers. Also lay out a knife, and lay beside it 
the seven incenses and the seven flowers prepared [as] written [above] so that if, on 
coming in, the god should wish to sacrifice again / he may find all in readiness. And 
leave the sacrifice lying on the altar. 

The tasting of the victims is done [in] this way: When you are ready to taste 
them, sacrifice the rooster, so that [the god] may receive lots of spirit, and at the 
point of tasting, call on the god of the hour and him of the day, so that you may 
have sponsorship from them. For if you do not invoke them, / they will not hear 
you, as being uninitiated. Now you will find [the names of] the gods of the hours 
and those of the days, and the compulsive formula for cach of them in the Key of 
Moses, tor he set them out one by one.” 


As for the name [of the great god], write all of it on the Greek natron. Instead of 
/ the “pop, pop, pop” sound [in the name] draw on the Greek natron a falcon- 
formed crocodile,” for he greets the god four times a year at the gods’ true entries 
of new periods *'—at the cosmos’ first turning, called increase, then in his own ele- 
vation which they call “the birth / of Horus,” [[then at the rising of the Dog 
Star,]]* then at the ascension of Sothis. At each increase of the sun and diminution 
he gives forth his popping noise. The nine-formed [the Ennead] gives him the 
power to make the noise at that time, so that the sun may ascend from the sound of 
watcr,** / for he himself appears together with him [the sun]. Therefore he [the 
falcon-faced crocodile} received the forms and the power of the nine gods that rise 
with the sun. For at the downward turning [the autumnal equinox] he sends out 
the sound weaker and less / powerful, [[for this is the birth of cosmos and sun]].* 
Then at the “increase” when the lights [of the heavens] begin to rise, he too sends 
out the noise more powerfully. And at the rise of the Dog Star, turning to the west, 
he sends out the noise most powerfully,** inasmuch as he does not have the / related 
water near by, and because this solstice adds more [to his power], while the effects 
of the last equinox take away what he gained in the preceding solstice. For 
{the autumn equinox] is [the time of] the Nile flood’s* departure and the sun’s 
abasement. 

Accordingly, draw the two, i.¢., the falcon-faced crocodile / and the nine-formed 
god standing on him, both with myrrhed ink. For the falcon-faced crocodile at the 
fonr turnings [of the year] greets the god with his popping noise. For coming up to 
breathe from the deep he goes “pop, pop, pop,” / and he of the nine forms replies 
to him antiphonally. Therefore, instead of the “pop, pop, pop” [in the god’s name], 
draw the falcon-faced crocodile, for the “pop, pop, pop” is the first element of the 
name. The second is a hissing, and instead of the hissing [draw] a snake biting / its 
tail. Thus the two elements, popping and hissing, are* [represented by] a falcon- 
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faced crocodile and the nine-formed god standing on it, and around these a snake 


and the seven vowels. 


Now [the god’s name] is [composed of] nine names,“ in advance of which you 


425 should say, with the [prayer on the] stele, [those of] the gods of the hours / and of 
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the days [and] those set over the wecks, and the compulsive formula for these. For 
without these the god will not listen, but, thinking vou uninitiated, will refuse to 
receive [you], unless you emphatically say to him the names of the lord of the 
day and of the hour, / which information you will find at the end [of this tractate]. 
For without these you can accomplish nothing of the things you find written in 
the Key. 

Then throw [the powder] of the seven flowers, which you have prepared, into the 
ink, and with this write on the natron. Write the same things on the two sides of the 
plaque and lick off / the one side and wash off the other into the wine and the milk, 
first—before you wash it off—having sacrificed the rooster and made everything 
read.” / Then call on the gods of the hours, as aforesaid, and then drink off [the 
wine and milk].” 
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“T call on you, you who surround all things, in every language, and in every di- 
alect, 1 hymn you, / as he first hymned you who was by you appointed and en- 
trusted with all authorities, Helios ACHEBYKROM” (which signifies the flame and 
radiance of the disk) “whose is the glory AAA EEE 660, because he was glorified by 
you” (or, as other [texts read], “was given a glorious form”)—“[you] who set [in 
their places} the stars / and who, in divine light, create the cosmos, in which you 
have set in order all things 111 AAA OOO. SABAOTH ARBATHIAO ZAGOURE.” (These 
are the angels who first appeared.) “ARAGA ARATH ADONAI BASEMM IAO. The first 
angel cries to you in birdglyphic, / ‘arar (which is, ‘Woe to my enemy,’) and you 
have set him in charge of the punishments. Helios hymns you thus in hieroglyphic, 
LAILAM, and in Hebrew by his own name, ANAG” BIATHIARBAR BERBI SCHI- 
LATOUR BOUPHROUMTROM, / saying, ‘I precede you, lord, I who rise on the boat 
of the sun, the disk (?), thanks to you. Your magical name in Egyptian is AL- 
DABAEIM.” (This means the boat, on which he comes up, rising on the world.) “He 
who appears on the boat rising together with you is a clever / baboon; he greets 
you in his own language, saying, ‘You are the number of [the days of] the year, 
ABRASAX.’ The falcon on the other end [of the boat] greets you in his own language 
and cries out, to receive food, CHI CHI CHI CHI CHI CHI CHI TI TI TI TI TI TI TI. 
He of the nine forms greets / you in hicratic, “MENEPHOIPHOTH,” (meaning that 
“I go before you, lord”). . . .” 


So saying he clapped three times and the god laughed seven times, CHA CHA CHA 
CHA CHA CHA CHA. When he laughed seven gods were born, who encompass all 
things. (For these are / those who appeared before [the world was formed].) 475 

When he laughed first Phds-Auge [Light-Radiance}] appeared and divided all 
things, and became god over the cosmos and fire, BESEN BEREITHEN BERIO. 

Then he laughed a second time—all was water, and the earth, hearing the / 


sound and seeing Auge, was amazed and heaved, and the water came to be divided 
into three parts. And a god appeared and was given charge of the abyss, and there- 
fore without him moisture neither increases nor diminishes. And his name is 
PROMSACHA ALEEIO. (For you / are OEAI BETHE[LLE}.) 

When he wanted to laugh the third time Nous and Phrenes {Mind and Wits] 
appeared holding a heart, because of the sharpness of the god, and was called 
Hermes, [since it is he] by whom all things have been interpreted.” He is also in 
charge of the power of understanding by which everything is managed. / And he is 
[called] SEMESILAMPS. 

The god laughed the fourth time and Genna [Creative Force]”* appeared, con- 
trolling Spora [Procreation] of all things, by whom all things were sown, and [this 
pair] was called BADETOPHOTH ZOTHAXATHOZO. 
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- He laughed the fifth time and was gloomy as he laughed, and Moira [Fate] / 
appeared, holding scales, indicating that justice was in her province. But Hermes 
contested with her, saying, “Justice is in my province.” While they were fighting the 
god said to them, “What seems to be just / will depend on both, but all things in 
the world will be subject to you [Moira].” And she was the first to receive the 
scepter of the world and was called by a holy name, fearsome and frightful, written 
first forwards, then backwards, and it is this: THORIOBRITI, etc. [[of whom the 
name written first forwards, then backwards is great / and holy and glorious, and 
this is of great value, a powerful name: THORIOBRITITAMMAORRAGGADO I ODAG- 
GARROAMMATITIRBOIROTH—49 letters} ]. 

He laughed the sixth time” and was much gladdened, the Kairos” appeared, 
holding a scepter, indicating kingship, and he gave over the scepter to / the first- 
created god, [Ph6s, who] receiving it said, “You, wrapping yourself in the glory of 
Phos [Light] will be with me, because you first gave me a scepter. All things will be 
subject to you, those that were before and those yet to be. All power will be in you.” 
When he [Kairos] wrapped himself in the glory of Phos, / the character of the light 
produced a certain effuence.” The god, [Phds, then] said to the Queen,” “You, 
wrapping yourself in the effluence of Phos, will be with him [Kairos—the sun] 
compassing all things. You will wax with the light you receive from him, and again 
you will wane because of him. With you all things will increase and / diminish.” So 
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the name is great and marvellous. ANAG BIATHIAR BARBERBI SCHILATOUR BOU- 


PHROUNTORM (36 letters). 


He laughed the seventh time, breathing hard, and Psyche [Soul] came into being 
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and all things were moved. So the god said, “You will move all things, and all shall 
be made glad / so long as Hermes guides you.” When the god said this all things 
were moved and filled with spirit unrestrainably. The god, seeing this, said, “Pop, 
pop, pop,” and all things were terrified, and on account of the popping noise Pho- 
bos [Fear] appeared, armed. So he is called DANOUP CHRATOR / BERBALI BAL- 
BITHI (26 letters). 

Then, looking down at the earth, the god gave a long hiss and the earth was 
opened, receiving the echo. It gave birth to a creature of its own, the Pythian ser- 
pent, who foreknew all things through the utterance of the god. Its name is great 
and / holy, ILILLOUI ILILLOUI ILILLOUI ITHOR MARMARAUGE PHOCHO PHO- 
BOCH. When he appeared the earth heaved and was raised much higher, but the 
celestial pole stayed unmoved, so when they were about to collide the god said 
“1A0,” and everything was fixed in place / and a great, supreme god appeared who 
established the things that were before in the cosmos and the things yet to be, so 
that none of the aerial bodies was thenceforth out of place. 
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Phobos, seeing someone stronger than himself, opposed him, saying, “I am prior 
to you.” He, however, said, “But I fixed all things [in their places].” So the / [first] 
god said [to the serpent], “You come from an echo, but this god from an utterance. 
Now an utterance is better than an echo. However, [he said to Iao],” “the power of 
you, who appeared last, will derive from both, so that all things may be fixed in 
their places.” And he was thenceforth called by the great and marvelous name 
DANOUP CHRATOR / BERBALI BALBITH IA0. And wishing to give honor also to the 
one who had assisted him, as having appeared together with him, the first god gave 
him precedence of the nine gods and possession of power and glory equal to theirs. 
/ And he was called [by a name derived] from the nine gods, as having taken away, 
along with their power, also the initials of their names, BOSBEADII,'*”’ and from the 
seven planets AEEIOYO EEIOYO EIOYO IOYO OYO YO O OYOIEEA YOIEEA OIEEA IEEA 
BEA EA A— / when written forwards and backwards this is great and marvelous. 
But his greatest name, which is this following, is great and holy (of 27 letters) 
ABROCH BRAOCH CHRAMMAOTH PROARBATHO IAO. Another version: ABROCH 
BRAOCH CHRAMMAOTH PROARBATHO IAO OY AEEIOYO. 

When, then, the god comes in, / look down and write the things said and what- 
ever name he may give you for himself. And do not go out from under your canopy 
until he also tells you the things that concern you. 

Now the text of the sacred stele to be written in the natron is as follows—and the 
invocation runs thus, as here given altogether accurately: 

/ “T call on you, the creator of all, who are greater than all, you, the self-begotten 
god, who see all and hear all and are not seen. For you gave Helios all the glory and 
the power, / Selene the privilege to wax and wane and have fixed courses, yet you 
took nothing from the earlier-born darkness, but assigned them equality [with it?]. 
For when you appeared, both order arose and light appeared, and all things were 


arranged by you. Therefore all things are also / subject to you, whose true form 
none of the gods can see, who take different forms in [different] visions, Aion of 
Aion. 

“T call on you, lord, that you may show me your true form. For under your order 
I serve / your angel, ANOG BIATHIABAR BERBI SCHILATOUR BOUPHROUNTORM, 
and your fear DANOUP CHRANTOR BELBALI BALBITH IAO. Through you arose the 
[celestial] pole and the earth. 

“I call on you, lord, as do those gods who appeared under [order?] that they / 
may have power, ACHEBYKROM, whosc is the glory, AAA EEE O66 111 AAA OOO 
SABAOTH ARBATHIAO ZAGOURE, the god ARATH ADONAI BASYMM IAO. 

“I call on you, lord, in birdglyphic, Arar; hicroglyphic, LAILAM; Hebraic, ANAG, 
/ BIATHIARBAR BERBI SCHILATOUR BOURPHOUNTORM; Egyptian, ALDABAEIM; 
baboonic, ABRASAX; falconic, CHI CHI CHI CH! CHI CHI [CHI] titi i tit a nu; 
hieratic, MENEPHOIPHOTH / CHA CHA CHA CHA CHA CHA CHA.” 

Then clap three times, TAK TAK TAK, go “pop, pop, pop” for a long time; hiss a 
great hiss, that is, one of some length. 

“Come to me, lord, faultless, who pollute no place, joyful, unflawed, for I call on 
/ you, King of kings, Tyrant of tyrants, most glorious of the glorious, daimon of 
daimons, most warlike of the warlike, most holy of the holy. Come to me, willing, 
joyful, unflawed.” 
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An angel will come in, and you say to the angel, “Greetings, lord. Both initiate 
me by these rites’ I am performing / and present me [to the god], and let the fate 
determined by my birth be revealed to me.” And if he says anything bad, say, “Wash 
off from me the evils of fate. Do not hold back, bur reveal / to me everything, by 
night and day and in every hour of the month, to mc, NN, son of NN. Let your 
auspicious form be revealed to me, for under your [order] I serve [your] angel, 
ANAG BIATHI.” (Repeat the formula.) 

“I call on you, lord, holy, much hymned, greatly honored, ruler of the cosmos, / 
{{Sarapis]];"°? consider my birth and turn me not away, mc, NN whom NN [bore], 
who know your true name and valid name, GAOEG GEOE IAO INIAAO THOUTHE 
THE AATHO ATHEROUOR AMIATHAR MIGARNA CHPHOURI IYEYEOOAEE A EE EEE 
/ Ill OOOOO YyYYYY GOO6000 SEMESILAMMPS ABEIOYO EOOYE LINOUCHA 
NOUCHA HARSAMOSI'”® ISNORSAM OTHAMARMIM ACHYCH CHAMMO. I call on 
you, lord; I hymn your holy power in a musical hymn, AEEIOYOOo.”** / Burn in- 
cense, saying, “E10YO IoYO OYO YO O A EE EEE III OOOOO YyyyYY 6000000 
OEOAOAO OOOYO IIILAO I1YYYOAEA YO. Protect me from all my own astrological 
destiny; destroy my / foul fate; apportion good things for me in my horoscope; 
increase my life; and [may I enjoy] many good things, for I am your slave and pe- 
titioner and have hymned your valid and holy name, lord, glorious one, ruler of 
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the cosmos, of ten thousand names (?),'* greatest, nourisher, apportioner, / 


640 [[Sarapis]].” 


Having drawn in spirit with all your senses, say the first'® name in one breath to 
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the cast, the second to the south, the third to the north, the fourth to the west, and 
having knelt to the left [on] your right knee once, say to the carth once and to the 
moon once, to water once and to sky once, “OAOE 606 EOEIAO / 11] AAO THE THOU 


THE AATHO ATHEROYO” (36 letters). 
*Tr.: Morton Smith. 


PGM XIII. 646—734 
* Have” a tablet on which you will write what he says to you, and a knife so that, 
clean from all [impurities], you may kill the sacrifices, and a libation, that you may 


650 pour one. Have all these / ready nearby you. And you be in clean linens, crowned 
with an olive wreath. Prepare the canopy thus: taking a clean sheet write on the 
655 border [the names of] the 365 gods. Make it like a tent / under which you go to be 
initiated. Also have cinnamon at your neck, for the deity is pleased by it and gave it 
power. And have also the Apollo who will help you, carved from a root of laurel, 
660 / with tripod standing beside him and Pythian serpent. Carve around the Apollo 
the great name in Egyptian form: on his chest this,'°* BAINCHOOOCHOOOCHNIAB, 
665 written [the same] forwards and backwards; / on the back of [the] figure this name: 
ILILLOU ILILLOU ILILLOU; and around the Pythian serpent and the tripod: rrHoOR 
MARMARAUGE PHOCHO PHOBOCH. Have this, too, around your neck when you 
670 perform the initiation; / it is helpful in everything, along with the cinnamon. 
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Accordingly, as I said before, when you have purified yourself in advance [through 
the last] seven days while the moon is waning, at the dark of the moon begin sleep- 
ing on the ground. Rising at dawn, greet the sun [Helios] through seven days, cach 
day saying first the [names of the] / gods of the hours, then those set over the 
weeks. Also [each day], learning who is the ruler of that day, keep after him, saying, 
“Lord, on such-and-such a day I am calling the god to the sacred sacrifices”—doing 
so until the eighth day. 

Then, / coming to this day, in the middle of the night, when there is quiet, light 
the altar fire and have at hand the two roosters and the two lamps, lighted, into 
which you must not put any more oil. Now begin to recite the stele and the / mys- 
tery of the god. Have standing by a mixing bowl containing milk of a black cow and 
wine not mixed with seawater, for this is beginning and end. Then having written 
on one side of the natron [ plaque, the rext of] the stele which begins “T call on you, 
who are greater than all,” / etc., as given above, lick it off, and pouring [wine?] on 
the other side, on which is the figure drawing,'” wash it off into the mixing bowl. 
The natron should be written [with ink made} both from the incense materials and 
from the flowers. Then, before you drink off the milk and the wine, / say over it this 
petition and having said it lie down on the mat, holding the tablet and the stylus, 
and recite the account of creation which begins, “I call on you who surround all 


things, I call in every language and in every dialect,” ete. And when / you come to 
the vowels, say, “Lord, I imitate you by [saying] the seven vowels; enter and hear 
me.” Then repeat the name [composed] of the 27 letters. You should be lying on a 
rush mat spread under you on the ground. 

Now when the god comes in do not stare / at his face, but look at his feet while 
beseeching him, as written aboye, and giving thanks that he did nor treat you con- 
temptuously, but you were thought worthy of the things about to be said to you for 
correction of your life. You, then, ask, “Master, what is fated for me?” And he will 
tell you even / about your star, and what kind of daimon you have, and your horo- 
scope and where you may live and where you will die. And if you hear something 
bad, do not cry out or weep, but ask that he may wash it off or circumvent it, for 
this god can do everything. Therefore, when you begin questioning, / thank him 
for having heard you and not overlooked you. Always sacrifice to this [god] in this 
way and offer your pious devotions, for thus he will hear you.

The technique of determining which god is ruler of the celestial pole [at a given 
time,] goes as follows: Find out, child, to which god the day is subject in the Greek 
reckoning, / and then, coming to the “Seven-Zoned,” count from the bottom up, 
and you will find the answer. For if the day be subject to Helios in the Greek reck- 
oning, Selene rules the pole, and thus the rest, as follows:

And say, “I call on you the greatest god in the heaven, / strong lord, mighty LAG OYO 
10 AIO OYO, who exist.'** Perfect for me, lord, the great, lord, unutterable magical 
sign, so that I may have it and remain free of danger and unconquered and / unde- 
feated, 1, NN.” 


Try to prepare this when [the moon] is in the east and in conjunction with a 
beneficent planet, either Zeus or Aphrodite, and when / no maleficent one, Kronos 1030 
or Ares, is in aspect. You may do it best when one of the three beneficent planets is 
in its own house, while the moon is taking / the position of conjunction or aspect or 1035 
diametrical opposition and when the planet, too, is in the east, for then the rite will 
be effectual for you. Accordingly, do not / idly talk about the way to annul it, ifyou 1040 
don’t want to help damage yourself; but keep it to yourself. 

Its uses are the following: 

When you want to put down fear or anger: Taking a lcaf of laurel, write on it the 
/ sign, as it is, and having shown it to the sun, say, “I call on you, the great god in 1045 
heaven, | strong} lord, mighty 1AO OYO 10 AIO OYO, who exist; protect me from all 
fear, from all danger that threatens / me in the present day, in the present hour.” 1050

Now that was the Eighth Book of Moses, a name which does imply a Jewish influence, though 
clearly it was very Pagan and Hermetic/Gnostic. From here I will give a couple more spells from the 
PGM which reference similar magical ideas. The first one specifically says it's from Solomon and 
creates a trance, the second comes right after in the PGM and makes use of a ritual mat or small carpet 
and seems to fit more with the Hygromanteia.

*Charm of Solomon that produces a trance''® (works both on boys and on 850 
adults): I swear to you by the holy gods and the heavenly gods not to share the 
procedure of Solomon with anyone and certainly not to use it for something ques- 
tionable''? / unless a matter of necessity forces you, lest perchance wrath be pre- 855 
served for you. 

Formula to be spoken: “OURIOR AMEN IM TAR CHOB KLAMPHOB PHRE'* PHROR

In the middle of the X attach a ring-shaped mat made 
from single-stemmed wormwood. Provide / a glazed lamp'*’ with a wick called 1090 
reed grass, and rub the wick itself with fat of a black, male, firstborn and first-reared 
ram. Fill the lamp with good olive oil, and place it in the middle, / on the mat. 1095 
Light the lamp and stand in the previously mentioned fashion, facing the sunrise, 
whenever you perform the rite, without distinguishing the days.’ Purify your- 
self / from everything three days in advance, and rub the wick beforehand with the 1100 
fat of a black, male, firstborn and first-reared ram. 

Signs of the lamp: After saying the light-bringing spell, open your eyes and you 
will sce / the light of the lamp becoming like a vault. Then while closing your eyes 1105 
say (differently: 3. . .**° after saying 3 times), and after opening your cyes you will 
see all things wide-open and the greatest brightness within, but the lamp shining 
nowhere. Then you will see the god / seated on a lotus,'** decorated with rays, his 1110 


right hand raised in greeting and left [holding] a flail, while being carried in the 
hands of 2 angels with 12 rays around them. 

*Tr.: W. C. Grese (Il. 930-38; 949-1114) and E. N. O’Neil (hymnic sections, 1. 939-48). 
This spell is a composite, made by combining a lamp divination with a charm for a direct 
vision and including an introductory prayer for divine alliance. The repetition in the present 
charm (note especially the cwo dismissals in Il. 1057ff. and 1065ff. and the explanarion in Il. 
1066ff.) is a result of the inclusion of similar elements from both of the charms here 
combined. 


The Tent of Meeting and Yahweh as a Cloud of Smoke 


Now that you have some context for such rituals of “Moses,” we can go onto the Abrahamic 
sources on the magick carpet. First we can see a likely reference to this ritual tent practice in Exodus 
33, which tells of the “tent of meeting” that Moses would use to have visions of YHVH, who would 
descend in a cloud of smoke. Convention would say Jews did not use cannabis because it is not used in 
the modern religion, but Judaism has changed a lot over the millenia, and recently, archaeologists have 
found undeniable proof of ritual cannabis incense inside the permanent replacement for the tent of 
meeting, ie the Holy of Holies, but in a temple in Judah! On this point, see the peer reviewed paper, 
“Cannabis and Frankincense at the Judahite Shrine of Arad” by Eran Arie, Baruch Rosen & Dvory 
Namdar as naivete on ancient drug use is a severe obstacle to understanding ancient religions. 


Exodus 33 

7 And Moses took the tabernacle, and pitched it without the camp, afar off from the camp, and called it 
the Tabernacle of the congregation. And it came to pass, that every one which sought the Lord went out 
unto the tabernacle of the congregation, which was without the camp. 

8 And it came to pass, when Moses went out unto the tabernacle, that all the people rose up, and stood 
every man at his tent door, and looked after Moses, until he was gone into the tabernacle. 

9 And it came to pass, as Moses entered into the tabernacle, the cloudy pillar descended, and stood at 
the door of the tabernacle, and the Lord talked with Moses. 

10 And all the people saw the cloudy pillar stand at the tabernacle door: and all the people rose up and 
worshipped, every man in his tent door. 

11 And the Lord spake unto Moses face to face, as a man speaketh unto his friend. 


Now this is especially important as it shows that hot box tents go back in Judaism all the way to 
Moses at least, though there are mentions of tents earlier in the Torah which seems like a trivial detail 
to include much of the time, unless tents had some special meaning to the early nomadic Jews. For 
example in Genesis 12:8 we learn of Abram that “he removed from thence unto a mountain on the east 
of Bethel, and pitched his tent, having Bethel on the west, and Hai on the east: and there he builded an 
altar unto the Lorb, and called upon the name of the Lorb.” There are other suspicious lines as well, 
such as Genesis 18:1-2, Genesis 26:24-25, Genesis 33:18-20, but earlier than this is Genesis 4:20 
where we learn that from the line of Cain, “Adah bare Jabal: he was the father of such as dwell in tents, 
and of such as have cattle.” His brother Jubal, “was the father of all such as handle the harp and organ” 
which is an important detail given the use of magical songs for goetia, as with David playing music to 
fend off the evil spirit sent by Yahweh to terrorize Saul in 1 Samuel 16:23. Not only this, the book of 
Exodus 14:19-21 is also the source of the names of 72 angels used to control 72 demons in Solomonic 
magick, these angels are known as the Shemhamphorash and each of them is associated with a psalm of 
David. What this shows is that magicians of the Western Occult tradition either based their practices on 
their interpretations of rituals or references in the bible, or that in some cases these rituals were 
practiced by those who wrote the bible. The following quotes show how the god of the Old Testament 
is explicitly said to appear in a cloud of smoke, or else involves a highly suggestive choice of words. 
As tents are referred to more clearly by the use of the word “canopy” I have found this is often most 
clear in the International Standard Version, but sometimes other translations are more apparent, much 
of the time the astral body or hotbox tent is referred to as a flying throne or chariot, this being the 
meaning of the word “Merkabah.” What is most telling is that the sky or universe itself is compared to 
a tent, or called a “canopy” so that as the 8" book of Moses requires the use of celestial names of the 
heavens and divisions of time, measured by the movement of the celestial bodies, the tent is a 
microcosm of the physical universe, just as the tabernacle is the cube of space cosmology described in 
the Sepher Yetzirah. Such imagery is drawn upon by the Merkabah Mystic and Kabbalist, Abraham 
Abulafia, who even wrote a manual on how to be a prophet, “Life in the World to Come” and while it is 
too much to quote it all here, he obliquely implies such incense hotboxing combined with mantra like 
ritualism. I admit incense does not explicitly come up in Abulafia's book, but ointment (perhaps “flying 
ointment’) is referenced as a metaphor for the trance state, also right at the start we get this as the first 
reference to the 72 lettered name, “It is the seventy-two lettered Name on which it is written, “Lo, I am 
coming to you in a thick cloud (19). that the people may hear when I speak to you, and may also 
believe you for ever” (Exodus 19:9). As I will show in the appropriate chapter, ritual garments are often 
crucial in this, and if you read Abulafia's book, it seems the Jewish prayer shawl was used similarly to 
contain incense smoke, but for now you can see such symbolism comes together in the Old Testament, 
you can get idea of flying thrones from Ezekiel 1 especially, but Solomon had a similar throne made, as 
seen in 1 Kings 10:19, and this figures in various occult mythology and symbolism. See also, Psalm 
147:4-5, Isaiah 40:26, Isaiah 34:4, Isaiah 45:11-12, Genesis 1:14, Luke 1:25 


Psalm 104 1 My soul, praise Yahweh! Lord my God, You are very great; You are clothed with majesty 
and splendor. 2 He wraps Himself in light as if it were a robe, spreading out the sky like a canopy, 

3 laying the beams of His palace on the waters above, making the clouds His chariot, walking on the 
wings of the wind, 4 and making the winds His messengers,(a) flames of fire His servants. 

1 Kings 8:10-12 which explains what happened after the ark of the covenant was brought 

into the temple, “It happened that when the priests came from the holy place, the cloud filled the house 
of the LORD, so that the priests could not stand to minister because of the cloud, for the glory of the 
LORD filled the house of the LORD. Then Solomon said, "The LORD has said that He would dwell in 
the thick cloud.” 

Isaiah 4:5 “the Lord will create a cloud of smoke by day and a glowing flame of fire by night over the 
entire site of Mount Zion and over its assemblies. For there will be a canopy over all the glory” 


The technology of the Eighth hidden book of Moses can be seen to have influenced the Arabic 
grimoire “The Grand Key of Solomon the King” page 62 then skip to 178 (Ishtar Publishing) in 
that this book advises the use of either a carpet, perhaps made of parchment, or a tent, and it says to use 
the incense corresponding to the day of the week. 


Make a carpet for yourself from any kind of 
metal or fabric you wish, written on in black: 
on it you will sit, stand, and order the spirits 
as you are sitting. If that is not possible, use a 

™. Piece of pure, clean parchment written on with 
a mixture of saffron, ink. musk, camphor and 
rose water. Thereupon you will achieve domi- 
mance over every soul on earth, human and jinn 
alike. You shall do likewise when employing 
terrestrial spirits concerning a seal or the like. | 
God Most High willing, we will give the instruc- 
tions, commentary, and names for the carpet in 
a separate chapter, 


Discourse on the Carpet Page 178 

“Including its uses, its benefits, instruction on how to use it in the circles, circle casting, the 
setting of seals out under the stars, and instruction on how to use this noble group pleasant to the 
spiritual sciences. 


Know that only through its conditions, directions, and exercises can one accomplish anything of 
the science. Therefore keep your body and clothes clean, avoid sleep and eating unlawful food and 
have awe of the Creator. As has been mentioned, use a carpet made of parchment, or of something else, 
such as a small tent, on which you write the names mentioned at the beginning of the book. When you 
summon spirits while on the carpet, you shall be in either a desolate region or a house remote from any 
habitation. Let your spiritual exercise last for seven weeks, three weeks, or one week, which is the 
minimum. Whoever wishes to observe spiritual exercise shall by no means sleep at night, unless sleep 
overtakes him by force. Let him persist in reciting the conjuration. He should also be in a state of 
cleanliness, for he will see the spirits in his sleep, then in wakefulness. Let his sleep be in the daytime, 
from midmorning to noon; he should sleep after midafternoon or dawn. Let him persist in asking 
forgiveness of the Lord and earnestly entreating him. If your service is to a terrestrial or celestial 
servant from among the angels in charge of the Brilliant Planets, fashion the seal according to the 
planet's glyph, when the planet is in its exaltation, on its day, and let your clothing and carpet 
correspond to its colour and incense. Lastly, let your conjuration be written on the previously 
mentioned carpet, for it will be more complete.”

t has been related from Ka‘b al~Ahbar (Allah be 
pleased with him) that he said: “On the carpet of 
our master Solomon the son of David (upon whom 
be peace) there were four Hebrew names, because 
of which the jinn and devils would be obedient and 
not disobey him in the least. They were aides of the 
carpet and were put charge of it, its suspension, and 


four powerful ‘ifrits who were Solomon's viziers 


among the jinn. It is related that they were three 
hundred men and three hundred jinn. 


The greatest vizier among the men was Asaph the 
son of Berachiah, and the greatest viziers among the 
jinn were four: Damriyat (44.2), Sana‘iq (Gis), 
Hadliyakh (¢WJas), and Shooghal (J 54). They were 
in charge of the carpet’s sail. 


Know that there is a noble evocation for these viziers, 
but do not ever reveal it to anyone; understand its 
right and its merit. Starting on Sunday, you enter 
a retreat and fast seven days for Allah Most High, 
abstaining from all meat products and by-products, 
and reciting the incantation after each prayer. 


In the first hour of Sunday, you write the name 
Hashtashlahakoosh (_5sS¢lilcs); the name of his 
aide, Damriyat the ‘Ifrit (<4 J) LL 2), who is one 
of the four viziers; and the name of the ruler of the 
hour, Madhhab (2844) Aboo al-Tawabi* (astgi!

the hour, al-Ahmar (= ¥!). Then you incense what 
you wrote with what we have mentioned. 


In the first hour of Wednesday, you write the name 
Ba‘ashhashlatoosh (cssbligce,); the name of his 
aide, Hadliyakh the ‘Ifrit (<, J) ¢ Was), who is one 
of the four viziers; and the name of the ruler of 
the hour, Burqan (jt4,.). Likewise, you incense what 
you wrote. 


In the first hour of Saturday, you write the name 
Shalatalakoosh (U5 ;S44>%4); the name of his aide, 
Sana‘iq the ‘Ifrit (<4 J) Si4), who is also one 
of the four viziers; and the name of the ruler of 
the hour, Maymoon (454). Once you have written 
these names, you incense them, whereupon they 
will spin. This is what the seal should look like: 


This is the incantation: “O Allah, O Powerful 
One, no one is powerful but You. O Allah [x3]. 
O creator of the night and day, who dispatches the 
winds and the clouds. O Glorious One from whom 
nothing is hidden and who neither fears punishment 
nor expects reward.

Rahman al-Raheem. Don’t rise against me and come to me submitters.’ Write each 
name in its day and you are clean in body, clothing, and location in a benefic hour. 
Incense it with the most beautiful of incense and stellar charge it under the star 
with the Surat Ya-Syin and Blessed Be He who has the Kingship. It is beneficial for 
everything you want. 


The hosts of the four names have four days. The first day is Sunday and its first hour 
is during Sunrise. Its aid is the Ifreet Demriat (Jol, 00 ). The ruler of the hour is al- 
Madhab al-Kabeer ( p.SJluodeJl). His name of nine letters is Hashtashlahkosh 
(og Xpbeteco), The second has Tuesday and has the first hour of it. Its aid is the 
Ifreet Shughal (_Jlég.5). The ruler of the hour is al-Ahmar Abu al-Taweb‘ (xu! 91 
yo>Yi). Its nine-fold name is Kashkashlee‘osh (_;552t#£5+5). The third is for 
Wednesday and has the first hour of it. Its servant is the lfreet Hidlyaj (¢lJus). The 
ruler of the hour is Burqan (°,|6,). This is the name Bakhlahleshtosh 
(_»>b+hl). The fourth is for Saturday and has its first hour. Its aid is the Ifreet 
San‘eeq ((§2i0). The ruler of the hour is Maymun Aba Nukh (¢ 95 LI! ¢)ge.). This 
is its nine-fold name Shateltatshakosh (_ 9S. lll), Those nine letters for each

name are the termination of numbers and its strongest. Here is the ring: 


As above, there is obviously a strong Arabic influence on the later European grimoires and this 
may come through the crusades, but as I have shown that similar practices are also in Exodus, it must 
be at the root of Judaism. The Torah was written in various stages, by various authors after the 
Babylonian captivity, when the Jews were set free by the Persians, and as I mentioned before, the 
Persian book the Shahnameh does allude to these practices with flying Palanquins. Persia was to a large 
extent Zoroastrian and in the 8" Book of Moses, as I showed above, the text references Zoroaster, so 
that they are certainly the prime suspects in all this. We can see further references to this practice in a 
Zoroastrian mystical text, “Arda Viraf’ which is not unlike the Gnostic Pistis Sophia, in which a mystic 
journey's into heavens, but also gets a tour of hell. This text explicitly makes reference to cannabis, and 
while it is too long to quote it all, I have given the part pertaining to the ritual below, which involves a 
kind of magick carpet placed over a bed, which is used to hold the body of the mystic while he 
journeys out of body. When eaten in sufficient quantities, Hashish becomes extremely hallucinogenic 
and can basically knock a person out, though there was probably a variety of entheogens used 
according to what was available. Notice also that Viraf, the mystic and direct student of Zoroaster 
“remembers the ancestors” and so this fits with the Scythians, but also the later ambitions of Solomonic 
necromancy. 

We can see that such ideas are also found in Richard Burton's 1001 Nights, stories which 
reference a variety of palanquins and hashish at various times. There is of course a magick carpet in 
1001 Nights, as in the story of “Prince Ahmad and the Fairy Peri-Banu” which also refers to the 
practice of skrying in crystal ball, and there is even a panacea symbolized as a golden apple, which I 
believe refers to the fruit of Mandrake. While the Magick Carpet in this later story seems to teleport the 
magician rather than fly, other times it does fly, but as you will learn in the next chapter, this actually 
fits with the Solomonic grimoires, as the authentic ritual carpet does not truly fly, but the magician has 
an out of body experience and engages in remote viewing in order to find “treasure.” Keep in mind that 
below with the Arda Viraf, the carpet is placed on a bed, as this fits with what Eliphas Levi has said, as 
I quote later on, but if you want to read the rest of the Arda Viraf, you can find it easily online. 


Zoroastrian Book of Arda Viraf 

21. And then Viraf joined his hands on his breast before the Mazdayasnians, and said to them (22) thus: 
It is the custom that I should pray to the departed souls, and eat food, and make a will; afterward, you 
will give me the wine and narcotic.' (23) The Dasturs directed thus: 'Act accordingly. 

24. And afterward, those Dasturs of the religion selected, in the dwelling of the spirit, a place which 
was thirty footsteps from the good. (25) And Viraf washed his head and body, and put on new clothes; 
(26) he fumigated himself with sweet scent and spread a carpet, new and clean, on a prepared couch. 
(27) He sat down on the clean carpet of the couch, (28) and consecrated the Dron, (ritual unleavened 
bread, the ceremony requires the recitation of chapters 3 to 8 of the book of Yasna) and remembered the 
departed souls, and ate food. (29) And then those Dasturs of the religion filled three golden cups with 
wine and narcotic of Vishtasp; (Hashish) and they gave one cup over to Viraf with the word 'well- 
thought,’ and the second cup with the word 'well-said,' and the third cup with the word ‘well-done’; (31) 
and he swallowed the wine and narcotic, and said grace whilst conscious, and slept upon the carpet. 

32. Those Dasturs of the religion and the seven sisters were occupied, seven days and nights, with the 
ever-burning fire and fumigations; and they recited the Avesta and Zand of the religious ritual, (33) and 
recapitulated the Nasks, and chanted the Gathas, and kept watch in the dark. (34) And those seven 
sisters sat around the carpet of Viraf, (35) and seven days and nights the Avesta was repeated. (36) 
Those seven sisters with all the Dasturs and Herbads and Mobads of the religion of the Mazdayasnians, 
discontinued not their protection in any manner. 


Chapter 2: Sacred Mantles and Vestments used in such rituals 


Here I have included texts which explain the ritual vestments or mantle of the magician as 
found in these various texts, this may seem like a superfluous addition, but as we will see, just as the 
carpet is used to cover the magician, the mantle or vestments can be used to hotbox, or to transport the 
mind of the magician via remote viewing. In this case such practices were called “Cloak Riding” as this 
likewise creates out of body sensations of flight, while the instructions below are the best I have found, 
you can also find a talisman word square in the “Sacred Magic of Abramelin.” Martin Luther himself 
refers to “cloaks-riding” and such magick as being a sin against the first commandment, so I quote his 
work, A BRIEF EXPLANATION OF THE TEN COMMANDMENTS, THE CREED, AND THE 
LORD'S PRAYER, “He who in his tribulation seeks the help of sorcery, black art, or witchcraft. He 
who uses letters, signs, herbs, words, charms and the like. He who uses divining-rods and incantations, 
and practices crystal-gazing, cloak-riding, and milk-stealing.” Such ritual technology would explain 
Joseph's “coat of many colours” a story told in Genesis 37, which seems to lead Joseph to his dream 
visions. As I have mentioned, these practices are similar to Jewish Merkabah practices and if you wish 
to pursue this kind of mystical ascent in a Jewish frame of reference, there is no better text I can 
recommend than, “The Life in the World to Come,” by the mystic Abraham Abulafia, who wrote this 
book as a manual on how to become a prophet. Still, much of this is “occult” and coded, so as in other 
texts like the Shahnameh, or 1001 Nights, you must know what to look for to understand that the 
Jewish prayer shawl is used similarly by him.

Then, take virgin parchment from a kid or another animal, as it is said before, and 
make a crown for your head, as indicated. Around the Crown write these words: 


Aglai, Aglai, Aglaat, Aglaoth, [sign of a circle with five rays] Eloi, Elim, 
Elda, [sign of a cross] Bism6, Ilon, Pantokrator.! 
Behold the crown [image of the crown].

“Transcendental Magic, its Doctrine and Ritual.” 


On page 6 in the introduction it describes the black sabbath or Sabbath of Witches and 
according to Levi, the Knights Templar, crusaders who worshipped Baphomet... Aspects of this 
metaphor about the mantle as a magick carpet become clearer as you read on in this book, the mass is 
described on the next page as occurring in the mind, in your bed suggesting entheogens. 


Stay, take this book! Glance at the seventh page, then seat 
yourself on the mantle which I am spreading, and let each 
of us cover our eyes with one of its corners. . . . Your head 
swims, does it not, and the earth seems to fly beneath your 
feet? Hold tightly, and do not look right or left. . . . The 
vertigo ceases: we are here. Stand up and open your eyes,

In the elementary world water corresponds to the 
kabalistic woman and fire to the serpent. To subdue the ser- 
pent, that is, to govern the circle of the Astral Light, we must 
place ourselves outside its currents: in other words, we 
must isolate ourselves. For this reason Apollonius of Tyana 
wrapped himself completely in a mantle of fine wool, setting 
his feet thereon and drawing it over his head. Then he bent 
his back in semicircular fashion, and closed his eyes, after 
performing certain rites—probably magnetic passes and 
sacramental words, designed to fix imagination and deter- 
mine the action of will. The woollen mantle is of great use 
in Magic and was the common conveyance of sorcerers on 
their way to the Sabbath, which proves that the sorcerers 
did not really go to the Sabbath, but the Sabbath came to 
the sorcerers, when isolated in their mantle, and brought 
before their TRANSLUCID images analogous to their magical 
preoccupations, combined with reflections of all kindred acts 
accomplished previously in the world. 


From Levi pg 370 we get an explicit reference to the idea of sensory deprivation in these practices 
“Divinatory vision operates only in the ecstatic state, to arrive at which doubt and illusion must be 


rendered impossible by enchaining or putting to sleep thought. The instruments of divination are hence 
only auto-magnetic methods and pretexts for auto-isolation from exterior light, so that we may pay 
attention to the interior light alone. It was for this reason that Apollonius enveloped himself completely 
in a woollen mantle and fixed his eyes on his navel in the dark. The magical mirror of Dupotet is 
kindred to the device of Apollonius. Hydromancy and vision in the thumb-nail, when it has been 
polished and blackened, are varieties of the magical mirror. Perfumes and evocations still thought ; 
water and the colour black absorb the visual rays ; a kind of dazzlement and vertigo ensue, followed by 
lucidity in subjects who have a natural aptitude or are suitably disposed in this direction.” 


As for the Gnostics, we can see in the Pistis Sophia (for example Ch 6 and 9-13) also tells of 
“vestures” with sacred names on them, such as the names of the various heavens. This is similar to the 
Solomonic mantle and carpets, or the canopy tent of the PGM, which likewise have sacred names 
written on them and the destination one wishes to astral project to. This suggests that Gnostics used 
similar means for their astral travels as described in the Pistis Sophia itself, or perhaps even that they 
used sacred garments to help suffumigate the initiate as Eliphas Levi seems to allude about Apollonius. 
The following may seem like a pretty weak argument for suffumigation, but in light of the other texts 
which involve a sacred “mantle” it becomes a lot more likely. I have not copied the full chapters here, 
but they can be found online easily and I encourage you to do so, as also the Gnostic “Bruce Codex” 
which belongs to a similar school of thought and further describes the heavens and its entities, and 
methods of journeying to them while still alive, though explaining the context of these books is very 
complicated and beyond the scope of this essay. Suffumigation with incense in some form or another is 
common in religions, but generally predate Merkabah texts, so that a theory of diffusionism is pretty 
hopeless. As I showed the practices are found in the Old Testament, but Mandaeanism, an ethnic 
religion much like Gnosticism, which took some influence from Parthians and Persians is still 
important. The Mandaeans, to this day use ritual cult huts, and their initiations involve the use of 
incense, so that they show many signs of such practices, even if in modern times there is little evidence 
of entheogen use. For a description of such practices see the works of ES Drower on the Mandaeans, 
particularly “The Mandaeans Of Iraq And Iran” for the Mandaean huts, for suggestive baptism rituals 
involving “fragrant incense” see “The Cannonical Prayerbook of the Mandaeans” and for the most 
important ritual, see “The Coronation of the Great Sislam.” 


Pistis Sophia Chapter 6

“This then Jesus said to his disciples on the Mount of Olives. Jesus continued again in the discourse 
with his disciples [and said]: "Rejoice and exult and add joy to your joy, for the times are completed for 
me to put on my Vesture, which hath been prepared for me from the beginning, which I left behind in 
the last mystery until the time of its completion. Now the time of its completion is the time when I shall 
be commanded through the First Mystery to discourse with you from the beginning of the Truth to the 
completion thereof, and from the interiors of the interiors [to the exteriors of the exteriors], for the 
world will be saved through you. Rejoice then and exult, for ye are blessed before all men who are on 
the earth. It is ye who will save the whole world." 

Pistis Sophia Chapter 10 

“Tt came to pass then, when Jesus had finished saying these words to his disciples, that he continued 
again in the discourse, and said unto them: "Lo, I have then put on my Vesture, and all authority hath 
been given me through the First Mystery. Yet a little while and I will tell you the mystery of the 
universe and the fulness of the universe; and I will hide nothing from you from this hour on, but in 
fulness will I perfect you in all fulness and in all perfection and in all mysteries, which are the 
perfection of all perfections and the fulness of all fulnesses and the gnosis of all gnoses,--those which 
are in my Vesture. I will tell you all mysteries from the exteriors of the exteriors to the interiors of the 
interiors. But hearken that I may tell you all things which have befallen me.”

And all 
their bonds with which they were bound, were unloosed and every one left his order, and they all fell 
down before me, adored and said: 'How hath the lord of the universe passed through us without our 
knowing?'

The Book of Treasure Spirits Page 68 
Here I give some methods from the Solomonic “Book of Treasure Spirits” which gives ritual 


procedures for consecrating the vestures, the circle and the incense burner, as well as evocation into a 
glass receptacle and banishing spirits that would hide treasure. This book also explains the magick 
circle as a parchment that can be rolled up, indicating the carpet was used as a carpet to conveniently 
lay out the magic circle, though in one section a bed is placed by the circle and the magician waits there 
for the spirit to arrive. There is a lot in this book which implies a knowledge of the magick carpet/tent 
and suffumigation, though it is never said directly, oral instructions are assumed by the writer to have 
gone along with the texts. Further below I quote ““Demonolatry” by Heresiologist Nicholas Remy, he 
explains that people believe they found treasure from spirits, only to find in the morning it is leaves or 
dung, suggesting hallucination like fairy gold, or chasing fairy lights. Fairies are in the Book of 
Treasure spirits as well as more examples of carpets than I can quote, as above with the other 
Solomonic works, we can see that treasure was the primary goal most often alluded to, thus indicating 
remote viewing. 


The Consecrations & Benedictions: And first of the 
Benediction of the Circle.°°

Having a Chamber pretty free or private, from the 
passage of many people, in a place Indifferent: Airy, being 
Kept Clean, and Suffumigated with good Odours; write upon 
an Abortive or on fair Clean Paper, with the Blood of a black 
Cock as followeth:

Other magic circles/carpets are given in this book and they have specific sigils on them for their 
respective demon, but it is clear that they can be made in a similar fashion, we also get a final note on 
these ritual practices indicating there is more to this than what has been written. 


We need not instance further to enlighten’ the 
understanding, or for any further, better or more 
Instructions to any Philosopher in this Art, touching this 
Subject, for if his more rational and Intelligible faculty be not 
genuine Enough to comprehend and improve, what is here 
hinted; all the instructions of men & Angels avail little, for it 
is a hard matter to make A silken purse of a swine’s Ear, 
only thus far in a word we shall give to understand, that by 
how much the Greater the noises are heard, and visions 
Seen about the house or place, so much the Greater the 
Treasures may be judged to be, & nearer the Superficies of 
the Earth.

Now you may be somewhat incredulous that magicians of old could engage in remote viewing, 
and that with magickal powers they would content themselves looking for buried treasure, but from the 
Book of Treasure Spirits, and especially Paracelsus below, we can see that something more profound is 
going on. While there is the ritual initiation of the PGM, and Merkabah ascension to heavens, not to 
mention the rituals I provide later, which do show the other uses of the carpet or tent, what I am getting 


at is that the true magicians were after “philosophic 


gold,” rather than material gold. That is the 


initiations of the other texts were referred to in codes as seeking treasure to avoid persecution, but they 
were trying to attain enlightenment in an Alchemical sense. In this view, the “elementals” or spirits 
encountered have a psychological role, and sometimes guard “gold” from the magician, or those who 
have materialistic or egotistical ambitions. Similar ideas are found in the Gnostic Pistis Sophia, which 
uses passwords to get past “archon” demons, and this represent initiation as a means of attaining 
enlightenment, free of psychological demons which keep us trapped in illusion. So while he uses codes, 
this is described by Paracelsus as below. (Note that Paracelsus is the founder or modern medicine, he 
invented Laudanum and used Cannabis tinctures, for more on this see “Liber 420” by Chris Bennett. )

As we read, according to Paracelsus, it is in places that visions occur that you should start to 
seek for gold, but if we take this as a psychological metaphor, it could mean that the strength of vision 
on entheogens is the measure of your heightened awareness, and that once the trip sets in you should 
start to seek within. While it is encoded, I suspect Paracelsus may have discovered cannabis cherry oil, 
as in his book “The Treasure of Treasures” which is superior to standard alcohol extractions. As further 
proof that drugs are at work in the search for treasure I quote the following from two books on 
Witchcraft and Solomonic magicians, as from those churchmen who persecuted them, but explain the 
action of hallucinations and drugs like Mandrake which are used in flying ointments and as 
anaesthetics as cited below from Natural Magick by Giambaptista Della Porta. 

I have included similar recipes for flying and treasure in the appropriate chapter later on, so I quote, 
Demonlatry Ch IV 

“That when Demons first approach their Followers, they bring them Money; but afterwards when the 
Glamour has vanished, it is found to be nothing but Dung, Bricks, Leaves or some such Matter. Why 
they cannot give true Money, although they are said to be true Guardians and Keepers of the 
Treasures buried in the Earth.”

Chapter 3: Vessel Divinations, Skrying and Spells to be used in the Tent 
In this chapter I give additional rituals from Hygromanteia and the PGM which seem to be used 


with the tents we just read about, though there are plenty more to be found in the full texts. 

Now you may have noticed that the prayer for the carpet in the Veritable Key references Elijah, 
which is interesting as the Pistis Sophia says that John the Baptist is the reincarnation of Elias AKA 
Elyah. The Grand Key of Solomon says that it gives “the names by which the divine raised Elias to a 
high place” which I take to mean the names given on it's page 23, which say they were used to raise 
Enoch. We can see from various texts that Elijah and Enoch are major figures in Merkabah mysticism 
as they were the only two humans in the Old Testament said to have been raised to heaven before 
dying. Isaiah is another important figure in the Merkabah tradition and in the Solomonic “Book of 
Oberon” Page 83, he and Elias are mentioned in what is the longest reference to John the Baptist, a 
section titled “The Gospel of St John,” on Page 107 of the same book, a mirror evocation is given 
which calls on Mary and the head of John the Baptist, while Page 136 gives another exhortation to 
John. (There is more than I will list in this book) What is more there are legends that the Knights 
Templar worshipped the head of John the Baptist, suggesting some form of necromancy at least, but 
there are also legends that they found a great treasure buried beneath the foundations of the Temple in 
Jerusalem. This is important because various legends including Solomonic grimoires and the Gnostics, 
said that Solomon trapped demons in water pots beneath the temple mount, others say that Solomon 
buried magical knowledge there and so I believe this magick is what the Templars found. In other 
places Solomon himself was said to have a green magick carpet under his throne and a canopy above it 
held up by flying birds. While these are mostly Arabic legends, the Quran has been interpreted as 
alluding to his flying throne, or carpet, thus further indicating a connection between Merkabah and the 
flying carpet. It is also clear that John the Baptist played a strong role in some forms of Gnosticism, 
such as in the Pistis Sophia and as a prophet in the Mandaean tradition and Christian persecutors even 
said John was the teacher of Simon Magus! (If Simon was taught by a Mandaean John, it would 
explain a lot of unique similarities) There is all kinds of Merkabah symbolism in Gnosticism, and 
Simon was said to be their founder, and likewise fly in the air with a chariot (or else by demons) but the 
Church Heresiologists also show us the Gnostics symbolized enlightenment as “treasure.” (See, 
Hippolytus, Ref, Book V Chapter 3, Hippolytus Book VI Chapter 4 on Simon Magus, Epiphanius 
Panarion 31, paragraph 5,3 and a primary text, the Cannonical Prayer Book of the Mandeans chapter 9) 


Pistis Sophia Chapter 7 

"It came to pass then, when I had come into the midst of the rulers of the eons, that I looked down on 
the world of mankind, by command of the First Mystery. I found Elizabeth, the mother of John the 
Baptizer, before she had conceived him, and I sowed into her a power which I had received from the 
little Ia6, the Good, who is in the Midst, that he might be able to make proclamation before me and 
make ready my way, and baptize with the water of the forgiveness of sins. That power then is in the 
body of John. "Moreover in place of the soul of the ruler which he was appointed to receive, I found 
the soul of the prophet Elias in the zons of the sphere; and I took him thence, and took his soul and 
brought it to the Virgin of Light, and she gave it over to her receivers; they brought it to the sphere of 
the rulers and cast it into the womb of Elizabeth. So the power of the little Ia6, who is in the Midst, and 
the soul of the prophet Elias, they were bound into the body of John the Baptizer. For this cause then 
were ye in doubt aforetime, I when I said unto you: 'John said: I am not the Christ,’ and ye said unto 
me: 'It standeth written in the scripture: When the Christ shall come, Elias cometh before him and 
maketh ready his way.' But when ye said this unto me, I said unto you: 'Elias verily is come and hath 
made ready all things, as it standeth written, and they have done unto him as they would.' And when I 
knew that ye had not understood that I had discoursed with you concerning the soul of Elias which is 
bound into John the Baptizer, I answered you in the discourse in openness face to face: 'If ye like to 
accept John the Baptizer: he is Elias, of whom I have said that he will come.” 


The Magical Treatise of Solomon, or Hygromanteia, starting at Page 117 


There is far more than I can copy here, including spells as safety precautions, so you should 
read the full work. Studying all the texts I give shows many technical commonalities, such as the use 
of young boys as mediums for skrying, ointments, incense, ritual clothes with symbols written on them 
etc. So that while these traditions have been copied and altered rather than transmitted as part of the 
same tradition, they are undoubtedly part of the same larger school of Occult philosophy on 
necromancy and divination and certainly we can learn from all of them to form our own practices. 

The first part I quote uses a prayer that calls upon the purity of John the Baptist and the god of 
Elijah. That the milk of Mary is also brought up is important as it came up in the 8" book of Moses, as 
well as in Exodus 33:3, regarding the land of milk and honey. While there is little evidence, to me it is 
highly likely that as in India, sometimes marijuana would be added to milk in the drink known as 
Bhang, as the fat allows for the digestion of THC and so makes marijuana orally active. Likewise 
honey or “strong wine” might have any number entheogens added to it, including opium, where as 
honey made from the pollen of scopolamine plants is itself psychoactive.

Light three candles at a distance of three spans 
of each other. Cense the water pot and the place, and put a silver coin in the 
water pot, together with vine wood and a living magnet.

Then recite aloud over the boy’s head the 18% Psalm, “The heavens declare 
the glory of God” and “Judge me, O God, and plead my cause against an 
ungodly nation.”2 And when you finished them, pause for a while, and then 
ask the boy if he sees. He will tell you if he does so. And if he sees one of 
them, you, O magister, tell the boy to say to him: 


My magister conjures you to bring your companion here, as well. 


And you, O magister, recite again the Psalms over the boy’s head. And when 
he sees another one, conjure them with the first conjuration to go and bring 
their book, in order to take an oath that they will tell you whatever you ask 
of them, and that they will not leave the place, until they tell you the whole 
truth. Then ask them, and they will answer anything you ask. If you ask 
about a thief, conjure again by the commandment of the living God and by 
the purity of John the Baptist to bring the thief. They will bring him, and let 
you write down his name and surname. Conjure them continuously to 
answer you, ask them, and recite the aforementioned names Rhaga, Rhase, 


Rhagana,’ and the following. Then say: 


I conjure you by commandment of the living God, the holy God, the mighty 
God, the true God, who created the heaven and the earth, Alpha and 
O[mega], Beginning and End; by commandment of God the Father, the Son 
and the Holy Ghost; by the seven gifts of the Holy Ghost, by Adonai, 
Eouke, Zare and Yie, by Tetragrammaton, by the God of Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob, by the God of Moses, and by the power granted unto him on 
mount Carmel, by the God of Elijah the prophet and by the power granted 
unto him, by the God of Elisha and by the God of all the saints, by the milk 
that our Lord Jesus Christ suckled from the most holy Mother of God, by 
God that cast you out of the heavens, by the power of your four and twenty 
Elders, by the power of the magister and by the virginity <of this boy>, tell 
me the truth. 


Tell the boy to recite aloud this conjuration to them. And let you recite the

Tidy up your house, because 
it must be totally clean and empty. Lay a new tablecloth on a new table, and 
place an empty bow! upon it, together with two lit candles on candlesticks, 
one at each side. At the other sides of the table place another earthen bowl, a 
censer with lit charcoals and incense, and various peeled fruits. Then, take a 
knife with a black handle with your right hand, trace the circle three times 
around the table, and each time recite the following conjuration. 

I conjure you, Mortzé, or human ghost, or haunting of this place, come to 

me now that | invoked you at this table that I prepared for you. Eat and 

drink from the food I prepared for you. 


And when you see that he ate, conjure him this way. 
I conjure you, Mortzé, do not defecate, do not urinate, until you tell me 
the whole truth in whatever I will ask you. 


Do this three times with the knife, around the table. And when you finish the 
three circles, thrust the knife into the table and recite the following: 


I nail you here, Mortzé, or haunting of this place. 


And he will come to you at once. Then, ask whatever you want, and he will 
answer all your questions. And if you want to banish him, draw the knife out 
of the table, and he will go away from you. Do this when the Moon is waxing. 


Here follows other variations and examples of rituals 


Take a virgin boy and let it sit on a three legged stool. Tidy up your 
house, and let it be ready and clean. Trace the circle under the stool. Take a 
knife with a black handle, attached by three rivets, and thrust it into the 
circle. Scratch the boy’s right fingernail and anoint it with fine oil. 
Underneath the boy’s fingernail, that is to say on the other side of his finger, 
write this character: liei [hexagram]. Then write the other character upon the 
finger: Iloti. Write also this character with cinnabar [f. 346v] on the boy’s 
forehead. This is the character: [sign] [see top of Figure 14]. Then recite the 
following words near the boy’s ear. 


Zegam, Rygam, Digéma, Mytam, Begama, Retmai, Karpeda, Tada, 
Antaar, Outzaar, Ansto, Ekhé, Bezama, Anz6, Anzo. 


Recite these names fourteen times at the boy’s ear. Then, ask the boy, and he 
will tell you what he sees. And before you speak to the king, welcome him 
reciting these words. 


Ryton, Parmyton, Ekhkhrogan, Sadéan, Azakh, Pazat, Anais. 
And if he does not tell you the truth, conjure them and say. 


I conjure you in the following names of the Lord; | conjure you in the 
name of the living God and heavenly king; in the name Akraton, in the 
name Akhdon, in the name Astrazamon, in the name Abrimam, in the 
name Zamgeé, Zygael. 


Then tell them to bring an ox or a lamb, slaughter it with the knife that is 
underneath the stool, cook it and eat it in front of you. And let the boy at all 
times look at the fingernail. And after they eat and drink, ask whatever 
question you want. After you have asked your questions and you want to 
dismiss them, cense the place with frankincense, take the knife from 
underneath the stool, erase the sign from the boy's forehead, and say: ‘Go in 
peace’. Do this divination at the dawn of a fine, cloudless, calm and shiny day. 


Trace a perfect circle on the earth. Place <a basin within the circle, and> a 
copper kettle, not plated with tin, in the basin. Let the kettle be upside down. 
Then, take a clean glass cup, fill it with water and pour a little oil, until the 
water is covered. Place it upon the pot that is placed upside down. Then, let a 
pure and virgin child, male or female, ten years old at most, sit within the 
circle, facing towards the East. Before this, you must give him a yellow cloth, 
in order for him to hold over his cheeks, forehead and elbows. This is to say, 
the child must not think of another thing, nor must he look at other things, 
but only at the glass cup that is placed on the kettle within the basin. Then, 
you must do as follows: When the child is seated as mentioned, his attention 
fixed at the glass cup, you must stand by his left side, and whisper these 
names at his left ear: 


Paag, Paataag, Maekh, Maakhaakh, Kyélon, Kyélon, Kyélon.t 


Then, the child will see four shiny men in the middle of the basin, and they 
will tell him whatever you want to know. The child must be smart enough to 
act in this manner with regard to the appearing men. If [f. 351] they appear, it 
is good. If they do not appear, you must go to the right side, recite the 
aforementioned names at the child’s ear, and they will appear. While you are 
doing this divination, you have to be pure from every contamination. [f. 357] 


Beginning of the basin divination? 


At the first hour of the first day, when the Sun is rising, take a new and 
empty basin [image of the basin]. Then, go to an old meeting of three roads, 
dig a pit and put the basin inside. Find a black horse at night. Ride it, while 
holding a human bone. You must say the following: 
Xerion, Ariém, Salphrenas, Moroés, Mizxaoul, Emntdbl, Phorel, Phereél, 
Narkisou, Xympona, Saraphaél, Berzebouél, Mounokhoth, Alaél, 
Misoklésous, the demons of the West, the demons of Aries; the demons 
of the great Hades, [f. 233v] the first among whom is the one called 
Orneas; Theth, Maldouodr, Phartouel, Sarsanna, Karkinar, and his 
offspring Onoskelis; in the name Semiramél, O demons of the meetings 
of three roads, come to answer me. 


Do not be afraid, but concentrate. You must also speak to them. When you 
are finished, recite: 


Fiery chariots of heaven and king Sabadth, Tetragrammaton, Eis 
Nazoreos, Neos.> 


Understand and divide. [f. 387v] 


<Spirit imprisoning in a bottle> 

Take a bottle and put it on a table. Then, place underneath a new piece of 
cloth, clove, musk and galbanum. Light four candles and let a virgin boy be 
with you. Let the possessed person be nearby and the bottle in a convenient 
distance. The boy must stare into the bottle Then, recite this conjuration at 
the left and at the right ear of the possessed person. 

I conjure you, evil and impure spirit, by the great name of God Sabaodth, 
by the revelation of God which He revealed to Moses at Mount Sinai, by 
the Holy of Holies, by the names of the holy angels Mikhaél, Gabriel, 
Ourouwél and Rhaphaél, and by the names of the seven angels who are 
stirring the winds. Let them stir you and draw you out of the three 
hundred and sixty five joints and marrows of this person, so that you 
will be removed from him. I will send you to another place. I conjure 
you, evil demon, by the dreadful God, by the grace and presence of the 
Holy Ghost, and by the lamentations under the cross of my Christ, go 
out of this person and enter this bottle, and I will send you to a such and 


such place. Again I conjure you by the miracles of the angels and the 
saints, by their prayers and by the grace they [f. 37v] gained. I conjure 
you by God, whom the whole creation, visible and invisible, fears, go out 
of this person and enter this bottle, so that I will send you to a such and 
such place. 


Then ask the boy if he sees a man in flesh within the bottle. If the boy says: 
“Yes, he is inside,” take wax and seal the mouth of the bottle, and tell the boy 
to order him not to move from there. The boy must wear this phylactery [see 
Figure 31]. As regards the bottle, take some parchment, draw a pentagram 
and place it on its mouth [pentagram]. 


<Water pot divination> 


Take a new water pot and fill it with water from a spring that flows opposite 
the Sun.? You must not speak to or meet anyone, or even look behind you 
during this procedure. It must be done at the fifth, the seventh, the thirteenth, 
the seventeenth, the twenty first, the twenty fifth or the twenty ninth day of 
the Moon. A virgin boy must be with you. Fill up the vessel to the brim with 
bay oil. At sunrise take the knife of the art, trace the circle of Solomon and 
enter it with the boy. Then, recite these names eleven times in the boy’s ear. 


Asgeé, Motargemmeé, Pagésesekhkhé, Isakh, Asakisoukhar, Nounbanta. 
After you recite them eleven times, begin the conjuration, as follows. 


I conjure you, spirits, whose works are sweet, who are hidden from 
humans, who turn your face wherever you want, in the name of the fiery 
angel and by the sword which turns every way, by the names of your 
seven mighty kings, by the scarlet lamb and by the mighty lion, let your 
company come here, for I want to [f. 38] question you. 


Then, ask the boy if they came. He will see an army. Order them to bring 
their king’s throne. The king sits, as does his whole army, and they start their 
feast. After they have finished their meal, say: 


I conjure you by the name of Abraki, Pariel and Asriel; do not go away, 
until I ask what I want. Bring the symbol of your office and the book of 
your testament. Take an oath upon them, and upon your leaders and 
chiefs, Babet, Baltasar, Paltasar, Beelzeboul, Siekhapon, so that you will 
not lie to my questions, but you will instruct me truthfully and clearly. 


If you want to ask about a thief, conjure this way 


I conjure you by the names of the angels Almeél, Kalsiel, Sarkhiel and 
Parael; tell me the name of the thief who stole such and such a thing. Tell 
me his name, describe his clothes, and reveal where he hides this thing. 
Show me at once his figure and his clothing. 


If you want to ask about a person who is in foreign parts, conjure this way 


I conjure you by the name Marpikhél, Pharnimpaél, Samtdérte and 
Amiob; tell me if he is dead or alive, or what is in his mind. 


For things to come: If you want to know if something will take effect or not, 
conjure this way 
I conjure you by the name Santelphon, Kokhbiel, Retziel and Sarpiel; tell 
me if such and such thing will take effect. 


If you want to ask if an ill person is dead or alive 


I conjure you by the name of Sargile, Ompeniel, Letziel and Ramatziel; 
tell me if he is alive or dead. 


If you want to ask about a treasure 


I conjure you by the name [f. 38v] Nouriel, Mathniel, Pekhtha, Bithiel, 
and Rhaphael; tell me where there is treasure. 


If you want to learn the secrets of a woman or a man, conjure this way 


I conjure you by the name Taxouziel, Abesabeél, Agérakhkiél and 
Mekisamiél; tell me what they did and what they will do. 


When you want to banish them 
I asked what I wanted. Go in peace. When I conjure you again, come 
eagerly. I conjure you by the holy angels Tisizaél, Mikhaél; do not harm 
this boy or me, neither at daytime nor at night. 


How to make a clay image 


When you are going to make a clay image, a brick or a similar thing, the clay 
must be from a river. When you go to collect the clay, walk into the river 
contrary to its flow, and collect pure and untrodden clay. Take it in your 
right hand and say: 


I conjure you, Earth, by your creator who put you in your place, sealed 
you with seven seals and fashioned the man from you, keep your virtue 
within this clay that I took in my hand, in order to serve me truly and 
effectively in everything I will make from it. I conjure you, earth, to obey 
me truly, sincerely and firmly, as you are firm. Angel Rhaphaél, come to 
my help. 


Now we come to the part in the Magical Papyri labelled PDM XIV, though first I will give 
you a couple other rituals from the PGM. The first is short and provides instructions for the creation of 
a skrying table, the next is a ritual for astral flight. This second ritual makes use of breathing practices 
and an ointment with a plant called “Kentritis” which is unidentified, but which Stephen Skinner cites 
in his book “Techniques of Graeco-Egyptian Magic” page 324 the possible attribution to be Hellebore, 
a plant which does contain scopolamine, though another possibility is wild garlic, Trigonella foenum 
graecum. The spell is known to scholars as the “Mithras Liturgy” but it is a misnomer. (Some say 
Mithraists used cannabis incense in enclosed areas, see also “Did Mithraists Inhale? By Radcliffe 
Edmonds for a comparison of practices in the Liturgy to the Chaldean Oracles) 

After that I will give you parts of PDM XIV as it gives instructions on evocation which could be 
used with the magic tent as in the later Solomonic grimoires. This makes use of skrying in a bowl much 
like in the “Magical Treatise of Solomon or Hygromanteia” and we can see that in both traditions a 
magnet is placed in the bowl which is thought to evoke a spirit. (Hygromanteia page 117 and PDM 
XIV 239-295) Directly above we find a ritual for the creation of a brick or clay image, where as in the 
PDM bricks are used in various rituals under the boy. 

As you can read in “The Chronicles of Anarchy” epilogue, there is good reason to believe 
meteorites were used ritually at times, they represent the fallen star angels as explained in the 
Testament of Solomon and are generally magnetic. In particular, one form of magnetic meteorite called 
Kamacite crystallizes into a cube form and was likely placed in the cubic tabernacle and ark of Moses. 
Meteorites are also likely connected to the “Teraphim” idols, as like those Rachel stole from her father 
Laban, though they are also found in other places in the Torah, (see the Jewish Encyclopedia found 
online) and are comparable to Pagan notions of Baetyls, Lares, Lemures or Manes. (See Zecheria 10:2 
and Ezekiel 21:21 for their use in divination and see Hermetic text ““Asclepius or the Perfect Sermon” 
for how to animate idols) 

This ties into the mythology of the Solomonic demons, who were fallen angels, or the ghosts of 
the Nephilim giants that were born of the fallen angels called “Watchers,” but also ties into the 72 
Shemhamphorash angels which control them. Each of the 72 angels corresponds to 5 degrees of the 
zodiac, though angels were also assigned to 10 degree segments and known as decans. The decans are 
assigned to circumpolar stars which never go below the horizon, for this reason they are called 
“«mperishable stars” in the Pyramid texts or “Watchers” in the Hermetic writings of Stobaeus. 
However in various traditions as with Plato and in Egypt, we can see that the soul of a hero or 
enlightened being, or the Pharaoh, would ascend to the heavens and even become a star, where as many 
myths say life on Earth was thought to have arisen through a kind of Pan Spermia from the god of 
heaven. You will see there are subtle references to these ideas found in some of the texts I have 
collected here, (and others in the PGM etc) where as Aleister Crowley put it, “Every man and every 
woman is a Star.” In the book of Exodus the Hebrews followed a pillar of smoke and a pillar of fire, 


which seems to be a comet that brought meteorites in its wake, but Daniel 12:3 tells us also, “And 
those who are wise shall shine like the brightness of the sky above; and those who turn many to 
righteousness, like the stars forever and ever.” 

When 3 letters from each of the 72 angel names are combined they form a 216 letter name of 
the Hebrew god which relates to the cube of space in that 216 is the cube of 6 and is symbolic of the 
Sun and the Sun kamea or “magick square.” The dimensions of the tablets/meteorites in the ark of the 
covenant are said to be 6x6x3 each or 6x6x6 together. Throughout the 8" book of Moses names are 
given with the numbers of letters being squares, or 9 names, 36 letters, 49 letters etc and this could be a 
reference to the numerology of the magick squares, but there is little to go on. Solomonic magick (and 
the PGM) involved magick for aiding the memory, called “Ars Notoria,” while in the Latin text “Ad 
Herennium,” the method for memory creates striking images which could explain Alchemical works of 
art, as well as the descriptions of the decans, zodiac, planets, angels and demons as found in the 
Solomonic grimoires. The Chronicles of Anarchy interprets the cube of space as a memory palace, so 
since the tabernacle tent is a cube, the magician fits in it as something like a “Vitruvian Man,” perhaps 
sitting cross legged. Marcus Vitruvius Pollio is the source of DaVinci's inspiration, he wrote the text 
“De Architectura” which also explains mnemonic devices, so in Book V we read the following, 
“Pythagoras and his followers wrote the precepts of their doctrines in cubical arrangement, the cube 
containing 216 verses, of which they thought that not more than 3 should be allotted to any one precept. 
A cube is a solid, with 6 equal square faces, which, however it falls, remains steady and immovable till 
removed by force: such are the dice which are thrown on a table by gamesters. From this circumstance 
they seem to have adopted the cube, since like the cube, this number of verses makes a more lasting 
impression on the memory. The Greek comic poets also divided the action of their stories, by the 
interposition of the chorus to ease the principal actors, so that a cubical proportion is observed.” 

On page 173 of Hygromanteia, we get an allusion to the meteorite mythology as the Judaeo-Christian 
god loves to bring down fire from heaven. “I conjure you who fell from heaven. I conjure you first, 
Asmedai; I seal you and coerce you by Him who shall come to judge the living and dead, whose 
appearance shall change the heavens and make the stars fall. I conjure you by the trumpet that the angel 
of resurrection shall sound. I conjure you, Loutzipher, I conjure you Astaroth, I conjure you 
Beelzeboul, I conjure you Asmedai, the ones who have the first thrones among the demons, come from 
the four parts of the world” 


Part of PGM III 282-409 
The preparation for the operation: For a direct vision, set up a tripod and a table 
of olive wood or of laurel wood, and on the table carve in a circle these characters: 
ZC 1€@Q4?a. Cover the tripod with clean linen, / and place a censer on the tripod. 295 
It is advantageous® to place on the table a [hollow figurine] of Apollo out of lau- 
rel wood. Engrave [on a lamella] of gold, of silver, or of tin these characters:

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PGM IV. 475—829 

*Be gracious to me, O Providence and Psyche,” as I write these mysteries handed 
down [not] for gain but for insrruction; and for an only child I request immor- 
tality, O initiates of this our power (furthermore, it is necessary for you, O daugh- 
ter, to take / the juices of herbs and spices, which will [be made known] to you at 
the end of my holy treatise), which the great god Helios Mithras ordered to be 
revealed to me by his archangel, so that I alone may ascend into heaven as an in- 
quirer / and behold the universe. 

This is the invocation of the spell: 

“First origin of my origin, AEEIOYO, first beginning of my beginning, PrP sss*° 
PHR[E], spirit of spirit,” the first of the spirit / in me, MMM, fire given by god to 
my mixture of the mixtures in me, the first of the fire in me, Ey EIA EE, water of 
water, the firsr of the water in me, GOO AAA EEE, earthy material, the first of the 
earthy material in me, / YE YOE, my complete body, I, NN whose mother is NN, 
which was formed by a noble arm and an incorruptible right hand in a world with- 
out light and yet radiant, without soul and yet alive with soul, YEI AYI EYOIE: now 
if it be your will, METERTA / PHOTH (METHARTHA PHERIE, in another placc)* 
IEREZATH, give me over to immortal birth and, following that, to my underlying 
nature, so that, after the present need which is pressing me exceedingly, I may gaze 
upon the immortal / beginning with the immortal spirit, ANCHREPHRENESOU- 
PHIRIGCH, with che immortal water, ERONOUI PARAKOUNETH, with the most 
steadfast air, EIOAE PSENABOTH; that J may be born again in thought, KRAOCHRAX 
R OIM ENARCHOMAI, / and the sacred spirit may breathe in me, NECHTHEN AP- 
OTOU NECHTHIN ARPI ETH; so that I may wonder at the sacred fire, KYPHE; that I 
may gaze upon the unfathomable, awesome water of the dawn, NYG THESO ECHO 
OUCHIECHOA, and the vivifying / and encircling aether may hear me, ARNO- 
METHPH; for today I am about to behold, with immortal eyes—I, born mortal 
from mortal womb, but transformed by tremendous power and an incorruptible 
right hand / and with immortal spirit, the immortal Aion and master of the fiery 
diadems—I, sanctified through holy consecrations—while there subsists within 
me, holy, for a short time, my human soul-might, which I will again / receive after 
the present bitter and relentless necessity which is pressing down upon me—I, NN, 
whose mother is NN, according to the immutable decree of god, EYE YIA EEI AG 
EIAY IYA IEO. Since it is impossible for me, born / mortal, to rise with the golden 
brightuesses of the immortal brilliance, GEy AEO EYA EOE YAE OIAE, stand, O per- 
ishable nature of mortals, and at once [receive] me safe and sound after the incxor- 
able and pressing / nced. For I am the son PSYCHON DEMOU PROCHO PRGA, I am 
MACHARPH|[.]N MOU PROPSYCHON PROE.” 

Draw in breath from the rays, drawing up 3 times as much as you can, and you 
will see yourself being lifted up and / ascending to the heighr, so that you seem to 
be in midair. You will hear nothing cither of man or of any other living thing, nor in 
that hour will you see anything of mortal affairs on earth, but rather you will see all 


immortal things. For in that day / and hour you will see the divine order of the 
skies: the presiding gods rising into heaven, and others setting. Now the course of 
the visible gods will appear through the disk of god, my father; and in similar fash- 
ion the so-called pipe, / the origin of the ministering wind. For you will see it hang- 
ing from the sun’s disk like a pipe. You will see the outflow of this object toward the 
regions westward, boundless as an east wind, if it be assigned to the regions of the 
east—and the other (viz., the west wind), similarly, toward its own / regions. And 
you will sce the gods staring intently at you and rushing at you. 

So at once put your right finger on your mouth™ and say: 

“Silence! Silence! Silence! 
Symbol of the living, incorruptible god! / 
Guard me, Silence, NECHTHEIR THANMELOU!” 

Then make a long hissing sound, next make a popping sound, and say: 

“PROPROPHEGGE MORIOS PROPHYR PROPHEGGE NEMETHIRE ARPSENTEN PI- 
TETMI MEOY ENARTH PHYRKECHO PSYRIDARIO / TYRE PHILBA.” 

Then you will see the gods looking graciously upon you and no longer rushing at 
you, but rather going about in their own order of affairs. 

So when you see that the world above is clear / and circling, and that none of the 
gods or angels is threatening you, expect to hear a great crash of thunder, so as to 
shock you. Then say again: 

“Silence! Silence! (the prayer) I am a star, wandering about with you, and shin- 
ing forth out of / the deep, OxY O XERTHEUTH.” 

Immediately after you have said these things the sun’s disk will be expanded. And 
after you have said the second prayer, where there is “Silence! Silence!” and the 
accompanying words, make a hissing sound twice and a popping sound twice, and 
immediately you will see / many five-pronged stars coming forth from the disk and 
filling all the air. Then say again: “Silence! Silence!” And when the disk is open, you 
will see the fireless circle, and the fiery doors shut tight. / 

At once close your eyes and recite the following prayer. The third prayer: 

“Give ear to me, hearken to me, NN, whose mother is NN, O lord, you who 
have bound together with your breath the fiery bars of the fourfold / root,” 

O Fire-walker, PENTITEROUNI, 
Light-maker (others: Encloser), SEMESILAM, 
Fire-breather, PSYRINPHEU, 
Fire-feeler, LAG, 

Light-breather, OAI, 

Fire-delighter, ELOURE, 

Beautiful light, Azal, 

Alon, ACHBA, 

/ Light-master, PEPPER PREPEMPIPI,” 
Fire-body, PHNOUENIOCH, 
Light-giver, . . . 
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Fire-sowcr, AREI EIKITA, 

Fire-driver, GALLABALBA, 

Light-forcer, AIO, 

Fire-whirler, PYRICHIBOOSEIA, 

Light-mover, SANCHEROB, 

Thunder-shaker /, IE OF IOEIO, 

Glory-light, BEEGENETE, 

Light-increaser, SOUSINEPHIEN, 

Fire-light-maintainer, SOUSINEPHI ARENBARAZEI MARMARENTEU, 

Star-tamer . . . 
Open for mc, PROPROPHEGGE EMETHEIRE MORIOMOTYREPHILBA, 
because, / on accounr of the pressing and bitter and inexorable necessiry, I invoke 
the immortal names, living and honored, which never pass into mortal nature and 
are not declared in articulate speech by human tongue or mortal speech / or mortal 
sound: EEO OEEO 106 O£ EEG EEO OF EO 100 OBEE OEFE OOF IE EO 06 OF IEO OF 
OOE I1EO OE IEEO EE IO OF IOE GEO EOE OEO OIE OIE EO OF 11] EOE OYE EOOEE 
EO EIA AEA EEA / EEEE EEE EEE IEO EEO OEEEOE EEO EYO OF EIO EO OF OF EE 
OOO YIOE.” 

Say all these things with fire and spirit, unal completing the first utterance; then, 
similarly, begin the second, until you complete the / 7 immortal gods of the world.” 
When you have said these things, you will hear thundering and shaking in the sur- 
rounding realm; and you will likewise feel yourself being agitated. Then say again: 
“Silence!” (the prayer). Then open your eyes, and you will sce the doors / open and 
the world of the gods which is within the doors, so that from the pleasure and joy 
of the sight your spirit runs ahead and ascends. 

So stand still and at once draw breath from the divine into yourself, while you 
look intently. Then when / your soul is restored, say: 

“Come, lord, ARCHANDARA PHOTAZA PYRIPHOTA ZABYTHIX ETIMENMERO 
PHORATHEN ERIE PROTHRI PHORATHI.” 

When you have said this, the rays will turn toward you; look at the center of 
them. For when / you have done this, you will see a youthful god, beautiful in ap- 
pearance, with fiery hair, and in a white tunic and a scarlet cloak, and wearing a 
fiery crown.*’ At once grect him with the fire greeting: 

“Hail, O lord, Great Power, Great Might, / King, Greatest of gods, Helios, the 
Lord of heaven and earth, God of gods: mighty is your breath; mighty is your 
strength, O lord. If it be your will, announce me to the supreme god, the one who 
has begotten and made you: that a man-—I, NN,** whose mother is NN, / who was 
born from the mortal womb of NN and from the fluid of semen, and who, since he 


has been born again from you today, has become immortal out of so many myriads 
in this hour according to the wish of god the exceedingly good—resolves to wor- 
ship / you, and prays with all his human power, that vou may take along with you 
the horoscope of the day and hour today, which has the name THRAPSIARI MOR- 
IROK, that he may appear and give revelation during the good hours, EORO RORE 
ORRI ORIOR ROR ROI / OR REORORI EOR EOR EORE!” 

After you have said these things, he will come to the celestial pole, and you will 
see him walking as if on a road. Look intently, and make a long bellowing sound, 
like a horn, releasing all your breath and straining your sides; and kiss / the phvlac- 
teries and say, first toward the right: “Protect me, PROSYMERI!” 

After saying this, you will see the doors” thrown open, and seven virgins” com- 

ing from deep within, dressed in linen garments, and with the taces of asps.”' They 
arc called the Fates / of heaven, and wield golden wands. When you see them, greet 
them in this manner: 
“Hail, O seven Fates of heaven, O noble and good virgins, O sacred ones and com- 
panions of MINIMIRROPHOR, O most holy guardians of the four pillars!”* / Hail to 
you, the first, CHREPSENTHAES! Hail to you, the second, MENESCHEES! Hail to 
you, the third, MECHRAN! Hail to you, the fourth, ARARMACHEs!** Hail to you, 
the fifth, ECHOMMIé! Hail to you, the sixth, TICHNONDAEs! Hail to you, the sev- 
enth, EROU ROMBRIEsS!” 

There also come forth another seven gods,”* who have the faces of black bulls, in 
linen / loincloths, and in possession of seven golden diadems. They are the so- 
called Pole Lords of heaven, whom you must greet in the same manner, each of 
them with his own name: 

“Hail, O guardians of the pivot, O sacred and brave youths, who turn / at one 
command the revolving axis of the vault of heaven, who send out thunder and light- 
ning and jolts of carthquakes and thunderbolts against the nations of impious 
people, but to me, who am pious and god-fearing, you send health and soundness 
of body / and acuteness of hearing and seeing, and calmness in the present good 
hours of this day, O my lords and powerfully ruling gods! Hail to you, the first, 
AIERONTHI! Hail to you, the second, MERCHEIMEROS! Hail to you, the third, 
ACHRICHIOUR! / Hail to you, the fourth, MESARGILTO! Hail to you, the fifth, 
CHICHROALITHO! Hail to you, the sixth, ERMICHTHATHOPs! Hail to you, the sev- 
enth, EORASICHE!” 

Now when they take their place, here and there, in order, look in the air and you 
will sce lightning bolts going down, and lights flashing /, and the earth shaking, 
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and a god descending, a god immensely great, having a bright appearance, youth- 
ful, golden-haired, with a white tunic and a golden crown and trousers,” and hold- 
ing in his right hand a golden / shoulder of a young bull: this is the Bear which 
moves and turns heaven around, moving upward and downward in accordance with 
the hour.* Then you will see lightning bolts leaping from his cyes and stars from 
his body. 

And at once / make a Jong bellowing sound, straining your belly, that you may 
excite the five senses; bellow long until out of breath, and again kiss the phylac- 
teries, and say: 

“MOKRIMO PHERIMO PHERERI, life of me, NN: stay! Dwell in / my soul!” Do 
not abandon me, for ENTHO PHENEN THROPIOTH commands you.” 

And gaze upon the god while bellowing long; and greet him in this manner: 

“Hail, O Lord, O Master of the water! Hail, O Founder of the earth! Hail, O 
Ruler of the wind! O Bright Lightener /, PROPROPHEGGE EMETHIRI ARTENTEPI 
THETH MIMEO YENARO PHYRCHECHO PSERI DARIO PHRE PHRELBA! Give revela- 
tion, O lord, concerning the NN matter. O lord, while being born again, I am pass- 
ing away; while growing and having grown, / I am dying; while being born from a 
life-generating birth, I am passing on, released to death—as you have founded, as 
you have decreed, and have established the mystery. Iam PHEROURA MIOURI.” 

After you have said these things, he will immediately respond with a revelation. / 
Now you will grow weak in soul and will not be in yourself, when he answers you. 
He speaks the oracle to you in verse, and after speaking he will depart. But you 
remain silent, since you will be able to comprehend all these matters by yourself; for 
at a later time / you will remember infallibly the things spoken by the great god, 
even if the oracle contained myriads of verses. 

If you also wish to use a fellow initiate, so that he alone may hear with you the 
things spoken, let him remain pure with you for [seven] / days, and abstain from 
meat and the bath. And even if you are alone, and you undertake the things com- 
municated by the god, you speak as if prophesying in ecstasy. And if you also wish 
to show him, then judge whether he is completely worthy as a man /: treat him just 
as if in his place you were being judged in the matter of immortalization, and whis- 
per to him the first prayer, of which the beginning is “First origin of my origin,” 
AEEIOYO.” And say the successive things as an initiate, over his / head, in a soft 
voice,” so that he may not hear, as you are anointing his face with the mystery. This 
immortalization takes place three times a year. And if anyone, O child, after the 
teaching, wishes to disobey, then for him it will no longer / be in effect. 


Instruction for the rite: Take a sun scarab which has twelve rays, and make it fall 
into a deep, turquoise cup, at the time when the moon is invisible;'” put in to- 
gether with it the seed of the fruit pulp of the lotus, / and honey; and, after grind- 
ing it, prepare a cake. And at once you will see it [viz., the scarab] moving forward 
and eating; and when it has consumed it, it immediately dies. Pick it up and throw 
it into a glass vessel of excellent rose oil, as much as you wish; and / spreading sa- 
cred sand in a pure manner, set the vessel on it, and say the formula over the vessel 
for seven days, while the sun is in midheaven: 

“T have consecrated you, that your material may be useful to me, to NN alone, IE 
IA EEE O ¥ EIA, that you may prove useful to me / alone, for 1 am PHOR PHORA 
PHOS PHOTIZAAS” > (others: “PHOR PHOR OPHOTHEI XAAS” ds 

On the 7th day pick up the scarab, and bury it with myrrh and Mendesian 
wine’! and fine linen; and put it away ina flourishing bean field. / Then, after you 
have entertained and feasted together, put away, in a pure manner, the ointment for 
the immortalization. 

If you want to show this to someone else, take the juice of the herb called ken- 
tritis, and smear, it, along with rose oil, over the cyes of the one you wish; / and he 
will see so clearly that he will amaze you. I have not found a greater spell than this in 
the world. Ask the god for what you want, and he will give to you. 

Now the encounter with the great god is like this: Having obtained the above- 
mentioned herb / kentritis, at the conjunction [of the sun and the moon] occurring 
in the Lion,!” take the juice and, after mixing it with honey and myrrh, write on a 
leaf of the persea tree the eight-lettered name, as given below.' And having kept 
yourself pure for 3 days in advance, come at morning to face the sunrise; / lick off 
the leaf while you show it to the sun, and then he [the sun god] will listen to you 
attentively, Begin to prepare [the scarab] on the new moon in the lion, according to 
the god’s [reckoning].'* 

Now this is the name: “I EE OO 1A1.” Lick this up, so that you may be protected; 
and rolling up the leaf /, throw it into the rose oil. Many times haye I used the spell, 
and have wondered greatly. 

But the god said to me: 

“Use the ointment no longer, but, after casting it into the river, [you must] con- 
sult while wearing the great mystery / of the scarab revitalized through the 25 liv- 
ing birds,'® and consult once a month, at full moon, instead of 3 times a year.” 

The entritis plant grows from the month of Payni, in the regions of the / black 
earth, and is similar to the erect verbena. This is how to recognize it: an ibis wing is 
dipped at its black tip and smeared with the juice, and the feathers fall off when 
touched. After the lord / pointed this out, it was found in Menelaitis in Phalagry, at 
the river banks, near the esas plant. It is of a single stem, and reddish down to the 
root; and the leaves are rather crinkled and have fruit / like the tip of wild as- 
paragus. It is similar to the so-called talapés, like the wild beet. 
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Now the phylacteries require this procedure: copy that for the right [arm] onto 
815 the skin / of a black sheep, with myrrh ink, and after tying it with sincews of 
the same animal, put it on; and copy that [for] the left [arm] onto the skin of a 
white sheep, and use the same procedure. The left one is very full of “PpRosTHY- 
820 MERI” /, and has this memorandum: *” 
“So speaking, he drove through the trench the single-hoofed horses.” *”” 
“And men gasping among gricvous slaughters.” '* 
“And they washed off their profuse sweat in the sca.” !°” 
“You will dare to lift up vour mighty spear against Zeus.” '"°

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Chapter 4: Necromancy 


As we have seen at length, there are various rituals for skrying which could easily be done in a 
magical tent, which helps to prevent too much light and we have also seen and will continue to see, as 
with the magick tent and its evocations, the dead are sometimes involved for purposes of necromantic 
divination. So here I include some rituals from the PGM on how to consecrate a skull, which to me 
seems to be formed into a bowl by cutting off the top for the purposes of skrying. If we use the skull 
bowl with the skrying rituals then we could put a magnet or meteorite inside and fill it with water and 
or oil. I have also included other sources such as the Hygromanteia which also involve necromancy and 
skull divination which is a clear indication of the Hygromanteia being inspired by the PGM. While they 
are generally thought to be stones, given that a magnet or meteorite was likely placed in the skull bowl, 
it shows one way in which necromancy was involved in the mythology of the fallen star angels. This 
brings us back to the Teraphim and the Jewish encyclopedia which explains one theory about them, 
“According to Targum pseudo-Jonathan to Gen. xxxi. 19, the Teraphim were made of the head of a 
man, a first-born, which, after the man had been slain, was shaved and then salted and spiced. After a 
golden plate on which magic words were engraved had been placed under the tongue, the mummified 
head was mounted on the wall, and it spoke to the people. This legend is more fully developed in Pirke 
R. El. xxxvi., where it is said that after the head had been displayed on the wall, lighted candles were 
placed round it; the people then prostrated themselves before it, and it talked to them.” 

For further information on the use of skulls in divination you can see “Necromancy goes 
Underground” by Christopher Faraone which explains these PGM IV texts specifically, but also shows 
Jewish traditions of skull divination. He also explains the word for “corpse” which is used in the text is 
somewhat obscure, implying coded language and that this word “skénos” shows “up much earlier 
in Greek philosophic writers like Democritus, Timaeus and Plato, who use it most often—as do the 
epitaphs—to draw a contrast between the body that dies and the soul that does not die. It is clearly 
related etymologically to the word skéné, and it apparently designates the body as the “tent” which 
covers or contains the soul. The stem for both words, however, has recently been traced to a Semitic 
verb (shk-n) “to dwell” and a related noun (ma-shkan) “tent” or “tabernacle,” leaving open the 
possibility for a Semitic source for both the word and the idea.” This source is thought to come from 
Mesopotamia and the text “Necromancy in Ancient Mesopotamia” by Irving Finkel is cited which 
explains a similar ritual to the following PGM texts, but which is dedicated to the sun god Shamash. 
(both texts make use of an ointment applied around the eye and we can see many similarities to the 
procedures found in the book “Magico-Medico means of Treating Ghost induced IIIness in Ancient 
Mesopotamia by JoAnn Scurlock) Still, from own reading, I realized this idea is also found in Corpus 
Hermeticum, particularly section XIII, quoted with a comment as I found it from the translator, “Well 
dost thou haste to "strike thy tent" <1.e., be free from the physical body>, for thou hast been made 
pure.” 

It is quite amusing to read how many scholars have been puzzled by the idea of talking skulls, if 
a person were to use the skull as a bowl for skrying this is easy to see, (though sometimes the skull 
seems to be whole) even easier if the magician is on scopolamine in which case the skull could easily 
and realistically appear to speak, or, a spirit might also appear quite dramatically. (Celts and Scythians 
were also known to collect heads for magical purposes) That the knights Templar may have worked 
with a skull representing John the Baptist is certainly suggestive of Templar necromancy and so given 
their many connections to Solomon, we have some strong clues pointing in the direction of their use of 
Solomonic grimoires like Hygromanteia. I should also mention that in the 8th book of Moses at the 
place where it speaks of breathing practices with the Voces Magicae, we get a reference to Orpheus, 
who practised Greek Goetia and sang magical songs called epoidai for the spirits of the dead. (or more 
famously Hades himself) At the end of his life it is said that Orpheus was killed and had his head 
severed which continued to speak prophecies....

*Amara recipe is taken from taken from PGM IV 1308-16 


Offering for the procedure: 4 drams of frankincense, 4 drams of myrrh, 2 ounces 
each of cassia leaf and / of white pepper, 1 dram of bdellion, 1 dram of asphodel 
seed, 2 drams each of amomon, of saffron, of terebinth storax, 1 dram of worm- 
wood, . . . of vetch plant, priestly Egyptian incense, the complete brain of a black 
ram. / Combine these with white Mendesian wine '” and honey, and make pellets 
of bread.

* Pitys’ spell of attraction: ** Pitys to King Ostanes: greetings. Since you write to 

me on each occasion about the enquiry of skull cups, I have deemed it necessary to

And when he agrees, rise up immediately and take a roll of hicratic papyrus and 
write on it with the black ink which will be revealed to you the figure which will be 
revealed to you,” / and write in a circle this spell and offer it to him, and straight- 
way he will attract, even if he is unmanageable, immediately without delaying a 
single day. 

But often there will be no need for the leaf of flax, but in the second spell** the 
papyrus / sheet”*! is to be placed there after you have commanded the act of service 
for you. He attracts and causes one to be ill, and he sends dreams and restrains, and 
he obtains revelations by dreams as well. These are the things which this single spell 
accomplishes. Depending on what you are performing,*” / alter only the passage 
with the usual items.”** Most of the magicians, who carried their instruments? 
with them, even put them aside and used him as an assistant. And they accom- 
plished the preceding things with all dispatch. / For [the spell] is free of excessive 
verbiage, immediately carrying out as it does the preceding things with all ease. 

Spell: “I say to you, chthonic daimon, for whom the magical material of this 
female (of this male) has been embodied on / this night: proceed to where this fe- 
male (or this male) resides and bring her to me NN either during the middle of the 
night or quickly. Perform the NN deed because the holy god OsiRIS KMEPHI 


srO** wishes and commands it of you. Fulfill, daimon, what / is written here. And 
after you have performed it, J will pay you a sacrifice. But if you delay, I will inflict 
on you chastisements which you cannot endure. And perform for me the NN deed, 
immediately, immediately; quickly, quickly.” 

The black ink of the procedure | is this: The hide is inscribed with blood of an 
ass**° from the heart of a sacrificial victim, with which is mixed the soot of a cop- 
persmith. But the leaf of flax is inscribed with faicon’s blood, with which is mixed 
the soot of a goldsmith. / But the leaf of the hieratic papyrus is inscribed with ecl’s 
blood, with which acacia is mixed. 

Do these things in this manner and, once you have performed them, you may 
know with what a marvelous nature this process is endowed, since in all case / it 
considers the implements as the assistant. But guard yourself with whatever protec- 
tion you want. 

And this is the figure’ written on the hide: A \ion-faced form of a man wearing 
a sash, holding in his right hand a staff, and on it Iet there be a serpent. / And 
around all his left hand let an asp be entwined, and from the mouth of the lion let 
fire breathe forth. 

The figure written onto the leaf of flax is this: Hckate?* with three heads and six 
hands, holding / torches in her hands, on the right sides of her face having the head 
of a cow; and on the left sides the head of a dog; and in the middle the head of a 
maiden with sandals bound on her feet. 

And inscribed on the piece of papyrus: Osiris clothed / as the Egyptians show 
him.**?

Take a dead man’s skull, and wash it with a thick brew of thymbra, [f. 349] 
that is to say savory, and feverfew. When it is dry, write these characters on 
the skull’s forehead [two signs and a hexagram]. And write these names on 
the skull’s face, forming a cross: Batabél, Léstérou, Belial, Oustiel, 


Nigrophol. And write this character on the back [two signs]. Then, leave it 
outside, on the terrace of the house in which you will do the operation, on 
Thursday. It must remain there for the whole night. But if you want to do 
this outdoors, leave it at a meeting of three roads, in a plain or in a meadow, 
and let it remain there until morning.

Let each one of you return to his place. Let there be peace between us 
and you. 


Then, wrap the aforementioned skull in clean linen, and hide it at a place you like. 


(Crossroads were the place to evoke Hermes, but also Hekate, who is definitely part of Goetic tradition 
and both are found in the PGM spells) 


<Invisibility> 
Take the dry skull of a man that did not die a natural death. Go to a secret, 
inaccessible and impassable place and recite these names over the skull. 


Grant invisibility, Lord, in the names Theophaél, Diokaides, Perid6n, 
Enarkalé, Esboiél, Apelout, Gakarkéntos, so that this work will be 
effective. 


Then, take seeds of the herb korakia. The Romans call it phabénbesia, that is to 
say broad bean. Plant one seed in each of the eyes, and put another one in the 
mouth. Cover with earth and recite the following. 


As the eyes of the dead do not see the living, so these beans may have 
the power of invisibility, wherever! may go. 


And when the beans yield seed, be careful not to [f. 7] lose any of them, but 
take them out <of their husks> and keep them all together. Then, bring a 
mirror and take each bean in your hand, one by one. If you do not see 
yourself in the mirror, this particular bean has power. Carry it upon you and 
go wherever you wish. Nobody will see you. [f. 18v] 


Pisces are useful for making a parchment talisman in order to win the dice or 
similar games and bets, at the hour of Mercury; also for rendering oneself [f. 
23v] invisible, and for practicing skull divination, water divination and the 
similar. 


| quote the following from the Rubeus edition of the medieval Picatrix by John Michael Greer 
and Christopher Warnock. 


So great are the marvels thereof that if we wished to tell of them, it would 
be as hard to recount as to hear them, and this book of ours would become 
too long and prolix, and we would wander from our theme. But we must 
speak of the incredible head which the soothsayers esteem as much as the 
Head of the Dragon, that is to say, the North Node of the Moon. They first 
find a blond, hairy, dark blue eyed man with a monobrow and entice him 
into their temple with tales of its mysteries. They seize him and place him 
in a barrel of sesame oil up to his neck. They nail a cover on the barrel, seal 


it with lead and let his head stick out, while his body remains in oil. Now 
they feed him daily a definite quantity of dried figs, soaked in sesame oil, and 
suffumigate his nose and his face with incense. They do it 40 days without 
interruption. They give him no water to drink, and what he gives of himself, 
remains in the oil. Finally, his cendons are slack, his joints soft, his veins full 
of fluid and he is soft as wax. Then a suitable day is determined at which they 
gather and burning incense pull his head from his body at the first vertebra. 
As the head is pulled out so that the nerves remain hanging out, the body 
remains in the oil. Then they put the head in a wall niche on a layer of burnec 
olive ashes covered with embroidered cotton fabric. They suffumigate this 
head with incense and it tells them whether prices will expensive or cheap, 
whether dynasties will riese or fall and everything else that will happen in the 
world. His eyes remain open, but longer blink. And the head exhorts them 
to the worship of the planets and tells what will happen to them personally. 
If they ask the head about science and art, he responds to them. Also they 
take the rernaining body from the barrel to remove the liver and cut, then 
they can see from its sign concerning their own affairs. The shoulder blades, 
and certain passages in his joints are used for divining their affairs as well. 
They shave their heads, do not eat and drink, except in his name. In time of 
al-Mugqtadir they were discovered, and he ordered their temple opened. They 
found the head in it, and they were expelled from the temple ordered to bury 
the head. Therefore we return to our theme, usefully leaving the aforesaid. 


From another place in the Picatrix 


Wonders which are made with things belonging to the human body. In 
the aforementioned book, the same sage said that in the human body are 
many wonders of the works of magic, when one works with them as the sages 
who discovered this science used to do. Among them, Hermes wrote of a 
marvelous confection which displays many wonders, and which is made as 
follows. He used co take an intact human head, freshly killed, and put it into 
a large jug. With ic he put eight ounces of fresh opium and enough human 
blood and sesame oil, in equal parts, to cover the aforementioned head; he 
then sealed the jar cightly with luting, and put it on a mild charcoal fire for 
24 hours without interruption. Then he took it from the fire and let it cool. 
He strained the foregoing, keeping his face covered, and found that it had all 
melted to che similitude of oil, which he set aside. 

He said that there were many marvels in that oil, and che Arst is that 
it allows you to see whatever you want to see. If you light a lamp with the 
foregoing oil, or anoint someone with it, or give a little of it in food ro 
someone, you will see whatever you wish. 


For taking away sense and thought. Take the head of a man, freshly 
cut off, and put it in a large pot; and put his spleen., heart, and liver with it. 
Then in the same pot put the heads of the following animals, that is, of a cat 
a fox, an ape, a chicken, a hoopoe, a crow, a kite, a bat, a goose, a swallow, 
4 tortoise, and an owl. Cover them all with oil, and seal the mouth of the 
Jar well with luting; put itona gentle fire, and let it remain there for three 
days and as many nights. Then take it off the fire, and let it cool. Strain the 
foregoing with your face covered, and set aside the oil. 

Then take the bones of the aforementioned heads, and burn them in a 
different oil until they are reduced to powder. Mix the powder with black 
henbane seeds and scialte nuts, and keep this with you for use. When you 


wish to work with the foregoing, give some of the powder to whomever you 
wish, in food or drink, and light three lamps with the oil; you will see it affect 
him. To make your body appear wondrous, take some of the aforesaid oil and 
anoint your face with it. You will begin to illuminate the house by its light, 
and will appear to stand out as though you were something monstrous. 


While of course these last practices are completely impractical and murderous, intriguingly the 
first example from the Picatrix is said to come from the “Hindus” of India. In fact we do find the use 
of skulls as bowls from the Aghori Sadhus, but in no way like this, nor do they murder anyone but take 
the skull from a body found in the cremation grounds, this bowl being their only possession. In the 
west we can see an explicit ritual in which a skull is used as a cup on page 250 of the book “A Cunning 
Mans Handbook” by Jim Baker 


For the falling evill. 

Take the sicke man by the hand, and whisper these wordes softlie in his eare, I conjure thee by the 
sunne and moone, and by the gospell of this daie delivered by God to Rubert, Giles, Cornelius, and 
John, that thou rise and fall no more.

For all manner of falling evils. Take the blood of his little finger that is sick, and write these three 
verses following, and hang it about his neck:

Solvitur a morbo, Domuinipietate, caduca. 

and it shall help the party so grieved. (Choice Notes 1859: 267) 


Some additional clues to these types of practices, including the use of psychedelics and 
scopolamine plants comes from the classic occult researcher Eliphas Levi, who wrote at length on the 
underlying history and philosophy of our subjects. As with the rest I quote from him, the following is 
from his books Transcendental Magic, its Doctrine and Ritual. There is more here than I can quote, 
though much of it will be without context to those without years of study, while his theories have 
largely been rejected by modern secular scholars, and while you must take him with a grain of salt, 
there is much more wisdom here than is at first apparent. Listing grizzly items needed for the black 
sabbath we are given some familiar ritual props, the censor, nails from a coffin and the skull of a 
parricide. At the end of same chapter, chapter XV, we learn of a black magick ritual in which a small 
boy is given communion, then murdered and his head is taken for the purposes of magick. Levi gives 
us a great theoretical background to this and so I have included it as a way of understanding the nature 
of ghosts in Necromancy and the Occult. While a Catholic, Levi was relatively quite open minded and 
he even engaged in an evocation of Apollonius of Tyana, following the theory is his description of the 
procedure, then his account of his evocation.

evoked, and he has seen. Let us state, in the first place, 
what the masters have written on their visions or intuitions 
in that which they term the light of glory. We read in the 
Hebrew book concerning the Revolution of Souls that 
there are three classes of souls—the daughters of Adam, 
the daughters of angels and the daughters of sin. According 
to the same work, there are also three kinds of spirits— 
captive, wandering and free. Souls are sent forth in couples; 
at the same time certain souls of men are born widowed, for 
their spouses are held captive by Lilith and Naémah, queens 
of the stryges: they are souls condemned to expiate the 
temerity of a celibate’s vow. Hence, when a man renounces 
the love of women from his infancy, he makes the bride 
who was destined for him a slave to the demons of debauch. 
Souls grow and multiply in heaven, as bodies do upon earth. 
Immaculate souls are the daughters of the kisses of angels. 


Nothing can enter heaven save that which comes from 
heaven. Hence, after death, the divine spirit which animated 
man ascends by itself above and leaves two corpses below, 
one upon earth, the other in the atmosphere; one terrestrial 
and elementary, the other aerial and sidereal, one already 
inert, the other still animated by the universal movement of 
the soul of the world, yet destined to die slowly, absorbed 
by the astral forces which produced it. The terrestrial body 
is visible; the other is unseen by the eyes of earthly and 
living bodies, nor can it be beheld except by the application 
of the Astral Light to the TRANSLUCID, which conveys its 
impressions to the nervous system and thus influences the 
organ of sight, so that it perceives the forms which are 
preserved and the words which are written in the book of 
vital light. 


When a man has lived well the astral body evaporates 
like a pure incense ascending towards the superior regions; 
but should he have lived in sin, his astral body, which holds 
him prisoner, still seeks.the object of its passions and wishes 
to return to life. It torments the dreams of young girls, 
bathes in the stream of spilt blood and floats about the 
places where the pleasures of its life elapsed. It watches 
over treasures which it possessed and buried; it expends 
itself in painful efforts to make fresh material organs and so 
live again. But the stars draw it up and absorb it; it feels 
its intelligence weaken, its memory gradually vanishes, all its 
being dissolves. . . . Its former vices rise up before it, 
assume monstrous shapes and pursue it; they attack and 
devour it... . The unfortunate creature thus loses succes- 
sively all the members which have ministered to his 
iniquities; then he dies a second time and for ever, because 
he loses his personality and his memory. Souls which are 
destined to live, but are not yet purified completely, remain 
captive for a longer or shorter period in the astral body, 
wherein they are burned by the odic light, which seeks to 
absorb and dissolve them. It is in order to escape from this 
body that suffering souls sometimes enter the organisms of 
the living and dwell therein in that state which Kabalists 
term embryonic. Now, it is these aerial bodies which are 


evoked by Necromancy. We enter into communion with 
larvae, with dead or perishing substances, by this operation. 
The beings in question, for the most part, cannot speak 
except by a ringing in our ears produced by the nervous 
shock to which I have referred, and commonly they can 
reason only by reflecting our thoughts and our reveries. To 
behold these strange forms we must put ourselves in an 
abnormal condition akin to sleep or death; in other words, 
we must magnetize ourselves and enter into a kind of lucid 
and waking somnambulism. Then Necromancy has real 
results, and the evocations of Magic can produce actual 
visions. We have said that in the Great Magical Agent, 
which is the Astral Light, there are preserved all impressions 
of things, all images formed either by rays or reflections. In 
this same light our dreams come to us; it is this which befools 
the insane and misguides their dormant judgement in pursuit 
of the most bizarre phantoms. To insure vision without 
illusion in such light, a powerful will must help us to isolate 
reflections and attract rays only. To dream awake is to see 
in the Astral Light, and the orgies of the Sabbath, described 
by so many sorcerers in their criminal trials, came to them 
solely in this manner. The preparations and the substances 
used to obtain this result were often horrible, as we shall 
see.

The procedure is as follows. We must collect, in the first 
place, carefully the memorials of him—or her—whom we 
desire to behold, the articles he used, and on which his 
impression remains; we must also prepare an apartment in 
in which the person lived, or otherwise one of similar kind, 
and place his portrait veiled in white therein, surrounded 
with his favourite flowers, which must be renewed daily. 
A fixed date must then be chosen, being that of the person’s 
birth, or one that was especially fortunate for his and our 
own affection, one of which we may believe that his soul, 
however blessed elsewhere, cannot lose the remembrance. 
This must be the day of evocation, and we must prepare for 
it during the space of two weeks. Throughout the period 
we must refrain from extending to anyone the same proofs 
of affection which we have the right to expect from the 
dead; we must observe strict chastity, live in retreat and 
take only one modest and light collation daily. Every evening 
at the same hour we must shut ourselves in the chamber 
consecrated to the memory of the lamented person, using 
only one small light, such as that of a funeral lamp or taper. 
This light should be placed behind us, the portrait should 
be uncovered, and we should remain before it for an hour 
in silence; finally, we should fumigate the apartment with 
a little good incense, and go out backwards. On the morning 
of the day fixed for the evocation, we should adorn ourselves 
as if for a festival, not salute anyone first, make but a single 
repast of bread, wine and roots, or fruits. The cloth should 
be white, two covers should be laid, and one portion of the 
broken bread should be set aside; a little wine should be 
placed also in the glass of the person whom we design to 
invoke. The meal must be eaten alone in the chamber of 
evocations and in presence of the veiled portrait; it must 
be all cleared away at the end, except the glass belonging to 
the dead person, and his portion of bread, which must be 
set before the portrait. In the evening, at the hour for the 
regular visit, we must repair in silence to the chamber, light 
a clear fire of cypress-wood and cast incense seven times 
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thereon, pronouncing the name of the person whom we 
desire to behold. The lamp must then be extinguished, and 
the fire permitted to die out. On this day the portrait must 
not be unveiled. When the flame dies down, put more 
incense on the ashes and invoke God according to the forms 
of that religion to which the dead person belonged, and 
according to the ideas which he himself possessed of God. 
While making this prayer, we must identify ourselves withthe 
evoked person, speak as he spoke, believe in a sense as he 
believed. Then, after a silence of fifteen minutes, we must 
speak to him as if he were present, with affection and with 
faith, praying him to appear before us. Renew this prayer 
mentally, covering the face with both hands; then call him 
thrice with a loud voice; remain kneeling, the eyes closed 
or covered, for some minutes; then call again thrice upon 
him in a sweet and affectionate tone, and slowly open the 
eyes. Should nothing result, the same experiment must be 
renewed in the following year, and if necessary a third time, 
when it is certain that the desired apparition will be obtained, 
and the longer it has been delayed the more realistic and 
striking it will be. 

Evocations of knowledge and intelligence are performed 
with more solemn ceremonies. If concerned with a cele- 
brated personage, we must meditate for twenty-one days 
upon his life and writings, form an idea of his appearance, 
converse with him mentally and imagine his answers. We 
must carry his portrait, or at least his name, about us, 
following a vegetarian diet for twenty-one days and a severe 
fast during the last seven. We must next construct the 
magical oratory, described in the thirteenth chapter of our 
*‘Doctrine’’, and see that all light is excluded therefrom. If, 
however, the proposed operation is to take place in the day- 
time, we may leave a narrow aperture on the side where 
the sun will shine at the hour of evocation, place a triangular 
prism before this opening and a crystal globe filled with 
water facing the prism. If the experiment has been arranged 
for night, the magic lamp must be so situated that its single 
ray shall fall upon the altar smoke. The purpose of these 
preparations is to furnish the Magic Agents with elements 


of corporeal appearance, and to ease as much as possible the 
tension of imagination, which could not be exalted without 
danger into the absolute illusion of dream. For the rest, it 
will be understood easily that a beam of sunlight or the ray 
of a lamp coloured variously and falling upon curling and 
irregular smoke can in no way create a perfect image. The 
chafing-dish containing the sacred fire should be in the 
centre of the oratory and the altar of perfumes hard by. 
The operator must turn towards the east to pray, and the 
west to invoke; he must be either alone or assisted by two 
persons preserving the strictest silence; he must wear the 
magical vestments, which we have described in the seventh 
chapter, and must be crowned with vervain and gold. He 
should bathe before the operation, and all his under- 
garments must be of the most intact and scrupulous cleanli- 
ness. The ceremony should begin with a prayer suited to 
the genius of the spirit about to be invoked and one which 
would be approved by himself if he still lived. For example, 
it would be impossible to evoke Voltaire by reciting prayers 
in the style of St Bridget. For the great men of antiquity, 
we may use the Hymmns of Cleanthes or Orpheus, with the 
oath terminating the Golden Verses of Pythagoras. In our 
evocation of Apollonius, we used the Magical Philosophy 
of Patricius for the Ritual, containing the doctrines of 
Zoroaster and the writings of Hermes Trismegistus. We 
recited the Nuctemeron of Apollonius in Greek with a 
loud voice and added a Conjuration beginning: ‘‘Let the 
Father of all be Counsellor and thrice-great Hermes 
guide.”” 

For the evocation of spirits belonging to religions issued 
from Judaism, the following Kabalistic Invocation of 
Solomon should be used, either in Hebrew or in any other 
tongue with which the spirit in question is known to have 
been familiar:

Taken from chapter 13, we are given an account of a necromantic ritual to evoke Apollonius, he 
describes the “magical oratory” and most definitely seems to be intoxicated on scopolamine as it is 
distinct from other hallucinogens. While instructions are given in chapter 7 as I quote below, it does 
not refer to anything very entheogenic, but merely says to have specific coloured vestments according 
to the planet ruling the day of the ritual. Notice the lambskin under the altar like a carpet, this reminds 
me of the circles in the Book of Treasure Spirits. 


own resources. The cabinet prepared for the evocation was 
situated in a turret; it contained four concave mirrors and a 
species of altar having a white marble top, encircled by a 
chain of magnetized iron. The Sign of the Pentagram, as 
given in the fifth chapter of this work, was graven and gilded 
on the white marble surface; it was inscribed also im various 
colours upon a new white lambskin stretched beneath the 
altar, In the middle of the marble table there was a sma | 
copper chafing-dish, containing charcoal of alder and laurel 
wood; another chafing-dish was set before me on a tripod. 
I was clothed in a white garment, very similar to the alb of 
our catholic priests, but longer and wider, and I wore upon 
my head a crown of vervain leaves, intertwined with a 


golden chain. I held a new sword in one hand, and in the 
other the “Ritual’’. I kindled two fires with the requisite 
prepared substances, and began reading the evocations of 
the ‘‘Ritual”’ in a voice at first low, but rising by degrees. The 
smoke spread, the flame caused the objects upon which it 
fell to waver, then it went out, the smoke still floating white 
and slow about the marble altar; I seemed to feel a quaking 
of the earth, my ears tingled, my heart beat quickly. I heaped 
more twigs and perfumes on the chafing-dishes, and as the 
flame again burst up, I beheld distinctly, before the altar, 


the figure of a man of more than normal size, which dissolved 
and vanished away. I recommenced the evocations and 
placed myself within a circle which I had drawn previously 
between the tripod and the altar. Thereupon the mirror 
which was behind the altar seemed to brighten in its depth, 
a wan form was outlined therein, which increased and 
seemed to approach by degrees. Three times, and with 
closed eyes, I invoked Apollonius. When I again looked 
forth there was a man in front of me, wrapped from head 


to foot in a species of shroud, which seemed more grey than 
MUIMN:; =§««———i«*«C (innate man iim aman ansoeas 


human figure reappeared immediately, but | experienced 
such an intense weakness in all my limbs, and a swooning 
Sensation came so quickly over me, that I made two steps 
to sit down, whereupon I fell into a profound lethargy, 
accompanied by dreams, of which I had only a confused 
recollection when I came again to myself. For several sub- 
sequent days my arm remained benumbed and painful. The 


Ritual Instructions from Dogma and Ritual Chapter 7 
In the belief of the ancients, the world is governed by seven secondary causes — secundii, as Trithemius 


calls them — which are the universal forces designated by Moses under the plural name of Elohim, 
gods. These forces, analogous and contrary to one another, 

produce equilibrium by their contrasts and rule the movement of the spheres. The 

Hebrews termed them the seven great archangels, giving them the names of 

Michael, Gabriel, Raphael, Anael, Samael, Zadkiel and Oriphiel. The Christian 

Gnostics named the four last Uriel, Barachiel, Sealtiel and Jehudiel. Other nations 

attributed to these spirits the government of the seven chief planets, and assigned 

to them the names of their chief divinities. All believed in their relative influence; 

astronomy divided the antique heaven between them and allotted the seven days 

of the week to their successive rule. Such is the reason of the various Ceremonies 

of the magical week and the septenary cultus of the planets. We have observed 

previously that in this sense the planets are only signs; they have the influence 

which universal faith attributes because they are more truly the stars of the 

human mind than the orbs of heaven. The sun, which Antique Magic always 

regarded as fixed, could be only a planet for the vulgar; hence it represents that 

day of rest in the week which we term Sunday without knowing why, the day of 

the sun among the ancients. 

The seven magical planets correspond to the seven colours of the spectrum and 

the seven notes of the musical octave; they represent also the seven virtues and by 

contrast the seven vices of Christian ethics. The seven sacraments correspond 

equally to this great universal septenary. Baptism, which consecrates the element 

of water, is in analogy with the Moon; ascetic Penance is under the auspices of 

Samael, the angel of Mars; Confirmation, which imparts the spirit of understanding and communicates 
to the true believer the gift of tongues, is under the auspices of Raphael, the angel of Mercury; the 
Eucharist substitutes sacramental 

realization of God made man for the empire of Jupiter; Marriage is consecrated by 

the angel Anael, the purifying genius of Venus; Extreme Unction is the safe-guard 

of the sick about to fall under the scythe of Saturn; and Orders, consecrating the 

priesthood of light, is marked more especially by the characters of the Sun. 

Almost all these analogies were observed by the learned Dupuis, who thence concluded that all 
religions were false, instead of recognizing the sanctity and perpetuity of a single dogma, ever 
reproduced in the universal symbolism of successive 

religious forms. He failed to understand the permanent revelation transmitted to 

human genius by the harmonies of Nature, and beheld only a catalogue of errors 

in this chain of speaking images and eternal truths. 

Magical works are also seven in number: (1) works of light and riches, under 

the auspices of the Sun; (2) works of divination and mystery, under the invocation 

of the Moon; (3) works of skill, science and eloquence, under the protection of 

Mercury; (4) works of wrath and chastisement, consecrated to Mars; (5) works of 

love, favoured by Venus; (6) works of ambition and intrigue, under the influence 

of Jupiter; (7) works of malediction and death, under the patronage of Saturn. In 

theological symbolism, the Sun represents the Word of Truth; the Moon, religion 

itself; Mercury, the interpretation and science of mysteries; Mars, justice; Venus, 

mercy and love; Jupiter, the risen and glorious Saviour; Saturn, God the Father, or 

the Jehovah of Moses. In the human body, the Sun is analogous to the heart, the 

Moon to the brain, Jupiter to the right hand, Saturn to the left, Mars to the left 

foot, Venus to the right, Mercury to the generative organs, whence an androgyne 


figure is sometimes attributed to this planet. In the human face, the Sun governs 

the forehead, Jupiter the right and Saturn the left eye; the Moon rules between 

both at the root of the nose, the two alae of which are governed by Mars and 

Venus; finally, the influence of Mercury is exercised over mouth and chin. Among 

the ancients these notions constituted the occult science of physiognomy, afterwards recovered 
imperfectly by Lavater. 

The Magus who intends undertaking the works of light must operate on a Sunday, from midnight to 
eight in the morning, or from three in the afternoon to ten 

in the evening. He should wear a purple vestment, with tiara and bracelets of 

gold. The altar of perfumes and the tripod of sacred fire must be encircled by 

wreaths of laurel, heliotrope and sunflowers; the perfumes are cinnamon, strong 

incense, saffron and red sandal; the ring must be of gold, with a chrysolith or 

ruby; the carpet must be of lion-skins, the fans of sparrow-hawk feathers. On 

Monday the robe is white, embroidered with silver, and having a triple collar of 

pearls, crystals and selenite; the tiara must be covered with yellow silk, emblazoned with silver 
characters forming the Hebrew monogram of Gabriel, as given 

in the Occult Philosophy of Agrippa; the perfumes are white sandal, camphor, 

amber, aloes and pulverized seed of cucumber; the wreaths are mugwort, moonwort and yellow ranun- 
culuses. Tapestries, garments and objects of a black colour 

must be avoided; and no metal except silver should be worn on the person. On 

Tuesday, a day for the operations of vengeance, the colour of the vestment should 

be that of flame, rust or blood, with belt and bracelets of steel. The tiara must be 

bound with gold; the wand must not be used, but only the magical dagger and 

sword; the wreaths must be of absinthe and rue, the ring of steel, with an amethyst for precious stone. 
On Wednesday, a day favourable for transcendent science, the vestment should be green, or shot with 
various colours; the necklace of 

pearls in hollow glass beads containing mercury; the perfumes benzoin, mace and 

storax; the flowers, narcissus, lily, herb-mercury, fumitory, and marjoram; the 

jewel should be the agate. On Thursday, a day of great religious and political 

operations, the vestment should be scarlet and on the forehead should be worn a 

brass tablet, with the character of the spirit of Jupiter and the three words: GIARAR, BETHOR, 
SAMGABIEL; the perfumes are incense, ambergris, balm, grain of 

paradise, macis and saffron; the ring must be enriched with an emerald or sapphire; the wreaths and 
crowns should be oak, poplar, g and pomegranate leaves. 

On Friday, the day for amorous operations, the vestment should be of sky-blue, 

the hangings of green and rose, the ornaments of polished copper, the crowns of 

violets, the wreaths of roses, myrtle and olive; the ring should be enriched with a 

turquoise; lapis-lazuli and beryl will answer for tiara and clasps; the fans must be 

of swan's feathers; and the operator must wear upon his breast a copper talisman 

with the character of Anael and the words: AVEEVA VADELILITH. On Saturday, a 

day of funereal operations, the vestment must be black or brown, with characters 

embroidered in orange or black silk; round the neck must be worn a lamina of 

lead, with the character of Saturn and the words: ALMALEC, APHIEL, ZARAHIEL; 

the perfumes should be diagridrium, scammony, alum, sulphur and assafoetida; 

the ring should be adorned with an onyx; the garlands should be of ash, cypress 

and hellebore; on the onyx of the ring, during the hours of Saturn, the double 

head of Janus should be engraved with the consecrated awl. 


Here I give a Christian perspective from Hippolytus, Refutation of a All heresies Book IV 
who was trying to discredit sorcerers but clearly misunderstood much of what he was talking about, 


especially given his naivete regarding the use of drugs. Still we can see much of the same motifs. 


Chapter 35 
But neither shall I be silent respecting that piece of knavery of these (sorcerers), which consists in the 


divination by means of the cauldron. For, making a closed chamber, and anointing the ceiling with 
cyanus for present use, they introduce certain vessels of cyanus, and stretch them upwards. The 
cauldron, however, full of water, is placed in the middle on the ground; and the reflection of the cyanus 
falling upon it, presents the appearance of heaven. But the floor also has a certain concealed aperture, 
on which the cauldron is laid, having been (previously, supplied with a bottom of crystal, while itself is 
composed of stone. Underneath, however, unnoticed (by the spectators), is a compartment, into which 
the accomplices, assembling, appear invested with the figures of such gods and demons as the magician 
wishes to exhibit. Now the dupe, beholding these, becomes astonished at the knavery of the magician, 
and subsequently believes all things that are likely to be stated by him. But (the sorcerer) produces a 
burning demon, by tracing on the wall whatever figure he wishes, and then covertly smearing it with a 
drug mixed according to this manner, viz., of Laconian and Zacynthian asphalt — while next, as if 
under the influence of prophetic frenzy, he moves the lamp towards the wall. The drug, however, is 
burned with considerable splendour. And that a fiery Hecate seems to career through air, he contrives in 
the mode following. Concealing a certain accomplice in a place which he wishes, (and) taking aside his 
dupes, he persuades them (to believe himself), alleging that he will exhibit a flaming demon riding 
through the air. Now he exhorts them immediately to keep their eyes fixed until they see the flame in 
the air, and that (then), veiling themselves, they should fall on their face until he himself should call 
them; and after having given them these instructions, he, on a moonless night, in verses speaks thus:— 

Infernal, and earthy, and supernal Bombo, come! 

Saint of streets, and brilliant one, that strays by night; 

Foe of radiance, but friend and mate of gloom; 

In howl of dogs rejoicing, and in crimson gore, 

Wading 'mid corpses through tombs of lifeless dust, 

Panting for blood; with fear convulsing men. 

Gorgo, and Mormo, and Luna, and of many shapes, 

Come, propitious, to our sacrificial rites! 


Chapter 41 
But putting a skull on the ground, they make it speak in this manner. The skull itself is made out of the 


caul of an ox; and when fashioned into the requisite figure, by means of Etruscan wax and prepared 
gum, (and) when this membrane is placed around, it presents the appearance of a skull, which seems to 
all to speak when the contrivance operates; in the same manner as we have explained in the case of the 
(attendant) youths, when, having procured the windpipe of a crane, or some such long-necked animal, 
and attaching it covertly to the skull, the accomplice utters what he wishes. And when he desires (the 
skull) to become invisible, he appears as if burning incense, placing around, (for this purpose,) a 
quantity of coals; and when the wax catches the heat of these, it melts, and in this way the skull is 
supposed to become invisible.

Chapter 5: Texts and recipes relating to Entheogens in Ceremonial Magick 
There is no shortage of references to Mandrake and Henbane in occult literature and yet due to 


scopolamine's highly dangerous nature, (and also atropine and hyoscyamine likewise psychoactive and 
found in nightshade plants) most authors have ignored it, hidden it away so that a careless magician 
might avoid poisoning themselves, or perhaps dismissed it's use due to a prejudice against 
hallucinogens. However, traditionally Europe has probably used more scopolamine plants in their 
rituals than any other continent and understanding its history is the key to many rituals. Less 
understood still is the use of fungi like the famous Fairy mushroom Amanita Muscaria, Cannabis and 
other psychoactive plants and fungi, but from the following we will get a good idea of just how 
prevalent and crucial these substances were. (For the use of Hashish in skrying, I recommend the book, 
“The Treaty of Hashish” by Ernest Bosc De Veze 1895, translated by Frater A.T.A., it also includes a 
rare text cited below by Levi, which refers to Free Masonic cannabis use.) 


From the “Veritable Key of Solomon” by Skinner and Rankine Pg 41 
I quote the following story about Benvenuto Cellini, as it is a fine example of a Magician 


evoking demons, but also shows how scopolamine incense can cause a bad trip for those who are not 
prepared. Now evoking demons under the influence of hallucinogens is always tricky business, or here 
explicitly, the ghosts of Nephilim Giants as in the Testament of Solomon, and while it does not involve 
a hotbox, scopolamine is so powerful that even burning it in the open air can cause a deep intoxication. 
While we must assume a few things about the entheogenic nature of this, in light of what I have already 
shown, I think you can see for yourself that I am right in my assumptions. 


"It happened through a variety of singular accidents that I became intimate 
with a Sicilian priest, who was a man of very elevated genius and well 
instructed in both Latin and Greek letters. In the course of conversation one 
day we were led to talk about the art of necromancy. 

The priest one evening made his preparations, and bade me find a comrade, or 
not more than two . I invited Vincenzio Romoli, a very dear friend of mine, and 
the priest took with him a native of Pistoja, who also cultivated the black art. 
We went together to the Coliseum; and there the priest, having arrayed himself 
in necromancer's robes, began to describe circles on the earth with the finest 
ceremonies that can be imagined. I must say that he had made us bring 
precious perfumes and fire, and also drugs of fetid odour. When the 
preliminaries were completed, he made the entrance into the circle; and taking 
us by the hand, introduced us one by one inside it. Then he assigned our 
several functions; to the necromancer, his comrade, he gave the pentacle to 
hold; the other two of us had to look after the fire and the perfumes; and then 
he began his incantations. This lasted more than an hour and a half; when 
several legions appeared, and the Coliseum was all full of devils. I was 
occupied with the precious perfumes, and when the priest perceived in what 
numbers they were present, he turned to me and said: "Benvenuto, ask them 
something." I called on them to reunite me with my Sicilian Angelica. That 
night we obtained no answer; but I enjoyed the greatest satisfaction of my 
curiosity in such matters. The necromancer said that we should have to go a 
second time, and that I should obtain the full accomplishment of my request; 
but he wished me to bring with me a little boy of pure virginity. 

I chose one of my shop-lads, who was about twelve years old, and invited 
Vincenzio Romoli again; and we also took a certain Agnolino Gaddi, who was 
a very intimate friend of both. When we came once more to the place 


appointed, the necromancer made just the same preparations, attended by the 
same and even more impressive details. Then he introduced us into the circle, 
which he had reconstructed with art more admirable and yet more wondrous 
ceremonies. Afterwards he appointed my friend Vincenzio to the ordering of 
the perfumes and the fire, and with him Agnolino Gaddi. He next placed in my 
hand the pentacle, which he bid me turn toward the points he indicated, and 
under the pentacle I held the little boy, my workman. Now the necromancer 
began to utter those awful invocations, calling by name on multitudes of 
demons who are captains of their legions, and these he summoned by the 
virtue and potency of God, the Uncreated, Living, and Eternal, in phrases of 
the Hebrew, and also of the Greek and Latin tongues; insomuch that in a short 
space of time the whole Coliseum was full of a hundredfold as many as had 
appeared upon the first occasion. Vincenzio Romoli, together with Agnolino, 
tended the fire and heaped on quantities of precious perfumes. At the advice of 
the necromancer, I again demanded to be reunited with Angelica. The sorcerer 
turned to me and said: "Hear you what they have replied; that in the space of 
one month you will be where she is?" Then once more he prayed me to stand 
firm by him, because the legions were a thousand fold more than he had 
summoned, and were the most dangerous of all the denizens of hell; and now 
that they had settled what I asked, it behoved us to be civil to them and 
dismiss them gently. On the other side, the boy, who was beneath the pentacle, 
shrieked out in terror that a million of the fiercest men were swarming round 
and threatening us. He said, moreover, that four huge giants had appeared, 
who were striving to force their way inside the circle .. . Again I said to him: 
"These creatures are all inferior to us, and what you see is only smoke and 
shadow; so then raise your eyes." When he had raised them he cried out: "The 
whole Coliseum is in flames, and the fire is advancing on us" then covering his 
face with his hands, he groaned again that he was dead, and that he could not 
endure the sight longer. The necromancer appealed for my support, entreating 
me to stand firm by him, and to have asafoetida flung upon the coals ... 

The boy, roused by that great stench and noise, lifted his face a little, and 
hearing me laugh, he plucked up courage, and said the devils were taking to 
flight tempestuously. So we abode thus until the Matin bells began to sound. 
Then the boy told us again that but few remained, and those were at a distance. 
When the necromancer had concluded his ceremonies, he put off his wizard's 
robe, and packed up a great bundle of books which he had brought with him; 
then, all together, we issued with him from the circle, huddling as close as we 
could to one another, especially the boy, who had got into the middle, and 
taken the necromancer by his gown and me by the cloak. All the while that we 
were going toward our houses in the Banchi, he kept saying that two of the 
devils he had seen in the Coliseum were gambolling in front of us, skipping 
now along the roofs and now upon the ground. The necromancer assured me 
that, often as he had entered magic circles, he had never met with such a 
serious affair as this ... Engaged in this conversation, we reached our homes, 
and each one of us dreamed all that night of devils." 


Once again I quote Eliphas Levi, 


“There are intoxicating substances, which, by increasing nervous sensibility, exalt the power 
and consequently the allurements of astral representations ; by the same means, but pursuing a contrary 
course, spirits may be terrified and disturbed. These substances, of themselves magnetic and 
magnetized further by operators, are what people term philtres and enchanted potions.” 


“In the Middle Ages, necromancers violated tombs, composing philtres and unguents with the 
fat and blood of corpses combined with aconite, belladonna (both have scopolamine) and poisonous 
fungi. They boiled and skimmed these frightful compounds over fires fed with human bones and 
crucifixes stolen from churches ; they added dust of dried toads and ash of consecrated hosts ; they 
anointed their temples, hands, and breasts with the infernal unguent, traced diabolical Pantacles, 
evoked the dead beneath gibbets or in deserted graveyards. Their howlings were heard from afar, and 
belated travellers imagined that legions of phantoms rose out of the earth. The very trees, in their eyes, 
assumed appalling shapes ; fiery orbs gleamed in the thickets ; frogs in the marshes seemed to echo 
mysterious words of the Sabbath with croaking voices. It was the magnetism of hallucination and 
the contagion of madness.” 


“Tt is enough to state that this most infamous class of malefactors distilled together the virus of 
contagious diseases, the venom of reptiles and the sap of poisonous plants ; that they extracted from the 
fungus its deadly and narcotic properties, its asphyxiating principles from Datura Stramonium, from the 
peach and bitter almond that poison one drop of which, placed on the tongue or in the ear, destroys, like 
a flash of lightning, the strongest and best constituted living being. The white juice of sea-lettuce was 
boiled with milk in which vipers and asps had been drowned.” 


“There are also some substances which produce ecstasy and dispose towards the magnetic sleep ; there 
are some which place at the service of imagination all the most lively and highly coloured reflections of 
the elementary light ; but the use of such things is dangerous, for they tend to occasion stupefaction and 
intoxication. They are used notwithstanding, but in carefully calculated quantities and under wholly 
exceptional circumstances.” 


“The Magus-magnetizer should have command of the natural medium, and consequently of that astral 
body by which our soul communicates with our organs. He must say to the material body, "Sleep!" and 
to the sidereal body, "Dream!" Thereupon, the aspect of visible things changes, as in hashish-visions. 
Cagliostro is thought to have possessed this power, and he increased its action by means of fumigations 
and perfumes ; but true magnetic ability should transcend these auxiliaries, all more or less inimical to 
reason and destructive of health. M. Ragon, in his learned work on Occult Masonry, gives the recipe for 
a series of medicaments calculated to induce the exaltation of somnambulism. It is by no means a 
knowledge to be despised, but prudent magists should avoid its practice.”

On Page 262 we are given by Levi an elaborate description of the lamp to be used in rituals, 
then when it is completed, “The magical lamp must be composed of the four metals — gold, silver, brass 
and iron; the pedestal should be of iron, the mirror of brass, the reservoir of silver, 
the triangle at the apex of gold. It should be provided with two branches composed of a triple tube of 
three intertwisted metals, in such a manner that each arm has a triple conduit for the oil; there must be 
nine wicks in all, three at the top and three in each branch. The Seal of Hermes must be engraved on the 


pedestal, over which must be the two-headed androgyne of Khunrath. A serpent devouring its own tail 
must encircle the lower part. The Sign of Solomon must be inscribed on the reservoir. Two globes must 
be fitted to this lamp, one adorned with a transparency, representing the seven genii, while the other, of 
larger size and duplicated, should contain variously tinted waters in four compartments. The whole 
instrument should be placed in a wooden pillar, revolving on it own axis, ad permitting a ray of light to 
escape, as required, and fall on the altar smoke at the moment of the invocations. This lamp is a great 
aid to the intuitive working of slow imaginations and for the immediate creation in the presence of 
magnetized persons of forms alarming in their actuality, which, being multiplied by the mirrors, will 
magnify suddenly, and transform the operator's cabinet into a vast hall filled with visible souls. The 
intoxication of the perfumes and the exaltation of the invocations will change this fantasia into a real 
dream ; persons know formerly will be recognized ; phantoms will speak ; and something extraordinary 
and unexpected will follow the closing of the light within the pillar and the increase of the 
fumigations.” 


The Lamp, with the Ritual sword and Wand 


The use of codes in the PGM and other grimoires is very explicit, making a scholarship of 
entheogens difficult, but what else can we make of strange ingredients like the scarab in the Mithras 
Liturgy and other places in the PGM? According to the list I provide below, animal brains are usually 
code for Fruit tree gum used to make incense, blood, also being sap or plant juice. Further below is a 
ritual (from Liber Salomonis) which employs the “juice” of Hemp, which in context we can see is 
hashish, ie cannabis resin, as also explained by Chris Bennett in Liber 420. In the PGM, a cat is code 
for catnip, which is supposedly mildly psychoactive, the “head” being flowers, would indicate a cat's 
head in a recipe being catnip flowers. While found in different texts, if “head” is code for flower, since 
Mandrake was commonly said to look like a human, it is possible some of the above spells involving 
the head of a “man” are actually code for mandrake flowers. We can see in De Materia Medica by 
Dioscorides, even more code names as used by “Magi” etc, not to mention supposed cures for things 
like Aconite, while Hemlock is said to be cured by Wormwood, and the two are often mentioned 
together in the bible as “bitterness and gaul” so that if Jews also believed this, it changes the meaning 
of this expression. (I wouldnt test these) As it turns out, Atropine is a common antidote to mushroom 
poisoning and it is found in many scopolamine plants. 

There is also the Arabic Solomonic grimoire called “The Book of Deadly Names” (Ishtar 
Publishing) and in it the demons are each said to cause a specific illness and have specific herbal 
antidotes. This is very much like traditional Shamanism and some entheogens include mandrake and 
henbane, opium and other important herbs. Modern books written on the Occult use of herbs include 
“The occult properties of Herbs” by W.B. Crow, another is “Plant Lore, Legends and Lyrics” by 
Richard Folkard. While they are from modern traditions of Witchcraft, I also recommend the books 
“Ars Philitron” and Viridarium Umbris by Daniel Schulke and “The complete book of Incense, Oils 
and Brews” by Scott Cunningham. 

Additional sources of information regarding herbalism in Ceremonial magick include “The 
Book of the Treasure of Alexander” by Christopher Warnock. This is a primary text which is mostly 
about poisons and antidotes, but it also includes magick and much on herbs in general, there is also a 
curious section on melons grown with skulls. One melon grown in a donkey skull is said to produce 
confusion and another melon grown with a human skull is used to increase intelligence. In a list of 
code-words for various occult herbs taken from the PGM, Galen and Dioscorides, (found on the 
website of a well known alchemist http://www.alchemy-works.com/herbal_codes.html I have found a 
few words from Dioscorides etc and added them to the list below.) we are told that a skull is sometimes 
a code for skullcap mushroom. This fungi is generally poisonous, though one variety, Galerina 
steglichii contains the psychedelic chemical psilocybin. (I couldnt find the primary text but I think it 
must come from Galen) This genus of fungi looks like some psilocybe species and is sometimes found 
growing among them, indicating a possible confusion of taxonomy and so this might also explain why 
Eliphas Levi said magicians use poisonous mushrooms.(Though Amanita Muscaria requires specific 
preparation to avoid sickening effects and it is often classified as poisonous) The idea that melons 
might absorb psychoactive chemicals, or were at least believed to absorb magical energies, is especially 
interesting given that melons were thought to be unusually sacred by Manichaens who had strict diets 
to ensure there ascension to heaven.

From the Picatrix page 271 we get a very similar practice to that of the melons, the seeds are also 
buried with mandrake. 


He also said that the power of Saturn and Mars was combined ina 
certain fruit similar to a melon, which is called “batecas;” and it is used by 
those who perform astrological operations. Again he says: if anyone puts the 
seeds of the batecas in a human skull, and buries it, and covers it well with 
earth, and waters it, from it will grow citrulls.*** Whoever eats these citrulls 
will experience an increase in vigor, memory, and intellect. If you put these 
seeds in the skull of a donkey and bury it, and keep them moist with water as 
above, it will bear citrulls, and anyone who eats of them will become silly and 
foolish, and his vigor, courage and intellect will depart from him. 

In the same book it says that the Chaldeans use the roots of this herb in 
One way, its leaves in another, its stems in still another, and its seeds similarly

in another, and in each of them are marvelous and beautiful effects in the 
art of magic. This happens because it swiftly attracts and readily received 
all those things that Nature herself has placed in it. When it is mixed with 
human brains, those who eat of it will accomplish wonders. 

It says later in the same book that if the same seed is placed in the head 
and belly of any animal, and the seed and the animal buried together in the 
earth, it will bear citrulls that will work marvels, and they will be similar in 
their effects to the animal in whose head or belly the aforementioned seed was 
placed, as described above. Whoever eats of them and mixes them with his 
own nature—they will work wonders in the body of those who eat them. 

Again in the same book it says that if someone takes one mandrake root 
and buries it in the same place as these batecas seeds, they will work many 
wonders, which I omit at present because of the tedium of writing so long a 
passage; in that book, however, it is contained in full. 


A certain ancient sage who was ahead of his time in philosophy recounted 
twelve miraculous workings, which } intend to write down at this point. The 
first is that, if anyone puts a human skull in a seed bed, and in that place the 
seed of batecas has been planted and covered with earth, and this seed is cast 
into soil prepared for it, and thereafter each day it is watewred with a mixture 
of lukewarm water and human blood, it will once again bear citrulls. Those 
who eat them will see many terrifying as well as other marvelous things. 


Here we have an explanation of Mandrake philosophy by Eliphas Levi, 

As a supplement or appendix to this chapter, we will add 
a few words about mandragores and androids which several 
writers on Magic confound with waxen images serving the 
purposes of bewitchment. Jhe natural mandragore is a 
filamentous root which presents more or less as a whole 
either the figure uf a man, or that of the virile members. It 
is slightly narcotic and an aphrodisiacal virtue was ascribed 
to it by the ancients, who represented it as being sought by 
Thessalian sorcerers for the composition of philtres. Is this 
root the umbilical vestige of our terrestrial origin, as a 
certain magical mysticism has suggested? We dare not 
affirm it seriously, but it is true all the same that man issued 


from the slime of earth and his first appearance must have 
been in the form of a rough sketch. The analogies of Nature 
compel us to admit the notion, at least as a possibility. The 
first men were, in this case, a family of gigantic, sensitive 
mandragores, animated by the sun, who rooted themselves 
up from the earth. Such an assumption not only does not 
exclude, but on the contrary positively supposes, creative 
will and the providential co-operation of a First Cause, 
which we have REASON to call Gop. 


(Levi is wrong, Mandrake IS HIGHLY hallucinogenic!) 


Some alchemists, impressed by this idea, indulged in 
reveries on the culture of the mandragore and experimented 
in the artificial reproduction of a soil sufficiently fruitful and 
a sun sufficiently active to humanize the said root, and thus 
create men without the concurrence of the female. Others, 
who regarded humanity as the synthesis of animals, des- 
paired about vitalizing the mandragore, but they crossed 
monstrous pairs and projected human seed into animal earth, 
only for the production of shameful crimes and barren 
deformities. The third method of making the android was 
by galvanic machinery. One of these almost intelligent auto- 
mata was attributed to Albertus Magnus, and it is said that 
St Thomas destroyed it with one blow from a stick because 
he was perplexed by its answers. This story is an allegory: 
the android was primitive scholasticism, which was broken 
by the Summa of St Thomas, that daring innovator who 
first substituted the absolute law of reason for arbitrary 
divinity, by formulating an axiom which we cannot repeat too 
often, since it comes from such a master: “A thing is not just 
because God wills it, but God wills it because it is just.” 

The real and serious android of the ancients was a secret 
which they have kept hidden from all eyes, and Mesmer was 
the first who dared to divulge it. It was the projection of the 
will of the Magus into another body, organized and served 
by an elementary spirit; in more modern and intelligible 
terms, it was a magnetic subject. 


From Eliphas Levi we get a recipe for the famous “Flying Ointment” of the Witches, which 
according to him was to be used at the Black Sabbath. If you see a plant in a recipe you do not know, 
make sure you research it before you ever use it, many plants are very dangerous. 


“Sium,(water parsnip) acorus, (calamus) cinquefoil, the blood of a bat, nightshade (Belladonna 
contains scopolamine) and oil; and if they mix in other substances they don’t differ from these very 
much. “ 


“the whole is boiled and incorporated to the consistence 

of an unguent. We infer that compositions containing 
opiates, the pith of green hemp, Datura stramonium or 
laurel-almond, would enter quite as successfully into such 
preparations. The fat or blood of night-birds added to 

these narcotics, with black magical ceremonies, would 
impress imagination and determine the direction of dreams.” 


“A fast of fifteen days must be observed, taking a single unsalted repast after 
sundown. It should consist of black bread and blood, 

seasoned with unsalted spices or black beans and milky 

and narcotic herbs. We must get drunk ever five days after 

sundown on wine in which five heads of black poppies and 

five ounces of pounded hemp-seed have been steeped for 

five hours, the infusion being strained through a cloth 

woven by a prostitute: strictly speaking, the first cloth 

which comes to hand may be used, should it have been 

woven by a woman.” 


Cornelius Agrippa Chapter XLIII 

So they say that fumes made with linseed, flea-bane seed, roots of violets, and parsley, doth make one 
to foresee things to come and doth conduce to prophesying. (Grimoirum Verum gives Linseed seeds, 
violets and parsley roots, plus Jasmine wood which is smoked) So, they say, that if of coriander, 
smallage, henbane, and hemlock, be made a fume, that spirits will presently come together; hence they 
are called spirit's herbs. Also, it is said, that fume made of the root of the reedy herb sagapen, with the 
juice of hemlock and henbane, and the herb tapsus barbatus, red sanders, and black poppy, makes 
spirits and strange shapes appear; and if smallage be added to them, the fume chaseth away spirits from 
any place and destroys their visions. In like manner, a fume made of calamint, peony, mints, and palma 
christi, drives away all evil spirits and vain imaginations. 


So, they say, if any one shall hide gold or silver, or any other precious thing, the Moon being in 
conjunction with the Sun, and shall fume the hiding place with coriander, saffron, henbane, smallage, 
and black poppy, of each alike quantity, bruised together, and tempered with the juice of hemlock, that 
which is so hid shall never be found or taken away; and that spirits shall continually keep it, and if any 
one shall endeavour to take it away he shall be hurt by them and shall fall into a frenzy. 

And Hermes saith that there is nothing like the fume of spermaceti for the raising of spirits. Wherefore, 
if a fume be made of that and lignum-aloes, red storax, pepper-wort, musk, and saffron, all tempered 
together, with the blood of a lapwing, it will quickly gather airy spirits together, and if it be used about 
the graves of the dead, it gathers together spirits and the ghosts of the dead. 


CHAPTER XLIV. (see chapter for more planet specific incense) 


For Saturne take the seed of black Poppy, of Henbane, root of Mandrake, the Load-stone [loadstone], 
and Myrrh, and make them up with the brain of a Cat, or the blood of a Bat. 

Besides, to Saturn are appropriated for fumes all odoriferous roots, as pepper-wort root, etc., and the 
frankincense tree; to Jupiter, odoriferous fruits, as nutmegs and cloves; to Mars, all odoriferous wood, 
as sanders, cypress, lignum balsam and lignum aloes; to the Sun, all gums, frankincense, mastic, 
benjamin, storax, ladanum, ambergris and musk; to Venus, sweet flowers, as roses, violets, saffron, and 
such like; to Mercury, all the peels of wood and fruit, as cinnamon, lignum cassia, mace, citron or 
lemon peel, and bayberries, and whatsoever seeds are odoriferous; to the Moon, the leaves of all 
vegetables, as the leaf indum, and the leaves of the myrtle and bay-tree. 

Know, also, that according to the opinion of the magicians, in every good matter, as love, good will, 
and the like, there must be a good fume, odoriferous and precious; and in every evil matter, as hatred, 
anger, misery, and the like, there must be a stinking fume, that is of no worth. 


The twelve Signs, also, of the Zodiac have their proper fumes, as Aries hath myrrh; Taurus, pepper- 
wort; Gemini, mastic; Cancer, camphor; Leo, frankincense; Virgo, sanders; Libra, galbanum; Scorpio, 
opopanax; Sagittarius, lignum aloes; Capricornus, benjamin; Aquarius, euphorium; Pisces, red storax. 
But Hermes describes the most powerful fume to be that which is compounded of the Seven Aromatics, 
according to the powers of the Seven Planets—for it receives from Saturn, pepper-wort; from Jupiter, 
nutmeg; from Mars, lignum aloes; from the Sun, mastic; from Venus, saffron; from Mercury, 
cinnamon; and from the Moon, the myrtle. 


Spirit-Herb Incense (from Agrippa of Nettesheim) 

Equal parts of: 

celery (Apium graveolens) 

coriander seed (Coriandrum sativum) hemlock root (Conium maculatum) henbane (Hyoscyamus 
niger) 

Mix together and sprinkle onto glowing charcoals. 


Agrippa Incense for Visions 
poison hemlock juice, henbane, mullein, red sandalwood, and black(-seeded) poppy causes spirits and 


visions (apparently false) to appear, and that adding Apium Celeriac causes them to disappear. 


This ointment is Part of the preparation for all rituals in Hygromanteia 


Anoint your entire body with pure musk, civet, clove, Indian costus and water 
mulfoil. Anoint your body with them; then put on the new garments of the art, 
censed with pure frankincense, and [f. 3lv] wear the head cloth. Trace the 
circle with the knife of the art, then take the lamen and put it on your chest. 


Liber Juratus 

Solomon, making a distinction upon the days and planets of the spice with which a man ought to make 
thimiamate, said that of Saturn is each good root in good and evil, of Jupiter all fruits, of Mars each 
tree, of Sol each gum, of Mercury each rind, of Venus each flower and odoriforus herb, of the Moon 
each leaf. Bacce, cardamonum wax, put also with these things. 


Hermes says that he found in an old book that these were the more suffumigations: thimiamate grecum, 
mastic, sandalus, galbanum, muscharlazerat, myrrh, and amber, and these be the collections of spirits. 
And he says there is no such suffumigation to call spirits as is ambra, lignum aloes, costus muscus, 
crocus, and the blood of a lapwing, with thimiamate mixed all together in equal portions, so that it be 
odiferus of the gums. 


A suffumigation made of these herbs as follows causes a man to see secret visions to foreshow and 
prognosticate hidden and secret mysteries concerning the whole use of the world, and to reveal and 
openly declare the qualities and operation thereof. 

Take of seed of flex the seed of the herb called fleseed, the roots of violets, the roots of parsley, and 
make a fumigation according to the use as you shall be taught in this book, and you shall through the 
grace and help of almighty God have your desire. 


A suffumigation made of these herbs cause the visions in the air or elsewhere to appear 


Take coriander of some called colender, and henbane, and the skin that is within the pomegranate. And 
the fumigation made, it is finished [=accomplished] that [which] you desire. 


A suffumigation made of these herbs as follows causeths visions of the earth to appear 


Take the root of the cane reed, and the root of giant fennil, which is called ferula, with the skin that is 
within the pourgarnet, and henbane, and the herb tassi barbassi, and red sanders, and black poppy. The 
confection of these made, it is finished that [which] you desire. 

But if this herb parsley with the root of it be added to the foresaid confection, it destroys the forsaid 
matter, and makes it clean void from all places, and it shall come to no effect. 


A suffumigation made of these herbs as follows expels and drives away all visions, and fantasies 
in sleep or otherwise. 


Take peonies, pennyroyal, mints and the herb called palmacrist, and make a confection thereof at your 
going to bed, or at any other time when as need requires, and it shall be done that [which] you require.

[Aries] Take for the fumigation of the sign of Aries myrrh. 

¢ [Taurus] Take for the fumigation for the sign of Taurus, costus. 

¢ [Gemini] Take for the fumigation for the sign of Gemini, mastic. 

¢ [Cancer] Take for the fumigation for the sign of Cancer, camphor. 

¢ [Leo] Take for the sign of Leo, the fumigation, thu. 

¢ [Virgo] Take for the fumigation for the sign of Virgo, sanders. 

¢ [Libra] Take for the singe of libra, this fumigation, galbanum. 

¢ [Scorpio] Take for the sign Scorpio, this fumigation, oponianac. 

¢ [Sagittarius] Take for the sign of Sagittarius, this fumigation, lignum [aloes]. 

¢ [Capricorn] Take for the sign of Capricorn, this fumigation, asam 

¢ [Aquarius] Take for the sign of Aquarius, this fumigation, euphorbium 

¢ [Pisces] Take for the sign of Pisces this fumigation, thimiamatis, called armoniacum.

Here we have some ointments/makeup to see spirits/“shades” or “shadows,” further on below you can 
also read two PGM spells for collecting plants used for ritual purposes, one makes use of the ancient 
Egyptian incense known as “Kyphi” which in at least some recipes contained cannabis.

Next we have sorcerous potions of “Pharmakeia” IE potions for drugging people and rendering 
them unconscious, so while this is translated as giving someone an “evil sleep,” or catelepsy, given the 
spells which seek visions of gods in dreams (perhaps like Jacob with his pillow stone) it would not be 
surprising if such potions were combined with the dream spells or in later times the search for “gold” 
“treasure.” The Picatrix also has an extensive variety of psychoactive plant use, much more than I have 
listed, including ones with scopolamine, much of these fall under the category of “Pharmakeia” or 
black magic. However once again I must stress how dangerous henbane and mandrake and other 
scopolamine plants are, so don't dose anyone if you don't want them to die or go insane. As from the 
“Treasure of Alexander” but also more medical texts, like Dioscorides, Galen and Pliny, the ancients 
were clearly well aware of poisons, and also antidotes (though some are highly dubious) and this 
includes poisonous mushrooms too. So too in various places Gnostics are said to use drugs and potions, 
and this includes Simon Magus, and yet Simon is repeatedly associated by his enemies with the Holy 
Moly plant of Hermes, which I explained was identified as Snowdrops, and that this has a chemical 
which cancels the effects of scopolamine plants, ie types of nightshade. In this context then we can see 
Simon was explicitly against black magick, ie pharmakeia, as for example that which Circe did to the 
crew of Odysseus, even though it is highly likely Simon and other Gnostics like Marcus the Magician, 
were initiating people with entheogenic potions.

Confection for sleeping. Take 1/2 ounce each of opium and black 
henbane seeds, and 1/6 ounce each nutmeg, lady’s bedstraw, and fresh aloes 
wood. Powder them and mix them with the juice of green coriander; and 
let it putrefy in a jar so that their complexions and spirits may mix with 
one another. Then take ie out, and give 1/2 ounce in a drink to anyone you 
wish, and he will sleep for a great space of time during which he cannot be 
awakened. 

For the same. Take four ounces each of scialte nuts, red azernec, 
mandrake seeds or its bark, and black poppy; six ounces of autumn crocus; 
and two ounces of henbane seeds. Mix them all together and allow to putrefy 
for three days; when this is finished, remove them. Give 1/2 ounce to drink 
mixed with wine to whomever you wish. 

For the same. Take equal parts of opium, mandrake bark, lettuce 
seed, branches of scialte nut, arcole juice, black hellebore, and black poppy 
seed. Powder them all, mix them together, and blend with a quantity of old 
wine aged for many years equal in weight to all che foregoing; and leave it 
to putrefy for seven days. Then take it out, and give 1/2 ounce in food to 
whomever you wish. 

For the same. Take henbane juice, mandrake juice, green coriander 
juice, lettuce juice, juice of scialte nuts, and spring crocus in equal parts, and 
opium, a tenth part of all the foregoing. Mix them together. Then take a 
syrup made from mashed figs pressed four times in an oil press, blend an egg 
into it, and take of this syrup an amount equal to all the other ingredients. 
Mix them together, and let it putrefy until all the complexions and spirits are 
united. Never give a dose of this confection larger than 1/4 ounce, and this is 
because of the very great strength that its spiric has in the foregoing. 


The seeds of the darnel damage the head and make the eyes darken and 
remove vision and cause sleep. Some accursed people take equal parts of 
darnel seeds, crocus, olibanum, and wine lees, and if anyone drinks of this 
confection, he will sleep, and his congue will become so dry that he will not 
be able to speak, nor will he be able to stand up. If you add to these things 
four other things, which are these: mandrake, wild lettuce seed, black pepper, 
and henbane seed, if you give this confection to anyone, he will be drunk 
and will lose his senses and will be completely out of his mind. Abenvasia, 
speaking of the foregoing, instructs that this confection should be kept secret, 
nor should it be revealed to any wicked person.

The suffumigation that is necessary for this work, however, is that which 
we call the hermits’ suffumigation, and this suffumigation (as the ancient 
sages say) has great and marvelous effects. It is compounded of 31 spices, and 
ics composition is as follows. 

Take common fleabane, bdellium, myrrh, opium, elecampane, and cicely, 
7 oz. each; nettle tree, lavender, and peeled pine nuts, 3 oz. each; orris root, 
cardomel, cardamom, aromatic calamus, frankincense, and mace, 5 oz. each; 
dried roses, saffron, spikenard, caper root, and cinquefoil, 4 oz. each; aromatic 
coltsfoot, balsam grains, and mother of thyme, 9 oz. each; | oz. of squill; 2 
lbs. each cucumber seed, cardamom, terebinth, powdered dates, and peeled 
raisins; and 5 Ibs. clarified honey. Grind everything that needs grinding, mix 
with the best wine, and make into pills; and reserve these for the operations 
of the Sun, suffumigating with them when you pray the aforesaid prayer to 
the Sun. When you have finished, behead the rooster and eat its liver. Do 
everything as we have said elsewhere, and you will have your desire.

Ointment for Second Sight, From Book of Oberon 
This is the office of angels, spirits, and devils, and by God's permission, grace, and sufferance, how to 


see them and overcome them First, look that the Sun do enter into Aries or Taurus, which is the most 
fittest time, for in the month of March, you may take the adder's skin, being cast voluntarily, and 
make powder thereof. 

Then take the powder of Carpobalsamax 2 (Amyris Opobalsamum and Balsam of Gilead) 

or 3 oz., and of the earth of a grave in the churchyard four spoonfuls, and the like 

quantity of the oil of Carpobalsamax. Then take 5 or 6 oz. of the powder 

of the root of Mandragoras, and take 6 oz. of the 

oil of juice of the leaves of Mandragoras, and for 

want of this oil of Carpobalsamax, you may take oil 

olive . All these being mixed well together, put them 

into a silver vessel, and look when the Sun is four or 

five degrees in Aries or Taurus, make thee a circle 

of as here after appeareth, and make it in a house or fair chamber, and set the vessel of 

oil in the midst of the circle, so that it may stand between thy legs, and cover it with a 

cloth, and remember there be so much of the earth of the churchyard where one was 

buried be well mixed with the foresaid oil. This mixture is best to be made when the 

Sun is in the opposition of 11th degree of Mercury Mars, and to make the circle also in 

the same Saturn and the degrees when the Moon is new and increasing, in the circle 

thou mayest stand or sit, but thou must use abstinence only with bread and water for three days.

Now being in thy 

circle, place the sword and other necessaries near to the oil, but beware the place or 

lamina touch not the earth at no time, and let thy ring be always on thy little finger, 

and note that the first night after thou hast entered thy circle, thou mayest lie in a 

clean bed alone, which bed must be near to the circle, and not within the circle, and 

without doubt about midnight, thou shalt hear a sound, which is of spirits coming to 

the circle to bless and consecrate it, and the oil, I find that it is written there shall 

come a thousand angels to bless the oil or mixture, and that about midnight, who 

shall pronounce words the sound whereof thou mayest hear, but the words thou shalt 

not understand, but if thou look well and be vigilant, thou shalt see the scepter lifted 

up in the circle, and likewise the sword, and yet thou shalt not perceive what they be 

that do it, and the vessel shall be opened which thou didst cover, but in any wise look 

thou be clean when thou touchest it, for fear of polluting it. Note that it were of much 

greater virtue, that a consecrated priest should both mix it and handle it. Look thou 

keep the oil in the vessel still, and robe it in some fair cloth or silk, and hang it about 

thy neck, and bear it on thee, during all which time have good regard to thyself, and 

look thou be clean in all respects, upon peril that may fall thereon. And then when 

you will you may anoint your eyes with the oil, and look out at the east window, or in 

any part you will into the air, and you shall see the spirits standing in their order, and 

some with their legions as appeareth in the book of pictures etc., and when thou 

seest them, thou mayest call one of them to come unto thee, and he will come immediately, of whom

* Among the Egyptians hetbs are always obtained like this: *”* the herbalist first pu- 
rifies his own body, then sprinkles with natron*” and / fumigates the herb with 
resin from a pine tree after carrying it around the place 3 times.*”” Then, after 
burning &yphi and pouring the libation of milk as he prays, he pulls up the plant 
while invoking by name the daimon to whom the herb / is being dedicated and 
calling upon him to be more effective for the use for which it is being acquired. 

The invocation tor him, which he speaks over any herb, generally at the moment 
of picking, is as follows: ** 

“You were sown by Kronos, you were conceived by Hera, / you were maintained 
by Ammon, you were given birth by Isis, you were nourished by Zeus the god of 
rain, you were given growth by Helios and dew.*” You [are] the dew of all the gods, 
you [are] the heart of Hermes, you are the seed of the primordial gods, you are the 
eye / of Helios,**° you are the light of Selenc,**' you are the zeal of Osiris,*** you are 
the beauty and the glory of OQuranos, you are the soul of Osiris” daimon which 
revels in every place, you are the spirit of Ammon. As you have exalted Osiris, so 
/ exalt yourself and rise just as Helios rises each day. Your size is equal ro the zenith 
of Helios, your roots come from the depths, but your powers are in the heart of 
Hermes, your fibers are the bones of Mnevis,*#* and your / flowers are the cye of 
Horus,*** your seed is Pan’s seed. I am washing you in resin as I also wash the 
gods *** even [as I do this] for my own health. You also be cleaned by prayer and give 
us power as Ares and Athena do. I am Hermes. I am acquiring you with Good 
/ Fortune and Good Daimon both at a propitious hour and on a propitious day 
that is effective for all things.” 

After saying this, he rolls the harvested stalk in a pure linen cloth (but into the 
place of its roots they threw seven seeds of wheat and an equal number of barley, 
after mixing them with honey), / and after pouring in the ground which has been 
dug up, he departs. 
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In the Alchemical tradition, working with herbs and plants is called “Spagyric Alchemy” and 
many have postulated the use of Cannabis and Amanita Muscaria, among other things and magical 
tents or canopies can also be found in various Alchemical and occult artworks. We already saw the 
vapour-bath from the Atalanta Fugiens, but below I have also included some other pieces. From them I 
have come to believe that in some Alchemical texts a “furnace” is used in such a way that it functions 
like a sensory deprivation tank. The Alchemical furnace may be used with the “baptism of fire” 
anointing oil of the Christ, which according to the work of the author Chris Bennett (See his complete 
works) and others like scholar Sula Benet, contained among other things, cannabis. The recipe below 
for the anointing oil is found in Exodus 33, and calls for Calamus, which is also psychoactive, but 
somewhat toxic, and Benet has argued this should actually read “kaneh-bosm” or fragrant cane, ie 
cannabis. While Benet was dismissed out of hand, his argument is far more probable given the 
archaeological evidence of Jewish cannabis use in the temple. As I mentioned before, Liber Salomonis, 
one of the Raziel texts, has many helpful and relevant things for our topics, for example, one section is 
on the use of plants, some of which are psychoactive. These include Henbane for evocation and the 
“Juice of hemp” for skrying, which is translated as resin, or Hashish by others and so it is not hard to 
see these might play a role in ointments with unidentified encoded ingredients in the Magical papyri. 
The Book of Oberon copies parts of Liber Salomonis as with these herbs like Cannabis, and the same 
skrying spell is copied in “A Cunning Man's Grimoire” (Skinner and Rankine) but these books have 
more recipes than I can give here. (See also, “Angels Demons & Spirits,” by Harms and Clark for more 
treasure spells and also Encyclopedia of Psychoactive Plants by Christian Ratsch as some varieties of 
common plants such as Parsley, Wild Thyme, Wild Lettuce, Violet root, Periwinkle etc, are in fact 
psychoactive, others say Mulberry sap is hallucinogenic and it is used in PGM inks drawn on the skin.) 

Other researchers have found that in the stone age, in the UK, huge mounds were constructed 
for their acoustic properties, so that the Shaman's drumming would be amplified, but not just any kind 
of sound, infrasound. This is sound which is not audible to our ears, but which can vibrate our bodies in 
such a way as to produce altered states of consciousness. These sound waves would also move the 
smoke in the underground mounds so that the sound waves would be become visible, we know this 
because the sound waves were themselves depicted on the wall of the stone age temples and we have 
since recreated the smoke waves within them. 

Exodus 30:22 Moreover the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 22 Take thou also unto thee principal 
spices, of pure myrrh five hundred shekels, and of sweet cinnamon half so much, even two hundred and 
fifty shekels, and of sweet calamus two hundred and fifty shekels, 24 And of cassia five hundred 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanctuary, and of oil olive an hin: 25 And thou shalt make it an oil of 
holy ointment, an ointment compound after the art of the apothecary: it shall be an holy anointing oil. 
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*Notice above the ointment being applied to the eyes of the person on the left and below you will see a 
lot of death and resurrection symbolism, as the ointment was said to do for Gnostics, see Gospel of 
Philip especially. A coffin could likewise be used as a hotbox. In general, you must read the entire 
Rosarium Philosophorum, as it is too much to quote here, but it includes art, ritual and extraction 
techniques. This text in particular shows “the principal state of human things and the most secret 
treasure of all the secrets of the whole world.”

1. Prima herba est Acil almalie &c. The first herb is Acil or Almabum and it is 
called Corona Regia, and in Latin Rosmarinus [Rosmarina - rosemary]. This 
herb has a middle [sized] trunk and good odour and little leaves, and its 
power is to warm and comfort the brain. And if a house is censed with it, it 
chases away devils, the same as does Peony. 


2. The second herb is Artemisia [Arthemesia], and this is mother and first 
[among all] other [herbs], but for it is called Corona Regis, that is to say the 
crown of a king.? We [would] have put it first [in this list], because in all things 
you do, you should use it. And the leaf is mid-green over one side, and white 
on the other side. And it grows mildly [slowly]. And with this you shall stop

winds, and [invoke] all the spirits that you wish, and you shall profit. 


3. The third herb is Cannabis [Cannabis - hemp] and it is long in the stem, 
and clothes are made of it. The virtue of the juice, is to anoint yourself with it 
(and with the juice of Artemisia) and set yourself before a mirror of steel and 
call spirits, and you shall see them, and you shall have the ability to bind and 
loose [set free] devils, and other things.! 

4, The fourth herb is called Feniculus [Feniculus - fennel], and it has small 
leaves and a long staff, and it is a holy herb and reverential, and it is 
medicine for the eyes, and it [17*] gives good light, and it chases away spirits 
and the evil eye from the place where it is, and the root of it chases away evil 
things and helps in sight. 


5. The fifth herb is Cardamommus [Cardomonium - cardamom], and it is hot 
and of good complexion, and it is of middle highness, and it gives happiness to 
him that uses it, and it gathers together spirits. Eat this when you call [spirits] or 
make an invocation, and if you wish, make smoke of it.? 


6. The sixth herb is Anisus [Anisum - aniseed], and it has [the quality] of 
chastity. Join it to camphor, and you shall see that spirits shall dread you, 
and it is a pure herb, and it makes one to see secret and private things, and 
the smoke of it ascends much. 


7. The seventh herb is Coriandrus [Coriandrum - coriander], and this holds 
the spirit of a man much with the other, and it makes a man also full asleep, 
and this gathers together many spirits, wherefore always they stand with it. 
So it is said that, if with this, apis [honey?] and jusquianus,? you make 
fumigations, compounded with much lazaias cicuta,4 soon it will gather 
together spirits, and therefore it is called the ‘herba spirituum’ [herb of spirits]. 


8. The eighth herb is called Petroselinum [Perroselinum - parsley] which has a 
great power to chase away the spirits of roches [roaches?], and its virtue is to 
break [up] the stone in the bladder of any that use it.5 


9. The ninth herb is Ipericon or Hipericon [Hipericon - hypericon], and it is a 
middle [height] herb, [which when] pierced the juice of it seems [like] blood. 
This [herb] is of great power, for with the juice of it (and with crocus,

artemisia, and with the smoke of radicis valerianae [root of valerian]), it [can 
be used] to write upon [a talisman] what friendship you wish of a Prince of 
the spirits of air, and [other] devils, and soon it shall be that [you will get that 
which] you covet. And so [likewise] over [other] spirits and winds. 


10. The tenth herb is Apium [Apium - celeriac, parsley]. This has great power 
over [17°] winds and devils and fantasies [phantoms], and it is [both] the 
shadow and the exhalation of the cloud Alcisse.! For in it are winds and 
devils, and this alone [calls the spirits] Albafortum, Vazebelil and Mortagon, 
and they [these spirits] are very contrary, for one is kept [lives] with the 
heavenly angels, and another is kept [lives] with the devils in Apium. 


And this [herb] cures the kidney-stone, but a woman [pregnant] with child 
[should not] use it as it annoys [irritates] the child, and it gathers together 
devils when suffumigations are made [of it, together] with insqrmo 
[jusquianus]? and artemisia. Apium is censed for 7 nights with fagax almeit 
gathered purely, and the root of it kept and dried, and then tempered with 
aqua lapides [water stones?]: cense [your surroundings] when you wish, and 
you shall see fantasies and devils of many types. 


11. The 11th is Coriandrus [Coriandrum - coriander] of the second kind, which 
makes one sleep. And if you make suffumigations of it, with crocus and insqrmo 
[jusquianus]? apia and papavere nigro [black poppy], ground together evenly, and 
tempered with succo, cicutae 3 and with musk, and then cense the place where you 
hide treasure, when the Moon is in conjunction with the Sun in angulo terra [earth 
angle], that is to say in the corners of the earth, [it will protect the place]. And know 
that such a [hidden] treasure shall never be found [by other people]. And anyone 
who would take it away shall be made fools [of]. And if in the hour of depositing 
the gold or silver, or the [precious] stones, or images, you suffume [them] with thure 
[frankincense], musk,‘ succo [succory], lignum aloes, and costus,5 then always 
devils [shall] keep that place [safe from robbers] and evil winds. It [the protection] 
will never be dissolved or destroyed again, without separation, or [without 
using] an image made [for that purpose] at the [precise] degree of the planets.°

12. The 12th herb is Satureia [savory], and this is of great virtue and good 
odour, and whoever bears it with him, [18] with auricula muris [mouse-ear 
hawkweed], in the day of Venus [Friday], will get grace of goods, and it takes 
away from that place [all evil] winds and evil fantasies. 


13. The 13th herb is called sca [Centaurea - century herb].! And this is middle in 
length and has little leaves. This ought to be held reverently in holy places and 
in churches, for it protects these places from evil things. And with this [herb] 
prophets made dead men speak, that had been dead by many days or few. 


In places where there is any evil, it has no power if he that bears [this herb] 
calls them not. And it gives him rule over whatever things they wish, and [if 
you] put this herb upon the place where devils are confined, it constrains them 
and binds them, least that they might have power to move themselves. 


And Solomon said, “I found in the Book of Hermitis 2 that whoever takes 
water in the fourth hour of the night [and puts it] upon the tomb of a dead 
man, with whatever spirits he wishes to speak, he should cast the water upon 
the tomb with this herb hyssop.” And the water is censed with costo, succo, 
musco [costus, succum, musk], and [he should] say “surgo, surgo, surgo.” 
That is to say “rise, rise, rise and come and speak to me”, and do this for 
three nights, and in the third night he [the spirit] shall come to you, and he 
shall speak with you of whatever things you wish [to know]. 


14. The 14th herb is psyllium [Serpillum - fleabane/ wild thyme], which is of 
great virtue for it signifies or makes open in the air what the other powers do 
not. It makes [you able to] see spirits in the clouds of the heavens, [especially 
if put] with scicorda,3 garmone and the ‘tree which swims’ (which is called 
arbor cancri and malie), with rore madii, and with the tree that signifies [shines] 
by night, and is called herba lucens, that is a shining herb. [18¥] If you make 
with these an ointment with the eye of a whelp and with the fat of a hart 
[deer], you may go surely wherever you wish [and be able to see] at any hour. 


15. The 15th herb Majorana [Majorana - marjoram], keeps a house and 
protects [it] from evil infirmities, and Hermes said that gentiana [gentian], 
valerina [valerian] and maiorana [marjoram] have power over great princes, 
and over great men. 


16. The 16th herb is Dragantia [Dragantia].! This is of great power, and the 
highness of the root of it, [especially if] joined with the tongue of a colubri 
[snake] which is left alive. And [if] the herbs are gathered when the Sun is in 
the first degree of Cancer, and the Moon aspects Mercury, or is in 
Conjunction with him [Mercury], then whosoever touches [it to] closures or 
locks, they shall soon be opened for him. 


And Hermes said that it gathers together winds & spirits, [especially] if 
mandragora [mandrake] is [mixed] with it and capillus [hair of] dezoara. 


17. The 17th herb is Nepita [Nepta], and if this [is put] with maiorana 
[marjoram] and athanasia, trifolio, salvia [sage], peruca, edera and artemisia with 
ysope [hyssop],? being joined & gathered together, [during] the crescent Moon, 
on the day of Jupiter [Thursday], that is to say in the waning of the Moon, in 
the day of Jupiter, and in the following day, when the Sun waxes from the first 
degree of Aries till the first [degree] of Cancer, [then it is most effective]. And 
when you shall gather it, be pure and washed, reverential, and stand [facing] 
towards the East, know that the house and place is improved where these nine 
herbs are twined together. And put them upon the gate of your house, and 
you shall profit always. And the nine herbs joined are like to rubies. [19*] 


18. The 18th herb is Linum [Lumen], suffumigations of the seed of this with 
semine psylly, azartachona, radix violae and apii [parsley/celeriac] makes [you] 
see in the air things to come, and [able] to make many prophesies. 


19. The 19 herb is Salvia [Salvia - sage].3 This is of great virtue and the long 
leaf of it is as ligna agni and sharp. This breaks or protects evil shades & evil 
spirits from the place where it is [kept], and it is good for a man to bear it 
with him, for it keeps a man whole, but a sick man [should] not hold it. 


20. The 20' herb is Sauina [Samna], and some men say that it is a tree of love 
and affection, whoever can choose it. And if this [is mixed] with somewhat of 
crocus and lingua colubri [snake tongue], and set in a ring of gold, with 
somewhat of provinca [periwinkle] [you may] surely go before a king, or 
before whomsoever you wish [and convince them]. And [it is] most [potent] 
if you put with it the stone that is called Topazius [topaz], or if you wish 
beryllium [beryl]. And if this ring is made when the Moon is in Conjunction 
with Jupiter in a trine [aspect] to the Sun, it would be much better. And [this 
herb] is called annulus solis, which is the ‘ring of the Sun’, and it is [good] for

21. The 21* [herb is] Nasturcium [Nasturtium - nasturtium]. This keeps the limbs 
whole, and if there are with it origan,! pulegium,? and arzolla,3 which are carried 
together by you, and you eat them, you shall be whole within and without. And 
so if you anoint yourself with them and are censed with marrubio albo [white 
horehound] or reubarbaro [rhubarb] and herba thuris [boswellia], it shall protect 
you from many infirmities. 


22. The 224 is an herb that is called Cannaferula [Cana ferula].4 [19¥] This is a 
very dreadful, grievous [heavy] and strong [herb] in work. And if you take the 
juice of it, and the juice of cicuta [water hemlock], jusquianus [hyoscamus niger 
or henbane], sapss barbate [?], sandalum rubrum [red sandalwood], papavero nigrum 
[black poppy], and with this confection make smoke, [you may obtain] 
whatever you wish, and you shall see devils and things, and strange figures. 
And if Apinum is [mixed] with this, know that from each place so censed 
devils should flee, and if you wish you may destroy evil spirits [with it]. This 
suffumigation is very evil and dreadful, for the smoke of it overcomes 
maliciously, and [it] works most evilly and most strongly if the Moon is [in 
Conjunction] with Saturn, or in Opposition with Mars. 


23. The 234 herb is Calamintum [Calonietum - calamint/pennyroyal],? and it 
is likened to mint, and it is of great virtue in good suffumigations, and if 
there is [mixed] with it menta [mint], palma ppi [?] and pioma [?], observe that 
it takes away evil spirits from a place. And always it is [useful] against 
fantasies [phantoms]. 


24. The 24th herb is Cicoria [Cichorea - chicory]. This is very good in all 
exorcisms 5 [especially] if it is joined with eringo [eryngium], pentaphylon 
[Cinquefoil/snake grass], hypericon, urtica [stinging nettle] and verbena, and 
all together worn around the neck, and under the feet, and [they] are then 
[called] the herb of 7 knots and of 7 leaves. 


Martagon and lilium domesticus [domestic lily] and sylvestre (both tame and 
wild), and the herb angelica: whoever has these under his feet or sits above 
[them] and puts the other herbs on his neck, and has 7 rings of 7 metals on 
his fingers, knows that he shall have power in [20"] binding and in losing 
[spirits], and in enchanting, and to do good and evil in each place that he

wishes, [by] making suffumigations of these 9 things: thure albo [white 
frankincense], thymiamata, mastiche [mastic], musco [musk], lignum aloes [aloes 
wood], cassia, cinnamon, and with them suffume with the things abovesaid 
in the surrounding area, and say these names: “Raphael, Gabriel, Michael, 
Cherubim, Seraphim, Arelim, Pantaseron, Micraton, Sandaton, complete meaum 
petitionem et meam voluntatem.” That is to say, “fulfill my petition and my 
wish,” and they shall fulfill it for you. These are the names of the nine angels 
abovesaid. And know them and keep them, and some men say that they are 
the 9 orders of Angels.1 


From the Book of Oberon 


Note that they that suffumigate observe or ought to do seven things, for so Solo- 
mon said the hermits did, and attained to their desire. 

1. They used abstinence or fasted. 

2. They washed and cleansed themselves. 

3. They did alms. 

4. They slew and cast blood into the fire. 

5. They pray much in hours, i.e., times in the day and times in the night. 

6. They made fumigation with good things and well smelling as above, and 
thereby attained to their petitions, by the commandment of the creator. 

7. They slew and burned all. 


Suffumigating 

The manner of the suffumigating a man’s self: It ought to be made in seven man- 
ners, i.e., towards the east, west, north, and south, towards heaven above, and towards 
the earth beneath, and the seventh time all about, and ever more as oft as any man 
doth is let him address his mind unto God and pray, and he may have his will ful- 
filled. 

Now we speak of the suffumigations of the four parts of the world, and of the four 
elements, for the part of the east and the fire serveth amber, musk, and white wax, i.e., 
with wax for the part of the south and the earth Algalia almea and Tiriaca |“abelmo- 
schus (musk mallow), almea (balsam of storax), and theriac”], for the part of the west 
and the air, balsam, camphor, and olive oil, for the [part of the] north and the water, 
lignum aloes, nutmeg, and mace. 


The!** master that worketh must purify himself by seven days before the work. He 
must wash himself; he must eat nothing of theft, neither of raven, neither of evil 
party, neither any thing unclean, neither that as is fallen to death, neither of any beast 
of four feet, nor of none other, and he must eschew from evil malice and falsehood. 
He must not drink wine nor eat fishes nor anything with blood goeth fro. He must 
not join to a woman to pollute himself, nor menstruate, nor enter into a house where 
is a dead man, nor go to the grave of a dead man, nor by him that suffereth and the 
law hath condemned. Avoid pride, be clean, continue in prayer, keep thy tongue from 
slandering, lying, and swearing, fast truly, keep thy bed warily, and avoid sin. Light thy 
house with prayer, praise ye angels, do alms, remember the needy, and forget not the 
works of mercy and be not joined to evil men. Clothe thyself with clean clothes, trust 


in God, be faithful, have a good hope, and use appellation in all necessities to the Cre- 
ator, and no doubt but thou shalt obtain that by petition thou desirest. 


A suffumigation that rejoiceth spirits 

Amber, lignum aloes, costus, musk, crocus, blood of a lapwing, frankincense. 
These be meat, drink, and gladness to the spirits of the air, and gathereth them to- 
gether and urgeth them to appear, as sayeth Hermes. 

Greek incense, mastic, sandalwood, galbanum, muscha lazerat, myrrh, and amber. 
These fumigations be collectors of spirits and placators of them.” 


From the Picatrix 


How one can speak with the spirits of the Moon, and first, when she 
is in Aries. When you wish to attract the virtue and power of the Moon 
when she is in Aries, at the hour when she is completely risen, because that 
is better and more useful for your petition; in that very hour, put on a crown 
and go to a green and watery place near the banks of a river or running water. 
Take with you a rooster with a divided crest, which you will behead with 
the bone of another rooster, as you must not in any way touch that rooster 
with iron. Turn your face to the Moon, for this is a very great secret among 
them.*” Puc in front of yourself two iron thuribles full of burning coals, in 
which you should cast successively grains of incense, so that the smoke rises 
up toward the Moon. Then stand upright between the censers, and say: 
“You, O Moon, luminous, honored, lovely, who with your light shatters the 
shadows, you ascend in your rising and fill every horizon with your light and 
beauty. I come to you humbly, seeking wealth, for which I humbly ask you.” 
Here state your petition. Then take ten steps forward, always looking at the 
Moon, and repeating the aforesaid words. Carry one of the thuribles with 
you, into which you should cast four ounces of storax. 

Then burn your sacrifice, and draw the following figures on a leaf of 
cannabis with the ashes of the sacrifice and a small amount of crocus: 


2 Goexsit 


Then burn the leaf. At once, as the smoke rises, you will see before you 
the figure of a handsome man dressed in the finest clothes, standing between 
the thuribles, to whom you should address your petition, and it will be 
fulfilled by him. At any time after this, when you wish to ask something of 
him, repeat the working just given, and the aforesaid form will appear to you 
and answer your questions. 


(Remember that Hygromanteia says Pisces is for Skull and Water divination) 


When the Moon is in Pisces. When the Moon is in Pisces, and you 
wish to attract her virtue and power, take one and a fifth pounds of hemp 
juice, and the same amount of the sap of the plane tree, and mix them 
together. You should extract these Auids from the plants when the Sun is 
in Virgo and Mercury is luminous and direct in motio; and the extraction 
should be done in a marble mortar. When this is done, add four ounces of 
mastic, two ounces each of amber and camphor, one ounce of alkali,’ and 
ten ounces of sarcocolla. All these are to be well blended together, and to 
them you should add half a pound of the blood of a deer beheaded with a 
brass knife. 

When all this has been mixed together, put it into a glass vessel. Then 
go to a place where there is a spring of flowing water, and carry the aforesaid 
glass vessel to the spring by its handle. Then take one thurible, and put it 
on a stone in the midst of the water of the aforesaid spring, so that there is 
flowing water all around the thurible. Then set fire burning in the thurible; 
and as it burns, open the mouth of the glass vessel, and empty the aforesaid 
vessel into the fire, that is, a litele at a time, until all of it has been poured 
out into the fire. Then offer your sacrifice. The servant of the Moon will 
then appear to you, to whom you should make your petition, and it will be 
brought to you effectually. 

Great miracles and great effects, according to the Hindus, are in 
suffumigations, which they call calcitarat; and with them are worked the 
effects of the seven planets. These suffumigations ought to be used according 
to the nature of the planet to which the petition corresponds. 


The Cannonical Prayerbook of the Mandaeans 
While it is different in several respects, the Baptism Ritual of the Mandaeans found within “The 


Cannonical Prayer Book of the Mandeans” by Drower is in places not so different in its use of “fragrant 
incense” placed on a burner by the river Jordan. Certainly Mandaeans would consider the above rituals 
blasphemous, but they did have their own heretic magicians, perhaps even Simon Magus. The Picatrix 
cites the ““Sabians” repeatedly from the city of Harran, and some scholars have argued the ““Sabians” of 
Harran were Mandaeans, so that while this idea is contested, it is food for thought. This idea is even 
more intriguing given the Picatrix contains a cube cosmology and names for the directions indicative of 
some kind of Merkabah practices, so that while this Grimoire draws upon many sources, the 
Mandaeans certainly have a lot off Merkabah like ritual symbolism. The Mandaeans themselves say 
they were inspired by the Egyptians, and there is plenty of evidence Judaism drew heavily from 
Egyptian mysticism, and as IJ said, at least some Kyphi incense recipes included cannabis. The rituals 
from the PGM and PDM involving Anubis are of particular interest, as also the Egyptian books of the 
Netherworld, (The Book of Gates, Am Duat etc) which offer many clues to the origins of Merkabah. 


Chapter 7 
In the name of the Great Life! 


There shall be healing for me, Adam-Yuhana son of Mahnush! Strengthened and enhanced is the great 
mystery of radiance, light and glory which resteth on the mouth of the Great Life! for from it came into 
being and was manifest Knowledge-of-Life (Manda-d-Hiia) who knew and interpreted the thoughts of 
the First Life, which are wondrous.

Chapter 8 

Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for the mighty, first, sublime Life from,worlds of 
light, the Ineffable above all works! for the ancient Radiance and for the Primal Light, for the Life 
which emanated from Life and for Truth (Kushta) that was pristine, from the beginning. 

Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for Yukabar-Ziwa who was mighty in his radiance, 
and came in his light and his glory (as) messenger to the first righteous elect (people). He crossed over 
the worlds and came and rent the firmament and revealed himself. 

Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for Yuzataq-Gnosis-of-Life, source of Life, who 
interpreteth silence and giveth hope and taketh the prayers of spirits and souls of righteous and 
believing men, the virtuous and well pleasing, into the Place of Light and into the Eternal Abode. 
Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for the Father of ‘uthras, the Ancient, Lofty, Occult 
and Guarded, the Man who is high (yet) remaineth deep and hidden. He seeth and understandeth that 
which the worlds and generations do in the worlds of darkness. 

Incense that is fragrant, incense, that is fragrant! yea for the dwelling of Life and the planting of ‘uthras. 
Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for the dwelling of four beings, sons of Perfection. 
Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea for the Dwelling of Abathur. Incense that is 
fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for the dwelling of Hibil, Shitil and Anush, sons of a living, 
brilliant, healthy and steadfast stock, beings not removed by sword, nor burnt by flames of fire, nor 
drowned in water-floods; whose (very) sandal-straps on their feet are unwetted by water. They sought 
and found, went to judgment and were vindicated, spoke and were heard. They are complete, lacking in 
nought; perfect are they and not imperfect. They came from a pure place and go to a pure place. 
Incense that is fragrant, incense that is fragrant! yea, for the lives of the men who were our ancestors, of 
righteous and believing men who rendered up (their souls) and departed from their bodies; and of those 
who yet live in their bodies. They testified and the door of Sin will be shut to them and the door of light 
open to them and they will be knit together in the union of Life, in which there is no separation. Pray ye 
for us from there, and we will pray from here for you! All fruits perish; all sweet odours vanish, (but) 
the perfume of Life is established for ever and unto world's end upon those who love His name of 
Truth. 

Those souls who descend to the jordan and are baptised shall be without sins, trespasses, follies, 
mistakes and evil deeds: they will rise and behold the great Place of Light and the Eternal Abode.

[This saying, "Incense that is fragrant, yea for the First Life" recite over both incense and sandalwood 
and put them before thee on the jordan-bank in a new incense-pan. And make a fresh fire on the copper 
incense-pan -- (these) are aids of all order which ye carried, put (lit. "performed") at the jordan. Then 
read the baptismal "We acknowledged" "Praises" , "Thee, Life,", "I sought to raise eyes" (Prayer 77) 
and "Raising eyes". | 

Chapter 9 

Raising my eyes and lifting up my countenance toward the Place which is all portals of radiance, light, 
glory, beauty, repute and honour and to the Abode which is all beams of light; I adore, laud and praise 
the Mighty, Strange (other-worldly) life, and the Second Life and the Third Life; and Yufin-Yufafin, 
Sam-Mana-Smira, and the Vine which is all Life and the great Tree which is all healings. I adore, laud 


and worship the precious and guarded Place, the secret and guarded manas and the Lord of Greatness 
from the Secret Place and, from the Hidden Place, the pihta, need(?), truth and faith. 
I worship, laud and praise Sam-Smira, the great radiancy of the First Life, son of the Great Primal Life 
who thought and was manifest, seeking His own: His shecinah resteth on waves of water. The assembly 
of souls which proceeded from Him, on the Last Day, when they leave their bodies, will rejoice in Him, 
will embrace Him and will rise up and behold the outer Ether and the everlasting Abode. 
I worship, laud and praise the multitudinous Radiancies and great mighty Lights: I worship, laud and 
praise Piriawis, the great Jordan of the First Life which is all healings. I worship, laud and praise the 
pure Yushamin who abideth on treasures of the waters and upon mighty celestial wellsprings of light. I 
adore, laud and praise the life which proceeded from Life and the Truth which existed before, in the 
Beginning. I worship, laud and praise Yukabar-Ziwa, envoy of the Life and the Word of the first Elect 
Righteous ones. I worship, laud and praise the Ancient, Supernal, Occult and Guarded Abathur, who is 
high, hidden and guarded, whose throne is placed at the gate of the House of Life. He sitteth with the 
scales set before him, weighing deeds and (their) recompense. He seeth and discerneth that which the 
worlds and generations do. I worship, laud and praise Manda-d-Hiia lord of healings, the being whom 
the Life summoned and bade him heal the congregation of souls, divesting the congregation of souls of 
(their) darkness and clothing them with light; raising (them) and showing them that a great restoration 
of life exists, a place where the spirits and souls of our forefathers sit clothed in radiance and covered 
with light; showing the great restoration of life which is before them. 
I worship, laud and praise Shilmai and Nidbai, the two delegates of Manda-d-Hiia, who rule over the 
great jordan of Life, for they baptise with the great baptism of Light. And Life is victorious.

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Egyptian “Legend of the destruction of Mankind” 

With all this in mind, the following ritual is taken from an Egyptian text which has perhaps the 
prototype and the ointment below likely contained mandrake, given its use in beer in that myth to 
honour the goddess Hathor, who is a goddess of drugs and inebriation generally, though this particular 
ritual honours Ra. Both Hathor and Isis contributed to the Gnostic Sophia goddess, and something like 
this Chrism anointing oil may have ultimately inspired the oil used to turn Enoch into an angel in the 
Third Book of Enoch, but see also the Gospel of Philip, and other Gnostic texts, for the “Baptism of 


Fire” gave apotheosis. 


Whosoever shall recite the words of this composition over 
himself shall anoint himself with olive oil and with thick 
unguent, and he shall have propitiatory offerings on both his 
hands of incense, and behind his two ears shall be pure 
natron, and sweet-smelling salve shall be on his lips. 


He shall be arrayed in a new double tunic, and his body 
shall be purified with the water of the nile-flood, and he 
shall have upon his feet a pair of sandals made of white 
[leather], and a figure of the goddess Maat shall be drawn 
upon his tongue with green-coloured ochre. Whensoever 
Thoth shall wish to recite this composition on behalf of Ra, 
he must perform a sevenfold (?) purification for three days, 
and priests and [ordinary] men shall do likewise. 
Whosoever shall recite the above words shall perform the 
ceremonies which are to be performed when this book is 
being read. And he shall make his place of standing (?) in a 
circle (or, at an angle) which is beyond [him], and his 
two eyes shall be fixed upon himself, all his members shall 
be [composed], and his steps shall not carry him away 
[from the place]. Whosoever among men shall recite [these] 
words shall be like Ra on the day of his birth; and his 
possessions shall not become fewer, and his house shall 
never fall into decay, but shall endure for a million 
eternities. 


Then the Aged One himself (i.e., Ra) embraced (?) the 
god Nu, and spake unto the gods who came forth in the east 
of the sky, "Ascribe ye praise to the god, the Aged One, from 
whom I have come into being.

god [who dwelleth] in the divine Snakes, it is the Soul of 
Apep in Mount Bakhau (i.e., the Mount of Sunrise), and it is

Chapter 6:Deities and Daimones of the Days, Hours and Months 


The following are given for the various rituals in this book, they provide the various names 
needed to inscribe or call upon for the 8" Book of Moses. The first entry is itself a ritual for 
consecrating talismans or whatever you like, it includes the names of the deities of the 12 hours of the 
day, while the next entry after gives the deities for the 12 hours of the night. As with planetary hours in 
Solomonic magick, we can take the total amount of time of daylight hours and divide by 12 to figure 
out how long each hour is, then find the corresponding ruler, doing the same for the total amount of 
night time. The 24 hour day comes from Egypt, and has to do with the decan fixed “Watcher” stars, so 
that this seems to be the ultimate source of the “planetary hours” used in later Solomonic grimoires.

Now that you have learned the powers and the graces of each planet, as well 
as their days and hours, at first you must pray on your knees and cense the 
proper incenses; then do what you want. For all these we will speak below, 
when the characters, the signs and the seals will be exhibited. 


You may know that twelve signs are surrounding the heaven and they are 
also called houses of the planets. Each sign rules a month. Each planet 
passing by it completes its power. All these things are arranged according to 
an order, for the reason that nothing will be in vain or without use, in order 
not to be a vacuum in the world. The signs start with Aries, and this sign 
remains in place during March. Then follow the rest in their turn. Their seals 
and their names are the following [seals of the twelve signs].
